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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE.

become the duty of the Ezecutivei at the dose of hk official tenn to 
gire to the next L^islatoie, 'Hnformation bj meaaagey of the C(»d]tio]i 
of the State, aod recommend such measuns aa he shall deem expedi- 
ent" 

Iq pursuance of that constitutional duty, I submit the foUowing in- 
formation and recommendations :

The account abore stated embraces all thefunds of the State, and shows 
all its financial transactions for the fiscal years of 3^53 and 1854. 

The interest upon our State debt is promptly paid as it becomes due. 
There is now a lai^ sc^hi^'^n 4h^ Treasury, and. it will doubUesB 
continue to increase, unless some provision shall be made to absorb it by 
liquidating the State indebtedness. 

A large surplus in the Treasury should be avoided. It is not politic 
to tax the people to obtain money to loan to ban^s, or lock up in the 
tieasury Tsolts; it would be safer in tl^ie people's hands, and likely to 
be more prudently and profitably managed by them. The State indebt* 
cidpess, except to the Trust Funds^ is not due, and as our Bonds ar« 
ad^ve par in the market^ none are likely to be surrendered for paymenti 
nor can they be purchased under our laws. I therefore recommend that 
Act No. 173 of 1848, be so amended as to provide that interest upon: 
our part-paid Bonds, which shall not be surrendered within a specified 
timei after proper notice, in pursuance of the provisions of that act, 
shall cease. The law of 1848 was amended in 1853, so as to provide 
that when funded, these bonds shall be made redeemable at the pleas- 
we of the State within the time fixed for the maturity of the original 
bonds; and the amendment now proposed would probably induce ft 
surrender of that class of bonds, and provide a way for absorbing the 
surplus funds in the liquidation of our State indebtedness. 

If this shall be don^ and a provision be made for purchasing our full 
paid* bonds at their market value, when there shall be a surplus in the 
Treasury that cannot otherwise be properly used, it will then become 
important, as it is now obligatory, to provide by law a sinking fund in^ 
accordance with the provisions of the constitution. Without the amend 
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ment or proviflion proposed, a sinking fund as required by the constitu- 
tion, would add to the evil of a large surplus fund. There can, I think, 
be no doubt that the State has a legal and equitable right to change 
the Act of 184*8 as proposed. The Act is but a proposition in the form 
of a law, ** that upon the surrender at the Treasury of this State of any 
of the said part paid five million loan bonds still outstanding, the hoNU 
er of the same shall be entitled to receive from the Governor of the 
State certificates of stock or bonds,'' at a rate therein mentioned. This 
proposition, until accepted by the bond-holder by a surrender of his 
bonds according to its provisions, may be rightfully altered by the State. 
Neither would it be a hardship to the bond-holder to change the pro- 
position as recommended ; it only requires him, virtually, to receive hi$ 
money if he desires it, or if he prefers the State to keep it for him, not 
to demand interest upon it. 

The policy of allowing banks to be the depository of the surplus 
funds of the State, I think is very objectionable ; but if that policy is to 
be pursued, I recommend that Act No. 63, of 1853, be so amended a« 
to require the payment of interest on the deposits, at the rate of not 
less than five per cent per annum, and that the Governor be constituted 
one to approve the security to be given by the banks. 

1 believe it to be the true policy of the State to use the trust 
funds towards paying our State debt; the State may as well pay inter- 
ests to these funds as to bond-holders. By pursuing this policy until 
the public debt shall be paid, no loss will accrue by loans insuflSciently 
secured, nor delays occur in the payment or collection of interest. This 
policy was doubtless contemplated by Art. 14 of the constitution, which 
provides, that "All specific State taxes, except those received from the 
mining companies of the Upper Peninsula, shall be applied in paying 
the interest upon the primary school, university, and other educational 
funds, and the interest and principal of the State debt, in the order 
herein recited, until the extinguishment of the State debt, other than the 
amounts due to educational funds, when such specific taxes shall be ad- 
ded to, and constitute a part of the primary school interest fund." 

By an Act of 1853, the law in relation to the assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes was revised, and important amendments made thereto. 
This law was at first objected to by some, who seemed to think it was 
a material change of the principle of assessment and taxation con- 
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tained in the old law. The amendment did not change the 
principle of taxation ; but in its detail, more effectually provided for the 
•assessment of large amounts of property that had escaped taxation un- 
der the old law, and for assessing property more nearly to its cash val- 
ue. The aggregate value of real and personal estate for the year 1851, 
4i| assessed in the State, was but $30,976,270 18. For the year 1853, 
the first assessment under the new law, it was $120,362,474 35. 

The change has produced a marked, and it is believed beneficial ef- 
fect, and little if any amendment to the law is required. 

By a joint resolution of 1853, the Contingent Fund, then amounting 
to |9,87a 61, was transferred to the General Fund, except |1,000 00, 
of which |607 65 has been expended during the last two years. It is 
believed that the sum of 1 1,000 00 wiU be sufficient for the ensuing 
two years. 

Under the Constitution, ^Corporations may be formed under genml 
laws, but shall not be created by special act, except for municipal pur- 
poses." The Legislature has heretofore n^lected to pass a law under 
wnidi Railroad corporations may be formed. I tliink it should no 
longer be neglected, and that it should be among the first subjects to 
which your attention shall be directed. 

But while such a law should afford every reasonable facility for the 
construction of railroads, great pains should be taken in guarding it 
against the power of abuse. 

The Port Huron and Lake Michigan Railroad Company was char- 
tered in 1847, with a capital stock of only twcf millions of dollars. It 
is represented by the officers of this company, that eight millions of 
dollars will be required to construct and equip the road in such manner 
as is proposed, and that capitalists, able to build and equip it, are ready 
to do so as soon as the capital stock shall be increased to that amount 
To the proposed increase I can see lio objection; the State would be 
hugely benefitted by the construction of the road, and 'the specific tax 
which the increased capital would bring into the Treasury, would be a 
laige item in its annual receipts. 

The Act of 1853, to authorize the formation of corporations for 
mining and other purposes, limits the capital stock of each corporation * 
to five hundred thousand dollars, and the shares to twenty-five ddUara 
each. It is represented that this restriction has prevented the invest- 
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ment of a large amount of .capital in the Upper Peninsula. The busi- 
ness of mining copper is very expensive, and a large capital is frequent- 
ly requisite to carry it on profitably. The business of mining, unlike 
that of banking, is calci^lated to develop the reK>urcc6 of the country, 
imd add to i<;B wealth — and I can see no objection to allowing as much 
capital to be used by any company in the business, as may reasonably 
be desired. Every facility should be afforded for the developn[ient of 
the rich resources of the Upper Peninsula. I therefore recommend 
that the law referred to be amendefd, so that the ciq>ital stcfck of any 
such corporation may be increased to two millions of dollars, and the 
shares to one hundred dollars each. 

The policy of enacting a law for Banking purposes at this time, I 
very much doubt That a General Banking Law may be enacted under 
the restrictions of our C<Histitution, that would be as safe as the bank- 
ing sptem of any of our sister States, I have no doubt That money 
may be made and saved to numy of the people of our State, by an in- 
vestment of capital for banking purposes therein, is equally dear; but 
how much many of our people may lose by such investment, in the 
sequel, the teachings of the past, as well as of the present period, ren- 
der much lees certain. The passage of such a law is less objectionable 
however, by reason of the constitutional provision, that before it shall 
take effect, it must be submitted to a vote of the electors of the State, 
at a general election, and be approved by a majority of them. Before 
such a^ election would take place, time would be given to discuss the 
provisions of the act, and the propriety of ^making it efiectuaL 

I believe it would be wise policy to prohibit by law, the circulation 
within the State, of bank bills or notes of a less denomination than five 
dollars. There is now, and will continue to be at periods, while bank- 
ing shall be tolerated, a vast amount of bank bills in circulation, as 
money, within the State and throughout the country, either ' worthless 
or of doubtful value. It is impossible for our people to deal in this 
trash without sufibring certain loss. This loss, which is great every 
year, falls in a degree more heavily upon the laboring classes, who can- 
not be expected to take and read bank detectors, or keep watdi of the 
improvident or fraudulent conduct of many of these banks and their 
hirelings. This bank paper takes the place of specie and small change, 
and drives both from the country, or beyond the reach of our producing 
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classes. Should all the States of the Union adopt the measure propo- 
sed, the evil here complained of, as well as over bank issuer expansions 
and contractions in the money market, would to a great extent be 
checked, and the raging and dangerous spirit of speculaticm so common 
to the people of our country, be much guarded against, 

I believe the adoption of this measure by our own State would be 
very beneficial. In its adoption other States have preceded us, and 
others would probably follow. 

Some of the old Ban}^ chartered m^ny jeags ago, which 'commen- 
ced, but are not now doing business, and have failed, it is claimed have 
legal banking powers. 

The Legislature has heretofore attempted to repeal these charters, but 
in a careless, and in some cases it is claimed, inefiectual manner. The 
Erie & Kalamazoo Kailroad Bank, (the charter of which the Legislature 
attempted to repeal,) since the last session of the Legislature, claimed to 
have legal existence, commenced doing business, issued a huge amount, 
and finally failed. It is believed, the bill-holder has no security. Soon 
after this bank attempted a resuscitation, I requested the Attorney Gene- 
ral to examine the question of its legal existence, and if in his opinion 
it had not legal banking powers, then to take such steps as would be 
neoeflsary to inunediately stop its doing business. The Attorney Gene- 
ral expressed his opinion that the Legislature had failed to effect a legal 
repeal of its charter. I recommend a careful examination of all these 
old bank charters, and that where they ha^e not been, they be now ef- 
fectually repealed. / ' 

Since the last session of the Legislature, a complete list of the Swamp 
Lands, has been transmitted to me by the Secretary of the Interior, and I 
have requested a Patent to be issued therefor, in pursuance of the Act 
of Congress granting these lands to the State, — ^Patents for a large 
portion of* them have been already issued, and teceived, and others will 
' soon be issued for the remainder. 

Lists, and plats, of all these lands are deposited in tl^e State Land Of- 
fice. This grant contains 5,879.811 21-lOOths acres, and amounts to a 
much larger number than all other grants heretofore Qiade to the State, 
for whatever purpose, and is estimated to be worth from two to four, 
minions of dollars. By the terms of the grant, these lasids are made 
subject to the disposal of the Legidature of the State, under the follow ' 
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iBg proviso: *^hat the prooeedB of said iands, whetiier from sale or 
direct appropriation in kind, shall be applied exdnsively, as fo as nec- 
essary, to the purpose of reclaiming said lands by means of levees and 
drains." A considerable portion of the lands are comparatively dry, 
and clearing off tihe timber from thepi in the ordinary way of clearing 
timbered lands will suiGBciently reclaim them ; — some of the lands of 
this character* are as valuable as the Government lands in their vicinity, 
but doubtless the greater portion of the lands granted are reaOy <Sret 
and unfit for cultivation," and require drainii^ to reclaim them. The 
Legislature in 1851, enacted a law providing for the sale of the Swamps 
lands, and that '^all numey received froAi the sale of said lapds shall be 
and remain a fnnd for .&e purpose of reclaiming said lands in confor- 
mity to the provifiicms of tlie grant" 142,938 9-lOOtiis acres, have 
been sold by the Oommissioner of the State Land Offioe for the aggre* 
gate sum of tl 13,212.49, and Patents for a portion of the lands so sold 
have been issued. It is doubtless the duty of the Legislature to appro* 
priaite the proceeds of these kndi as &r as neceeaaiy <x> the purpose' of 
reclaiming them; but to undertake a ganeral system in deteil of drafah 
ing the lands, I am very fearful, woidd result m «qii«iideriiig«, kige 
p<»rtion of thas great fimd. The time required to determine how far U 
would be necessary to drain tatoh tmet would be years, and the expenser' 
enormous. Almost every county and to^ where any of these lands 
are situated,, would be jealous that it would not obtain its portion of the 
fund. In many instances^ small traete of from 160 down to 40 acres 
are situated miles from others of the grant, and it would require per* 
hape ten. times their value to drain them. A general system of drain- 
age in detail, would require a large number of commissionen, or persons 
in differ^t portions of the Stote, to have cKarge of the wc^k, and I 
thmk it cannot be denied, that in many instanoes, were the Legislature 
to take every reasonaUe precaution in enacting »xoh a system, the po* 
ceeds of the lands would be used as a corruption fund to advance per- 
sonal pecuniary or political interests. 

It is doubtless within the province of the Legislature to determine 

how fdr it is necesiartf to drain these lands, or what amount sbtfl be 

set apart for that purpose. I therefore recommend an amendment of 

the present law, so as to provide that these. Istnds shall be sold subject 

te drainege by the pii|«haser^ if it shall be deemed by tlie Legi^tuie 
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that this would be a sufficient eompliaBCe with the conditionsof the grants 
If the price of the lands shall not be fixed too high, there ''can be na 
doubt that many and large tracts, would be purchased and drained witli- 
in a short tune. If it should be deemed that this would not be a "suf- 
fident compliance with the conditions of the grants I then think li 
would be policy for the Legisbture to exercise its prerogative, and de- 
termiiie what amount will be "necetsaiy" to comply with the condt- 
tioBB of the grants — set it apart for that purpose, and appropriate 
the balance, either to the purpose of extinguishing the State indebted- 
n«as, or to the educational fund, or a portion to eacL Then a sepa- 
rate act may at this sessicm, or hereafter, be passed, to provide toi the 
sopenditure of the amount set apart for drainage. If this course shall 
be thought best^ I think a lai^ sum would not be necessary to be set 
apart for this purpose, fcnr then, doubtless, most of the lands would be 
pmehased with a view to their reclamation by the purchaser at his own 
expense. 

It has be^n thoii^ht that the minimum price,'fixed under the existing 
Imp^ at sey^fin^fiye cents per acre, was too low; but smee the passage 
of theOraduatioB Act by Oongress, it is tliought the price is quite 
high enough. It is probably true, that a few of these lands may be- 
aeiected that would be worth mor^ than that price, but by far the great- 
er portion will not be worth half that price, taken subject to drainage, 
daring the present generation. To fix the price of all these lands so- 
high as to obtain the full value of a comparatively few lots, would pre- 
vent the sale of large tracts of wet marsh and swamp land, which at a 
lower price would be purchased for the purpose of drainage, and I be- 
live would be very impolitic. 

By reason of a disagreement of the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
upon the question of the constitutionality of the *^ Act prohibiting the 
manufacture of intoxicating beverages, and the traffic therein,'' it has 
generally been considered that the Act could not be enforced. The 
question of the propriety, as well as of the power, of the Legislature to 
prohibit the manu&cture and sale of spirituous liquors to be used' as a 
beverage, is one upon which people sincerely disagree. The chief ol>- 
ject of human government, is to protect man in the enjoyment of life, of 
his property, and his natural rights; hence, it is claimed by many thai 
as it is a natural right of man to make and sell spirituous liquor to use 
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ae he pleafiee, it is a usurpaticm on the part of the Legidatare to pio* 
'hil»t the exercise of that right. On the other hand, it is claimed, that 
the use of intoxicating liqnor, as a beverage, is not essential to the 
health and happiness of man, and that its mannfacture, sale *and free . 
use, render property unsafe, produce insanity and madness, occasion- 
murda*, and the destruction of man's natund rights; and thiat, there- 
fore, they should be prohibited, as necessary to ^e accomplishment of' 
the chief end of human goyemmeni 

It can scarcely be denied, that the free use of intoxicadng liquors oo- 
cflsiona more crime^ poverty and misery in the land than anyone thing. 
There is, however, an honest dififerenoe of opinion among our peopkr 
as to the policy of stringent laws to prohibit their numufiictare and 
sale. Under our government, if laws are stricUy enforced, it is by the 
pow» ol public opinion; hence^ a law upon our statute book, which' 
for its stringency the people will not sustain, but rather use every ef- 
f(Ht to Ining into disrepute and oppose, is worse than no law. It is 
genendiy ccmsidered that spirituous liquors are essential tcx medbanical- 
and medicinal purposes. The Oonstitution provides, ^that the Legisla- 
tore shaU not pass any act authorinng the grant of license for the sale 
ol ardent spirits, or other intoxicating liqu<m." It is, there^re^ doubi- 
ed by many, that the L^^islatare can, constitutionally, by an act, pro- 
hilMt their manufacture and sale by some, Bodpnmde for it by others.. 
In view of the Constitution, and the {Hfesent state of things relating to 
this question, I recommend a repeal of the law of l^l^S, and all laws- 
on the subject, and the passage of an act prohibiting entirely the sale 
of sprituous liquors in a less quantity than one or more gallons, and 
that not to be drank in or about the place of sale, and aU to be earned 
away at one time; and also prohibiting the sale or gift as a beverage. 
y> ai^.pei^n of known intemperate habits. 

There can, I think, be no sound objection, to the constitutionality of 
such a laW| and it is believed it can be sustained. 

It would shut up all that class of inns and shops, which draw to- 
gether the liquor-loving, the drunkard, the lawless, and the vagabond, and 
are the most disgraceful, and produce the most crime and misery. 

I respectfully refw yo^ to the elaborate report ci the Board of Troe- 
tees of the Michigan Asylums, for a detailed statement of the sitnatioa 
and operatioiwV>f those InstitotiiniBi and to the leoommendatioai of the 
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Board, ooutamed in their repo^ The Board have adopted plans for th^ 
bttildiiigB, which will be submitted to your body, and have expended 
the amount appropriated in 1863, £>r their erection. The Board hired 
a building at Flint, for the purpose, and organized in January last the 
institution for ihe education of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind, un- 
der the superintendence of Rev. B. M. Fay, as PriiicipaL Nineteen 
deaf mutes and two blind, have received the care of the State, and the 
Board say, the number is likely to incsrease rapidly. One of the wings 
only, of this Asylum building has been commenced, which is dedgned 
for temporary necessity, until the whole shall be completed. The 
amount estimated to complete this wing, is II89OOO, and the Bo«*d ask 
an immediate appropriation of that sunoi to enable them to complete it 
by November next, when the lease of the premises now occupied 
will expire. The estimated cost of the whole building when completed, 
is one hundred thousand doUais. The site for the buildup is findy 
situated, adjoinmgthe pleasant and thriving village of Flint, and emr 
braces about Sd^ acres of landt watered by a beaiitifol and durable 

sti^eam. 

The site of the Ai^^um for the Insane is about one mile from Kaiar 
mazoo, and snfBoieBlly elevated to bring in view theoafrom tiiat beaati- 
ful villi^ and to overlook the surrounding countiy* It aaobncm 
about 167 acres of land, most of which is finely timbeied with the 
original growth of oak, hickory and other varieties; and tJurough the 
tract flows a small but rapid stream of pure water — and the Board ex- 
press the opinion, that ^few Institutions in Hie United States, which 
have been selected for similar purposes, equal this in natural beauty and 
advantage." The estimated cost of this building when completed, is 
two hundred thousand dollars. The Board estimate the number of 
the insane in this State to be not less than fiv<6 hundred, and that the. 
greater part of these are proper subjects of State care. They are of 
the opinion that not more than three hundred can be best accommodated 
at one Institution, and that therefore, were this Asylum now comple- 
ted, it would be inadequate to the wants of the State. The Qoard also 
express the opinion that there are important objections to the comple- 
tion and occupation of one portion of this buflding, while the remab- 
der is in progress; and the reasons which they assign I believe to be ' 
cogent ' They recommend an appropriation of one hundred and sev. 
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«aty-fiv6 tliousand dollars, for coutmuii^ and completiog the Asylum 
for the Insane, and seventy-five thousand dollars for building and other 
necessary expenses of the Institution for the Deaf Mutes and the Blind* 

It is not perhaps expected that these appropnaiions will be made to 
be drawn from the Treasuiy in one year. I recommend that the 
amounts asked by the Board, to continue and complete these Asylums, 
be appropriated, to be drawn at such times as you, in your wisdom may 
dictate, with a view to as early a completion of them as the condition 
of the treasury will warrant The Mich^an Asylums were CBtaUished 
in 1848, when, and at subsequent periods, appropriations of twenty-five 
sections of salt spring* lands, were made for the erection of buildings, 
and support of these Institutions. I believe these lands constituted the 
entire ** Asylum Fund." They are being sold at $4 per acre — 7,378 
36-1 00th acres had been sold on the 30th day of November last, for 
the aggregate sum of $29,563 44. 

Should all these lands be avsulable at $4 per acre, the fund would 
ultimately amount to $64,000. The balance required to construct the 
bnitdings and support the Institutions, must be drawn from the General 
Fund. 

The affiurs of the State Prison, I believe, have been wall oondiieted 
with reference to economy, and the beet interests of the State. The 
prison does not> however, yet sustain itself. The Bond of Inspeetaii 
m their Report of 1858 say, ^ this cannot happen in the exuviae of the 
most rigid economy until the existing contracts for the labor of the con- 
victs expire ; nor even then, unless there shall be nxore competition for 
convict labor than there has been heretofore. At the last letting of the 
contracts, great efforts were made to raise the price of labor, but to little 
purpose." 

The average daily earnings of the convicts employed on contracts, have 
been but 32^ cents a day. Since these contracts were let, labor has much 
advanced in price and value, while, on the other hand, the price of almost 
alltinds of supplies for the prison has greatly increased. At fifty cents 
a day, which it is thought may be obtained when the contracts shall 
again be let, the convict labor will quite pay the expenses of the prison.

The daily average number of convicts was 219; of thk number 199 
were employed on ocmtracto: 34 by tlie State, in building and npaiti, 
and about the Prison; 6 were confined in solitary cells, and 7 were un- 
employed by reason of sickness and infirmity. 

Included in the expenditures for this year, is the sum of $571 24 
for provisions on hand Nov. 80th. 

The building, (for which the sum of $5,OQ0 was appropriated in 
1853,) for the imprisonment of convicts sentenced to solitary confine- 
ment for. life, was not commenced until September hist, for the reason 
that the Board of Inspectors deemed that sum entirely insufiScientto 
accomplish the purpose, unless a much greater number of eonvicfs 
should be employed on the work than could be. obtained at any time . 
during the last two years. A plan of the building has. been prepared, 
and the appropriation is now being expended for materials, preparatory 
to commencing its erection the ensuing spring, when it is thought by 
the Board, that a sufficient number of convicts may be reserved for the 
work, to cany it forward to an early completion. 

Crime in the State seems to keep pace with its rapid increase of pop- 
ulation. On the^SOth day of Nov., 1850, there were only 131 convicts 
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in Uie State Prison; on the 30th day of November, 1864, the number 
was 246, having nearly doubled in four years. The Board of Inspect- 
ors report that there are only 246 cells in the Prison, and that should 
the number increase as anticipated, it will be necessary to lodge many 
convicts in the hall occupied by the guards at night This would be 
unsafe and dangerous ; and necessity, therefore, requires the immediate 
construction of more celli. 

Doubts have arisen as to the authority of the Board of Inr 
spectors, to draw money from the Treasury on their certificate, for the 
purpose of building. An appreciation for this purpose, of about 
14,000 will therefore be necessary, 

I respectfully refer you to the Reports of the Board of InspectoT& 
and Agent of the Prison, for the years 1853 and '54, for a detailed 
statementof the Prison affiiirs. 

I believe it to be the duty of the Legislature to estabhsh a House of 
Correction for juvenile offenders. There are many children of tender 
9ge^ when they are easily tempted ^d.:eaanat estioiate the enormity"<>t 
eiiipe, who. are induced to commit offences, which seed them to the 
Qounty Jaols or State Prison, aau>ng hardened offisndiera^ wlp^re they; 
are likely to learn more iniquity than good. Many of these, if oont 
fined in a proper place — trained to habits of industry, and . pr<^rly 
taught the error of their way and their duties, while yet yoimg, would 
come out prepared to shun temptation, and to make good and use£u$ 
' citizens. It is enjoined upon the parent, that he train up his children 
in the way they should go. If the State assumes to take the chaarge- 
of children away from their parents, or to take charge of orphan chil- 
dr^a it should not treat them as mm of understanding^ and hardened 
in iniquity, but as a parent train them up in the way they should gOf 
in the. hope and trust that when they become old, many of them wil][ 
not depart from it. 

The Constitution requires the Executive to communicate to the Leg- 
islature at each session, information of each pardon granted, and the 
reasons therefor. It is, I think, a wise provision, calculated to place a 
proper check upon the E3j:ecutive on the one hand, and on the other to 
protect him from misrepresentation and unjust censure. Accompany- 
ing this message is a communication in pursuance of that Constitution- 
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sH provkicm. The number of applications for pardon since the dutieB 
of Execiitiye devolved upon me, has been seventy^-five. Three were 
granted by my predecessor before his resignation, the reasons for which 
aiflo accompany tjiis message. 

The dnty of deciding upon applications for pardon is perhaps the most 
delicate and trying of any which is imposed upon the Executive. I 
have observed a wide difference among people as to the principle which 
should govern the Executive in deciding these applications. Some 
would extend the hand of mercy and forgiveness where there was only 
& probability of reformation ; and characterize, a different principle with 
austerity and cruelty. Others, differently constituted, make little or no 
allowance f(»rthe frailty of human nature, atnd would exact stem justice, 
tmtempered with mercy; and reptoach a lees rigid principle of actioti 
with imbecility. 

Discardhig the notion, that jnstice blended with meTcy was artelty, 
or that austerity was firmness and wisdom, it has been my aim to ex- 
amine each application with care, and due reference to the great objeete 
of punishment These objects I have deemed to be, 1st The reforma- 
tion of the convict 2d. That he may b^ placed, when imprisoned, be- 
yond the power of doing harm until reformed; and 8d. That othera 
may be deterred by the example of punishment, from becoming ita sub- 
ject, tf it were certain in any case that the '1st object was accomplish- 
ed, it is then clear, that the second would be ; and indeed, were thfe 
certainly known to all^ the example of punishment would scarcely be 
necessary. It would be inconsistent and impossible for the Executive 
to make a personal examination of all the facts of each case; he must 
to a considerable extent depend upon the representations and recom- 
mendations of others wlio are more or less acquainted with the charac- 
ter of the convict, the peculiar circumstances of the offbitee, the degree 
of guilt which attaches to it, with the trial, or with his conduct alter 
trial. It is doubUess^as much the duty of the executive to grant a 
pardon when, from careful investigation, he is satisfied that the ends of 
justice have been ftilly met, as to refuse it when he is not By an ex- 
amination of the reasons for granting these pardone. it is confid^itly 
believed, that the official or personal character of the persons, generally, 
who have recommended them, will be a sufficient guaranty that their 
representations and recommendations have not been made in a thought- 
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leas or careleaa manner, bat (Juii they weie entitled to oonsidexation. 
Of the thirty-fiye pardons granted by me» it will be seen that eleven 
have been recommended by both the Judge who tried and sentenoed 
the convict, and th^ Prosecuting Attorney who conducted the trial; tl^at 
seventeen have been recommended by either the Judge or Prosecuting 
Attorney; three others by most or all of the Jurors who tried the con- 
victs, and that the term of sentence of two had nearly expired; leaving 
but two not included in one or the other of the above classes. In all 
cases I have had evidence from the officers of the prison of the unifonn 
good conduct of the convict while in prison. 

' An enumeration of the inhabitants of the State has been taken {(x 
the year 1854, in pursuance of the act of 1859, providing for taking 
.the Census. By the returns received, the population of the Stale 
amounts to 509,374. 

It will be your duty, under the Constitution, to * renarrange the 
Senate districts, and apportion ^anew the Representatives am<»g the 
iOoontiM and districts.** 

Under the present Cotastitutiony the pay of members oi the Legisla- 
ture is limit^ to forty days, and the regular sessions to biennial perioda. 
I think it is generally conceded that this time is insufficient to enable 
the Legislature to carefully consider and perform the legislation reqpiired 
in this rapidly growing State. The time required to set in motion the 
machinery c^ a legislative body, composed of two houses, and of mem- 
bers who are strangers to each other, will necessarily consume a consid- 
'tttable portion of forty days. Under the old Constitution, the regular 
sessions were annual and unlimited, and usually continued about ninety 
^ys — thus employing about four and one-half times the period for 
which members are allowed pay under the present Constitution. That 
« reforina^on of the former Constitution was requisite in this respect, 
is doubtless true — ^but the reformation went too far. It is true, that the 
Oovemor may convene the Legislature on extraordinary occasions; but 
if the occasion is rendered extraordinary by reason that the Constitu- 
tion does not allow sufficient time at the regular sessions to perfocm the 
requisite legislation, then it is dear that it is the duty of the people to 
amend the Constitution, and not throw the responsibility upon the Ex- 
ecutive of supplying its defects. I recommend that the proper steps 
be taken to amend the Constitution in this respect^ so as to provide for 
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annual sessioofl of forty dajs, or bienuial seaBions of eighty days wstu 
The policy of limiting the seesions is withoat doubt correct 

My predecessor in his last annual message, caUed the attention of the 
Legislature to the doubtful utility of the article of the Constitution spe- 
cifying the salaries of the Judges and State officers; and I concur with 
him in the opinion, that the salary to which these officers should be en- 
titled, ought to be lefb to the wisdom of the Legislature. When the 
Constitution was adopted, fixing these salaries, the State Treasuiy was 
empty, the State, and the People of the State, were laboring undftr se- 
vere pecuniary embanassments; prices were every where depressed, 
and living was cheap. Since then, the times have materially changed; 
almost eveiy thing required for man's support has nearly doubled in 
price, and the State Treasury has been largely replenished. These sal- 
aries are not as high as the clerks of many mercantile establishments 
are able to command, in our own State, and it is believed they ave too low. 
The people cannot be unwilling to reward their public servants aooocd- 
ing to their position and services. The duties of most of these officers 
are very arduous, and of great responsibility. 

The salary of the Agent of the State Prison is fixed by l^w at $700, 
and it is so small that it is very difficult to obtain the services of a suit- 
able man for that post ' 

I therefore respectfully call your attention to the subject of these 
salaries. 

' The fire proof State Offices, for the erection of which, the sum of ten 
thousand dollars was appropriated in 1853, have been built, and. are 
now occupied by the State officers, except the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, for whom there is no room. The plan of the building pro- 
cured by the Commissioner in pursuance of the act did not indiide a 
room lor that officer, nor the State Library ; the impropriation was ameh 
too snti^. 

The entire cost of the building, which was intended by the Commis- 
sioner to be brought within the appropriation when the plan was pro- 
cured, was $15,662 00. It is thought the work was well, substantiaBy 
and economically done. The State Lil»ary is in the Capitol building, 
and is &x from being safe there. 

I respeetfolly call your attrition to the report of the Ad|Htaiit and 
(Qvartermaster General for the condition of the MOitia, and to,the,i:ec-

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ommendatioDs contained in his report The o£Bc6r having diaige <tf 
this department, it is believed, is entitled to much credit for the promp- 
titude, zeal and ability manifested by him in the dischaige of his ofS- 
cial duties. 

By the Constitution, the Legislature iB required within five years from 
its adoption, to "provide for, and establish a system of Primary Schools, 
whereby a school shall be kept without charge for tuition, at least three 
months in each year, in every school district in the State." This has 
not been done, and before the next Legislature will meet, more than 
five years will have elapsed from the adoption of that instrument; it 
will therefore become your duty to see that this requirement of the 
Constitution is complied with.

The increase of the Educational Funds have been encouragingly 
nyid. 

The whole number of children in the State between the ages of 4 
and 18 years, is . 175^151 

The whole number that have attended a Primftiy school, duiii^ tke 
ktt year,i8 ". 180,000 

No reports from the counties of Washtenaw and Bhiawaflsee ha¥« 
been received for the year 1854, and the estimate of the number of 
children in those counties between the ages of 4 and 18yean^ and that 
have attended school, is made frcmi the report of the previous year. 
\' These figures show that over (yM third of the entire population of 
the State are entitled to attend the Primary Schoolfl> and draw their 
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l»oportion from the fund for their support; and that over one fourth of 
the entire population have actually attended these schools during the 
last year. The Primary Schools are where the great mass of our Peo- 
ple must obtain their education, and every means should be used to fosr 
ter and elevate them. 

The State Normal School is in a flourishino: condition. Xhis school 
was designed for the education of Primary School Teachers. The char- 
acter and value of the Primary School depend much upon the qualifi- , 
cation of the Teacher. If the Normal School is not, it should be suf- 
ficiently endowed to educate these Teachers and thoroughly prepare 
them to do the work of teaching in a skDlful manner. With suitably 
qualified Teaehers, our Primary Schools by the union of districts and 
the formation of Union Schools, in moat of the villages and populous 
towns in the State, may, if desired, be made preparatory to the Umver- 
rity, or take the place of incorporated Academies and Select Schools, 
and thus raise a high standard of education within the reach of all our 
People. 

The University is represented to be prosperous. From the report of 
the President of this institution, it appears, that in the Department of 
Medicine the number of students in the catalogue of 1863-4 is 151, of 
whom 41 were graduated Doctors of Medicine. In the Department of 
Science, Literature and the Arts, the whole number of students in the 
same catalogue is 98. After the Catalogue was issued, twelve nooie 
were admitted, making the whole number during the year 1 05. 

Of these, SO were graduated. Since the first of October there have 
been admitted in the medical department one hundred students, about 
the same as the number admitted last year. ^ 

i In'the department of Science, Literature and the Arts, the numb» thoa 
hx admitted is 82, and the number in actual attendence 155. In the 
department oi Medicine, the whole number of profesaors on duty k 
eight, and in the department of science, literature and the arts, t^ 
number on duty is ten. Two of these, also^ belong to the medical 
faculty. 

Our Primary Schools must ever be the foundation of our system of 
education, but the University^ essential to complete that system. Al- 
though all our people may not be alile or desire to avail themsefves of 
the privilegea and benefits of a University education, they are equally 
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open to al], and none should feel a jealousy that others aie acquiring 
more learning than thej, hut all should entertain a hecoming feeling of 
pride that our State can afford the means of acquiring the highest form 
of education. If wisdom is strength, and knowledge is power, we 
should he admonished that every State or Government, to be strong^ 
must have men of science and profound learning. 

The subjects of the establishment of a Female College, and a State 
Agricultural School, to be endowed by the State, have attracted the at- 
tention of a considerable portion of our. people; and I believe them io 
be subjects worthy of consideration. 

I respectfully refer you to the reports of the Auditor General, for 
the years 1863 and 1854, for a detailed statement of the State finan- 
ces; and to the reports, for the same years, of the Comiasioner of the 
State Land Office, for a detailed statement of the sales of the different 
claasses of lands subject to sale at that office. 

The commissioners appointed under the "Act to provide for the con- 
struction of a Ship Canal around the Falls of St. Mary," proceeded in 
due time to receive proposals for the construction of the canal, and to 
let the contract A majority of the commissioners deeming it neoeasa- 
ry to secure the completion of the canal according to the provisions of 
the law, exercised the discretionary power given to them, in the Act 
supplei&ientary to the Act above named. The contractors are therefore, 
to receive for the construction of the canal, the entire apprdpriation of 
lands by Congress, and a remission of taxes for the period of five years, 
on such portion thereof as they shall not previously sell. The Ad pro- 
vTdes that this amount may be reimbursed to the State, from tolls on 
the canal. Some provision is desirable for this purpose, unless Coji- 
gress shall be willing to make a further appropriation to cover that 
junount ; and some provision will be necessary for the collection of tolls, 
to keep the canal in repaii*, and to pay the expense of lock^enders. 
^e contractors spared no pains or expense, to complete the canal be- 
fore the dose of navigation, but owing to the early setting in of cold 
weather, were unable to accomplish it The canal is nearly completed, 
and will probably be finished by the time spedfied in the contract, or 
by the opening of navigation. • 

The cost of the canal will be nearly double the original estimate; 
and the work is pronounced by good judges, to be one of the best o 
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the kind in the world. The contracton are dntitled to much credit for 
the manner in wliick they have constructed, and desired to constmot 
the work, and the great energy with which they have prosecuted it 
The Constitutiixi provides that the Executive ''shall take care that 
the kws shall be fiuthfully eaeented ;" and the opini<m is obtained by 
many that he is, theiefore, responsible for the official acts of the other 
officers of the Executive Department Under the former Constitoti0n, 
when these officers were af^inted by the Qovemor, they were^ to a 
considerable extent) accountable to him; but, under the present C<xa* 
stittttion, they are isleotdd by the peofde, their duties pointed out by the 
law, and they are as independent of the Executive as he is of them; 
if they are remiss^ or otherwise culpable in tbei p^prmanoe. <rf 
their duty, he has no power of enforcing it 

The duties devolving upon, the Legislature, at this- time, are, perhaps, 
onuBually important The present general laws, I beUeve, require veiy 
little amendment, and the time for deliberation being so diort^ none 
should be made, or attempted, untess really necessary. Harmony m 
your councils, and avoiding every attempt at unnecessary legislative^ ac- 
tion, will alone enable ycaa, to perform the imp<»rtant legisktion of real 
interest to the people. 

Scarcely any of our sister States possese more of the elements of 
wealth, or can afford greater inducements and encouragemeot to the 
people, than our own. All kinds of gmin, vegetables, and fmit this^ 
grow anywhere in thislatitude, are produced here in abundance. Beautifiil 
streams, watering the country, and affording hydraulic privileges, floiw 
through every section. The State is finely timbered, with almost eve- 
ry variety necessary for the use of man, and its vast tracts of pine are 
great resources of wealth. 

Our mines of copper, and mountains of iron, already being develop- 
ed in the Upper Peninsula, are scarcely equalled in richness by any on 
the globe; and recent discoveries in the Lower Peninsula, indicate an 
abundance of coaL 

Our facilities for internal communication, by means of navigable riv- 
ers^ important railroads completed and doing a lucrative business, with 
the prospect of the early completion of others now rapidly progressing, 
or in preparation of commencement, are likely soon to equal those of 
much older States. Surrounded on the east, north and west by the 
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waters of the great Lakes, our fiicilitiefi for oommeroe are unsorpaasedy 
and our fisheries are extensive and of immense value. 

The means of obtaining a Primary School education are soon to be 
famished by the State to all its children, fi^ee of charge. Our Uni- 
versity, State Normal School, and other institutions of Itoning, aflford 
an opportunity, to all who may desire it, to obtain a liberal education, 
with comparatively trifling expense. 

Michigan is rapidly increasing in population, and developing its rich 
resources; and it is a gratification to me that its progress in the way of 
wealth and prosperity has never been more rapid than during the last 
two years. With a proper degree of prudence in the management of 
our tttun, our course must continue rapidly onward. 

Our strength and means of prosperity and happiness are not, howev- 
er, it should be borne in mind, altogether within ourselves as a State. 
The bond of union whidi holds us together with our sister States, con- 
stilating the whole one great nation of wealth and power, able to mam- 
tain our national rights, liberty and independence, is as essential to our 
praiperity and happiness^ as a wise regard for our State interests. 

For the political and religious blessings which we enjoy as aState^ and 

a natMXi; for the bountiful yield of the earth and sea; for prosperity 

aad hiqppineaB, we are indebted to the Almighty Ruler of the Universe: 

in aoirendering the duties of Executive of Michigan, which, under 

our beautiful system of government^ are now to pass to other handsi I 

invoke His blessing and guidance upon my successor, upon you, and 

upon the State.

ANNUAL REPORT of the State Treasurer. 

State Trsasubsr's Offiob, ) 
• ' Lansing^ Dec. 30f 1854.^) 

To the LegulcUwrt of the State of Michigan: 

The undersigDed has the honor to submit the following^ his Annual 
Report for the isoal year, ending Nov. 80, 1854, containing statementB 
ihowing the ooodition of the several Funds. 

The balsnoe in the Treasury on that date, was Five Hundzed annd 
Fifty-three Thousand Four Dollars and £ight Cents. During the 
fiscal year just dosed, all demands on the Treasury have been prompt- 
ly met, and a laige surplus has accumulated with the public depoeito- 
ni», for which the State has this year received interest'at the rate ^ 
S per cent per annum. « 

I submit ako, herewith, the Annual Statements of the condition 
of the several Qanhs in this State^ at the time of my Annual Bxaminar 
tion in December. 

In regard to the Oovemment Stock Bank, at Ann Arbor, I have to 
report that, something like a year since, . the Bank demanded of me 
a further issue of countersigned notes, on the securities then <»i depo- 
sit in this office, which consisted of U. S. Stocks, and upon which J! 
had issued notes at par, or 100 cents on the dollar. The Bank daimed 
a right t^sAt^s to the amount of the market value of the securities 
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wMch sttbat time was 109, which I refused, bttt stte rw af da , <m their 
filing in my office the opinion of the Attorney General, thai thej were 
entitled by law to them, I issued the amount demanded. 

On the first day of December last, the Government Stock Bank of 
Ann Arbor, having refused payment, on demand, at its office, of 139,' 
900 of its notes, the holder thereof on the 2d day of December, made 
and filed in this office, his affidavit of the fact, pursuant to the 7th sec- 
tion of the Chartidr of (iiat institution; by tba( oeetioni the Siate 
Treasurer is, in such case, required to ^ give public notice that the 
notes of said Bank will be redeemed at his office;'^ and he is authorized' 
and required thereby, ^ to sell at public auction or prirate sale, within 
twenty days, so much, of any stock deposited with him, as %^\YL be ne- 
cessary to redeem any notes of said Bank, and apply the proceeds of 
said Stock in the redemption of s^ch notesP 

Tto Hodfitsigtied; deeming that this; seciiei> aidbocigiMllaiKl r^uired 
the Treasurer to proceed at once in such case, to the redemption of 
''such' notes** as irngbd: be specified in the affidavit, and not doubting 
that the Stocks deposited in the Treasury, for the redemption of all the 
notes of the Bank, weM^ at the rates at which thef wiS^Md on deposit 
ftdly sufficient to redeem all its issues at par, or widranah amaU dia- 
ocont onljv as the piesent depreciation in the vtBmk oft said Stodk 
might cause, proceeded to make an arrangement withi the^lMblaf of tl» 
neles referrad to, by which, in redemption thereof; he de tnww m d to the 
Mder, so mudi of the Stocks depooted, as at the rate^ of 160^ woiiM 
:MOf red«em( the- bills specified in the affidavit. 

Thb unders^ed, on the 7th day of December, piooeedeii to adrei^ 
tfee tiie remaining stodcs of said Bank, amouatiiig ti»#JfT,50Ofor mIs^ 
as required by the 7th section of the Charter of the Oompanj^ and nd^ 
Add' all holders of notes of the Bank, that its notes womid'hie redeemed 
ilii\iSk office, out of the proceeds, pursuant to the 7th and 19th sections 
of its Charter. These Stocks were sold at private sale to the Pemnstdir 
B«iik of Detroit, and readuse 106 on the d<^ar, and ttt^ proceeds 
Ht^ retained in the Treasury, for the purposes costempfated by law. 

At the earliest' time practicable, the undersigned,^ ift concert wiHi 
fife Secretary of State^ acting under the 121lh section of its GIi»- 
tttv declared the Bank insolrent^ and appointed Ad(fbe>a MaaMl, Hm^ 
of Detroit, Beceiver, ^ of aO itv asaeti^ iriio gnve ip^rdvei^bcmd,' m 
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Tlie uodofNgaed begs leave to state, ih»t afc the (imo oCTedaemi^g 
thonoft^of the Bnak^ by the exohangA of etook, m; above flUktad^^be 
mMi in.faUbelief, tbat tba bolder tbareof by tbe tnie intent aadtineitt- 
mg-jot the 7tb aeotion of the Ohaitec, waa ealiitled to tclqeiv^^ the alodp 
Mitbesateat wbMi tbajbad been roaeived by tbe TraaaureE; and 
(teflBfim^ tbat an ammgament bj vribiob so mucb of tbe atockaeouiiljaii 
of tbe Bank as were neoeiMr|r for that purpoae, ab^ihl be reo^ivfed Jtif 
bim at tbe full value for wbicb tbej wera deposited, (whick w«9 1P9|) 
woiild not colfr; diachaiigA his legal claim against the Bank, as fixed by 
bii^4b«it( nonid'ba advantageous to the rest of the bill holders, inasmuch 
as the stock was then selling at about 102 or 103. 

Since the proceedings above related, tbe undersigned has been in- 
formed and advised, that in the opinion of highly respectable counsel, 
who have been consulted in the matter, the 7th and 12th sections of 
the Charter of tbe Bank do not admit of the construction given them 
by tbe undersigned, giving preference to the holder first presenting biHi 
of the Bank for redemption at the State Treasury ; but that such holder 
must oome in and receive sudi dividend or proportion only as shaO arias 
upon the full and final liquidation of the aflUrs of the Bank by the 
Bsoeiver. The undersigned begs leave to state that in the proceeding 
above mentioned, he acted according to his best knowledge and belief 
of the true intent and meaning of the law, in perfect good faith, and 
supposing tbat be was merely discharging the duties incumbent upon 
Um by the Charter of the Bank, in such way as would best sub- 
serve tbe interests of iJl tbe creditors of the Institution. 

He regrets to be compelled in candor to say, that rumors are cur- 
fent and generally credited, that tbe Bank referred to, has made soma 
considerable over-issue of bills, beyond the amount of stock deposited 
in the Treaaury. The undersigned is at present unable to say whether 
ttie rumors are founded on fact; but he feels it his duty to himself to 
Mj here, tbat if such shall be fouqd to be the case, it has been efieot- 
•d by fi«ud on tbe part of some person or persons, not connidcted with 
tibia office, unknown and unsuspected by him; and tbat in all his action 
as the issue and registry ef bills, and in the redemption thereof as abovs 
itatsdt tfasnndenignedjaoonacionaof noenoiBotber than sochas may 
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iMTe arisen firom a zskniiMknlanding of the law; and diat;, if any tmk 
OTer-isBae has been made, it has been done without his knowledge an 
assent, through imposition practiced upon him or his Deputy, by the 
agents of the Bank. He therefore begs leave to assure the Legisli^ufe^ 
that it is his earnest desire ^ihat a full inveftigation of all the facts and 
eircumstanoee, be ordered by your honorable body, as early in the sesaion 
as practicable, in the fullest confidence that however unfortunate his 
action may be found to have been, it will clearly appear to have bsea 
had in perfect good faith towards all concerned. 
All of whidi is respectfully submitted.

Only $50,000 of the part paid $2,000,000 Loan Bonds have been 
surrendered during the past fiscal year. Adjusted Bonds to the amount ct 
$11,319 76, were issued therefor, and immediately taken up. So 
small an amount having been Hsurrendered, notwithstanding the consti- 
tutional prohibition* against paying any more than fixed by the law of 
1848, shows clearly an unwillingness on the part of the holders of this 
class of Bonds to surrender them. I therefore renew the recommend- 
ation made in my last Eeport, '^to so modify the proposition in the law 
of 1848 as to stop interest on all part paid Bonds, not surrendered for 
adjustment within a given time." 

THE TAX LAW.

There should, also, be]J some further legislation in favor of the Upper 
Peninsula. ]|[!;That region isjso i^emote fix>m the seat of govemmenf^that 
it is quite difficult to furnish the necessary blanks from this office in 
time for the assessment The territory of the counties is so extensive, 
and the population so sparse, that it is impossible, in many instances^ 
to make the proper returns of assessment, isc^ within the time required 
by law. 
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The tables in the appendix will show the accounts with the counties 
—the specific^taxee received — ^the sales of lands for delinquent taxes— 
the sales of State tax lands, and the ledger balances. 

For further remarks," suggestions and recommendations, I beg leave 
to refer you to my last Report to the Governor, a copy of which is here- 
with transmitted.

To the Legislature of the State of Michigan: 

The undersigned respectfully submits to the Legislature! the follow- 
ing report: 

The following is a synopsis of the principal cases and proceedings' 
that have received the attention of this office during the past year: 

The case of the people against Charles S. May, which was set down 
for re-argument, was heard and determined at the last January term of 
the Supreme Court. The respondent had received a majority of the 
votes of the county of Calhoun, at the annual election of eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-two, for the office of Prosecuting Attorney, but was not 
at the time of such election an attorney at law. An Information waff 
filed at the relation of D. Darwin Hughes, to enquire by what warrant 
he assumed to exercise that office. The Court held upon the re-argo- 
ment of the case, that the respondent, not being an attorney at law, was' 
ineligible to the office of Prosecuting Attorney, and judgment of ouster 
was accordingly rendered against him. 

In the case of the People against the Auditor General, an applica- 
tion was made at the January term of the Supreme Court for a Man^ 

1 
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damus to compel him to make conveyance of certain lands^ purchased 
by ihe relator, Sidney Sweet, at a sale of delinquent tax lands. The 
application was denied upon the return of the Auditor, showing infor- 
malities in the sale. 

The case of Henry Hock, who was convicted upon an indictment for 
peijury, in Hillsdale county, which was brought before the Supreme 
Court by writ of error, was argued and submitted at the Januaiy 
term. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court of Kent county, in the case of 
ihe People against Charles J. Bumham, upon writ of error, sued out 
by the defendant, was affirmed by the Supreme Court 

Numerous cases originating before Justices of the Peace, or the Cir- 
cuit Courts, involving questions of the constitutionality of the act of 
eighteen hundred and fifly-three, prohibiting the manufacture of intox- 
icating beverages, and the traffic therein, were argued before the Su- 
preme Courts at the January term. The history of these cases is well 
known. The Court being equally divided in opinion upon the import- 
ant points presented, no judgments were rendered. 

In the case of the people against Esbon G. Fuller, upon Information 
to enquire by what warrant he exercised the office of Circuit Court 
Conmiissioner, the respondent was adjudged guilty of usurpation of 
that office, and judgment of ouster was accordingly pronounced against 
him. 

In the month of March last, upon the complaint, and at the relation 
of John P. Clark, I ffied an Information in the Circuit Court of Wayne 
county, against J<ohn Ives, George I^es and others, to remove an aUeg- 
•ed obstruction from the highway, below Detroit, occasioned by the con- 
struction and use of a swing bridge, over a narrow channel, leading to 
a dry dock, belonging to those individuals — ^the case is still pending. 

In the month of July last, I ffied an Information^ on behalf of the 
people of the State, in the Wayne Circuit, against the Commissioner 
of the State Land Office, to restrain that officer from proceeding in the 
sales of swamp lands, which were to commence on the 18th of that 
month. The principal ground upon which an injunction was prayed 
for and obtained, was, that the action of the Commissioner was prema- 
tuxe; that the title of the lands had not vested in the State, as contem- 
plated by the act of the Legislature authorizing a sale. This view of 
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the power and duty of the Commisftioner was fully suataiiied by the 
Gour<^ on the argument of the motion for the dissolution of thelnjniic- 
tion; and it was aooordingly ordered that the Injunction should stand 
until the final hearing of the case. The reasons assigned by the Court 
were of so conclusive a character, as to induce the Commissioner to 
withdraw at once, any further opposition to the proceeding, and to aban- 
don the sales. 

Momoiations in the nature of writs of quo warranto, have been filed 
in the Supreme Court, against the Birer Raisin and (Grand River Rail- 
road Company, the Bank of Tecumseh, the Erie and Ejdamazoo Rail- 
road Bank, and the Bank of Washtenaw. The proceedings have been 
commenced to procure judicial forfeitures of the charters of these cor-

unmreal free educsHon. It was die sftgttd^ andibNithcuglit of saeii

The hiitoiy of early legiBlataon may now, periraps, be oonudered a 
matter of no practical importance. Bat to know tibe difflculties wHiish 
mJtmrtasnA k,kio increase oar appreciation of the tahie of the Meas^ 
inga we derive fh>m the grants and make na estimate more highly oar 
edacalional privileges. Much of this hiatoiy has been developed in 
tenier Beporta from this Department Beferenee to it will ahow, whitf 
aft objeol of constant interest) edooation haa been to the inhabitants of 
WMfpDij ffom its earliest settlement to &e preeent day.

There aeems tc^ 
he but tbsee practical methods of obtaining^ these preparatoiy Inatitu- 
tions. Firstly, by the re-establishment of tho Branches of the UaiveK: 
^^ as contemplated in the act of the Legislature referred to: Sect 
<mdly, the adoption of the Union.Schools as Blanches: Thirdly, bf 
•eparate Institutions under the name of Academies. To either ct 
these purposes, the proceeds of the principal arising from the salea of 

i Swamp Lands, might wi^ly be ajqplied. Until some one of these 
j!ff ,na. diall be carried out) the UmYersity cannot be expected to draw 
within its halls the greatest number of students from all portions of our 
State. ' It is yet true that numbers of our young men enter the Cdle- 
iriate Institutions of other States. This ought not to be, and it will 
probably, to a considerable extent, cease to be, when preparatory Instir 
tutions are established at home. It » not to beconcealed that the Un- 
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ir^ngty has not yet tecared to itB^ the strong good wiU of aQ of th* 
cfftmnB of the State, and it is ob^iotis tbat it never ^ill be able to do 
80^ till it wpmmUJi itself, by means of Bimncbes or Institutions adopted 
as sneh, in all sections of the State. Without these arteries, it miist 
eontintte to remain a local and not in reality a State Institution. The 
best £neilities for instrtketion are afforded to such as are actually in the 
Institution^ and this could scarcely be otherwise, when the number of 
Profeasoi« is so great in comparison to the number of students to be in- 
structed. But the numbet of the latter ought to be increased, and it caa 
onlybeincreasedbyapiop^ooiirse of action on behalf of those who are 
entrusted withthe managenmatof the UniTerslty. The law of '61, contem- 
]^ated a^on in the <£reetion ci Branches or some other intermediate 
IitotilatSGns. The application of large amounts of money, whether ac- 
cmii^ from the int^wst of the Funds belonging, to the Univenity, or 
donated by the literality of our citizen^ to purposes of the highest 
branches of scieiuie, will not act as an incentive to draw witUn its hdh 
scores of young men, who do not find it within the limits of their 
means U> prepare to enter them. None of the means at the disposal 
of the Regents accming from the interest of the University Fund, can 
wisely be applied in th6 present state of our system of education, (of 
which the University is but a part,) to any other purpose than that 
which will afford some more efficient means of filling up the Institution 
with students. This is the great want With a large corps of Profes- 
sors, instruction ought to be afforded to double and treble the number 
that have ever been in the Institution at any time. There can be 
no question as to this policy. It is demanded by the best interests of 
the Institution itself and by the people, not of a section, but of the 
whok State.

8TATB HOBUAL SOHOOL. 

The Normal School continues to improve in its condition, and each 
term addis to the number of its pupils, and the reputation of the tnsti- 
totbn. By an act of the last Legislature, the sum of 180,000 00 was 
appropriated for its maintenance, out of the avails of the swamp lands. 
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3^6 whofe Ainomit of sal^ of the wit Bpring laads, wfakb ooviiiUite 
ti^e baais of the Nonoal School Fund, will be found iqppendfd JiWOto* 
In justice to the Sohool, and U> tboee who desiie to yiiiioyate in ifts 
benefits^ the I^egislature sbould advjwoe the an^im^ affpiopriiitod bjr 
the last Legialature. Its iBoome is not sufficient to mmi i\A w|W^ 
which are based xxgon the mofit pjactiGal necem^tie^. 

It is appropriate here to. saj th^t since the oiganization of the Insti- 
tutipn, three of its most distiqguifthed and aainMt .{smi^ m^inbeRkaf 
tbid Board, have been removed fiom the field of th«ir earthly l|ib<tti» 
xiz : Hon. Isaac £.

THK PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The condition of the Primary Schools under the laws relating there- 
thereto, is believed to be constantly improving. Two things are espe- 
cially desirable in the way of legislation, relating to improvement of this 
class of Schools, and of the system. The first of these is the securing of 
Teacher^s Institutes, by appropriation for that puipoea, and the other is, 
a change in the basis of apportionment The tax of one mill on each 
dollar, of the valuation of the taxable property of the townships, under 
the equalization now established, is sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the Constitution, for the term required bylaw. For this year 
this tax has raised |69t,879. 

The apportionment c^ the income of the Primary School Fund is 
now made upon the number of children residing in the Dist^ct, be- 
tween ihe ages of 4 and 18 years. If the apportionment to the town- 
ships should be based upon this number, and a law should be passed, 
requiring the Township Clerk to apportion this amount to the sofwal 
School Districts in the townahips^ on the p^Esonal daily attendance qf 
the seholaia in the Schools, it would be an improvement upon the fn^, 
sent plan, which would tend to secure, at leasl^ two resulta— the cew*- 
tion of Select Schools, and what is of more ooniequence^ the attend-

In one of the monarchical countries of Europe, there are 5 Agricul- 
cultural Colleges ; in these are taught, both by theory and practice, the 
bigher branches of science, connected with tHe culture and improvement 
of the soil There ate in the same country ten Agricultural Schools 
of a more elementary character ; seven devoted to instruction in the cul- 
ture of flax ; two to instruction in the management of sheep, and 45 
model farms, intended to serve in introducing both modes of agricul- 
ture. In all — seventy-one public establishments for Agricultural Edu- 
cation, not to mention many private Schools, where the arts and scien- 
ces of good farming are taught. 

FBICALT BDUOATIOITAI. UrSTORm. 

General anxiety has been expressed relative to the establishment of 
an institution of a high grade for the education of females. In the 
Original plan of our educational system, sudi an institution was contem- 
|>lated, as a branch of the University. The educaticm of the sexes to- 
gether is' deemed by the greater portion of our people as an object of 
importance. ' They are so educated at the Primary Schools, and that too, 
without detriment to their social position or their morals. To establish 
a female department in the University, would be to carry out this idea 
But it would not seem, after all, to be practicable to do this. A general 
law may be necessary to secure legislation on this subject, if it is pro- 
posed to establish a separate institution. Whenever stich an institution 
is established, liowevef, it should be established on a practical basis — ^it 
ifabuM be ail instittitibn not only where the highest order of instruction 
can be afforded, and where the graces and accomplishments which per-^ 
isdn to the highest cultivation of the female character can be taught, but 
wiiere at the same time, instruction could be affi>rded in the art of domes- 
tic economy, and those things which pertain to practical usefulness in 
life. The Roman matrons were not above the learning required for 
tUs) and the world has long accorded the highest praise to them for it. 
The cultivation of the intellect and graces, and the kiiowledge required 
(to make a loaf of bread, and to know the constituent parts of which it 
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k compoeed, are tlnogs whidi together gire the highest perfecden to ihtb 
true female character, and increase our appreciation of real womaidioc*^. 
An institution which would secure such an education, wt)uld indeed be 
an object worthy- of all commendation.

One recitation, daily, in Latin, during one half of the regular course 
is attended by the students in the Classical Department. This, added 
to the acquaintance with the language required on admission, will ena- 
ble the student to read critically some of the best classics, and to pros- 
ecute the study thereafter as far as he may wish, without the need (tf 
more*instructibn. His attention will be constaatiy directed not only to 
the peculiarities of this language in particular, but to the pmoqdee of 
general grammar, the relation of our own and other modem languagea 
to the Latin, excellencies and blemishes of style, ^d the niythological , 
historicalandother information, necessary for a complete understand- 
ing of the books read.

2. GREEK LAHOUAOB AND UTEBATURE. 

The instruction in this department is continued through the first year, 
through two terms of the second year, and through one term of the 
third year, in five lessons each week. ' 

The studies of the first year are Xendphon's Anabasis, and selections 
from Thucydides. A considerable portion of the time is also devoted 
to lessons m the Grammar, and to exercises in Greek Prose Composi- 
tbn. 

In the jsecond year, further selections from Thucydides are read, and 
also the Antigone of Sophocles (Woolsey's edition). The exercises in 
Greek Composition are continued, and English Essays are required of 
the class on topics relating in general to the age of Pericles, or more pai^ 
ticularly to the authors which are read. 

The oration of Demosthenes on the Crown, is studied in the third' 
year. Essays are required of the class Bnd lectures are delivered by the 
instructor cm subjects connected with the . age of the Athenian orators. 

The limited amount of time allowed to the study of the Greek lan- 
guage and literature in the ^llagiate oouise, renders it impossilie to do 
any t}ung more than'make a^beginning. That this beginning should be 
a good one— should lay a foundation upon which it will be possible to 
build hereafter,— -is the principal object aimed at. Particular attention* 
IS paid therefore in the first year to the forms and structure of Hie lan- 
guage itself: afterwards, while the principles of interpretation continue to- 
be oarefully studiedi as much attention as possible is given also to the- 
history of the Greeks, and of their liteniturei 
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The course is not always limited to the before-mentioned authors, 
but mJay be varied in the different years. 

The following works are particularly recommended as books of refer- 
ence: Kuhner's Greek Grammar; Liddell and Scott's Greek-English 
Lexicon; Smith's Dictionary of Antiquities; Smith's Dictionary of Bi- 
ography and Mythology; Findlay's or Butler's Atlas; Kiepert's Atlas 
von Hellaa; Becker's Charides; and Grote's and Thirlwall's Histories of 
Greece. 

8. MODSBK LAKQUAOES. 

The oouise of instruction in this department occupies one daily reci- 
tation during six terms, or two years. One half of the time is devoted 
to the French language, and the other half to the German.

Rhetoric is attended to 'as a special recitation but one term hj 
stadento of the Classical Department; but constant attention is directed 
to tibda important subject by the professors of Ancient and Modem Lan- 
guages.

The students of the Scientific Department receive instruction by lec- 
turee^ upon the History and Analysis of the English Language, and 
give especial attention to the study of Rhetoric. 

Original essays will frequently be required in this Department, 

The following subjects are attended aa fiuthfiilly as they can be in 
the very short time assigned to them in the undergraduate course of 
four years. It is proper to state that opportunities are offered to gradu- 
ates and all others to pursue them much farther in the University pro- 
per, the organization of which is exphiined in Section V . 

6. ZOOLOGY AND BOTAinr. 

The instruction in this department will be communicated in a course 
of lectures during the third term of the fourth year, upon the general 
and comparative organization of plants, which forms the basis of their 
systematic arrangement or dassificadon ; and vegetable physiology, com- 
prising the source and mode of nutrition of plants, and their various 
modes of developement and dissemination; also, an outline of their 
geographical distribution and economical history.

7. GHSMISTRT. 

The instruction in this department will be embraced in, 
First — A course of lectures, delivered during the first and second 
terms of the fourth year, upon Theoretibid and Experimental Chemist- 
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17. In these lectures, the useful application of the science to the artS| 
manufactures^ and agriculture, will be fully dwelt upon; ihe impurities 
of the various drugs used in medicine and for manufacturing purposes, 
will be pointed out, and a complete system of qualitative analysis given. 
The consideration of the subjects of Electricity, GWvanism, Magnetism, 
and Electro-Magnetism, will be embraced in this course. Each lecture 
will be reviewed by an examination of the dass on the day succeeding 
the dehvery of the lecture. 

Second — A course of instruction will be given during the third 
term in Practical and Anidytical Chemistry, in which students will be 
introduced to tihe Laboratory, and instructed in the art of Chemical 
manipulation. This course will be adapted to advanced students, and 
those who have attended one or more courses of lectures. 

Facilities will also be afforded students to become versed in the prac- 
tical details of toxicological, soil, and other analyses, in which the Pro- 
essor of Chemistry, is very frequently engaged.

8. GEOLOGY AND MINERALOGY. 

During the third term, a course of lecures will be given on Mineral- 
ogy and Physical Geography. These lectures will be illustrated by an 
extensive collection of specimens from Michigan and from foreign lands, 
also, by models, drawings, Ac. The collection of foreign specimens is 
particularly rich, consisting of upwards of ^ve thousand well selected 
minerals. 

In this course, particular reference will be given to the Geology of 
Michigan, and the application of the science to Mining, Drainage, con- 
struction of Public Works, &c.

The salary of Prof. Boise was fixed at $1,000 per annum; the sum 
of ten dollare was aDowed Mr. Dunning, for services as Assistant Li- 
brarian; J. D. Pierce was allowed the sum of $16, for his expenses as 
Visitor. 

The Annual Report of the Committee on Finance, by the Chairman, 
M. A. Patterson, was made, accepted, and adopted, and a copy ordered 
to be sent to the Superintendent of Public Instruction. Also^ the 
following resolution, relative to the drawing of warrants by the Secre- 
tary, to wit:

University buildings, and for the semi-annual interest on the Consolida- 
ted Warrant. Also, 

Resolved, That the stated meetings of the Regents shall be on the 
29th of March, on the 28th of June, and the 22d of December; of 
which the meeting on the 28th of June shall be the Annual Meeting, 
of all which^ written notice shall be sent by the Secretary to each Regent ; 
and no Special Meeting shall be called, except on the written direction of 
three members of the Board to the Secretary, stating the particular ob- 
ject of the meeting; or except by the President on extraordinary occa- 
sions. 

A resolution was also passed, regulating and defining the duties of 

the Superintendent of Grounds and Buildings. Also, a resolution as 
follows : 

Hesolved, That no act of any member of the Board of Regents, in- 
volving expenses to the University, shall be performed, except by spe- 
cial direction of the Board, unless on behalf of a Committee, and 
then only, when sanctioned by the whole of said Conmiittee. 

A memorial to the Legislature^ asking their attention, to the effect of 
certain " Acts," relative to the University Interest Fund, and to the 
condition of the finances of the University, was adopted and signed by 
the members of the Board. 

A resolution was also passed rescinding all former resolutions and by- 
laws, conflicting with the provisions of the resolutions this day passed. 

T. S. Ogden was allowed the sum of $20, as compensation for servi- 
ces as Librarian. 

Prof. L. Fasquelle was also appointed Librarian, and was authorized 
to purchase periodicals and other books to the amount of one hundred 
dollars, under the direction of the Faculty.

The President being absent in Europe, Hon. James Kingsley was 
appointed President ^ro tern. 

The resignation of Hon. A. Parsons, as Regent^ was tendered. 

The Report of the Medical Faculty was received and adopted, and 
the degree of Doctor of Medicine conferred upon thirty-three students. 

A letter was received and read, from Hon. Henry N. Walker, stating 
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that Dr. Tappan had left New York for Europe; that previous to his 
' going, he had taken up a subscription sufficient to purchase the instru- 
ments and the materials for the erection of an Observatory, upon the 
grounds of the University ; and asking the appointment of a Commit- 
tee to designate the site and superintend the erection of the building. 
On motion of Hon. E. Famsworth, the following preamble and resolu- 
tions were adopted : 

WhereaSj Sundry citizens of Detroit have proposed to erect an Ob- 
servatory on the University grounds, at Ann Arbor, and have donated 
a sufficient sum of money to purehas^ the materials, and the instru- 
ments, for the construction of the same ; and, 

WhereaSf Here are expenses for freight, superintendence and trav- 
eling, necessary to be incurred in the erection of the said Observatory; 
therefore, > 

Be9olvedy That a warrant ior the sum of five hundred dollars be 
drawn by the Secretary, to meet such necessary expenses; and that so 
much as may be neceasaiy of such sun^ be expepded, under the direo- 
tion of such Committee as may be appointed by the Board, 

Hon. Elon Fiarasworth, Hon. Henry N. Walker, and Prof. Silas H. 
Douglass, were appointed such Committee. 

The sum of $50 was also appropriated, to procure sectional Geolog- 
ical drawings, and paying other incidental expenses attending the course 
of Agricultural lectures. 

Eesolutiofis authorizing the payment of certain incidental expenses, 
amounting to the sum of $120 13 was passed. 

A resolution fixing the compensation of Dr. Andrews, as Superin- 
tendent of grounds and buildings, and Demonstrator of Anatomy, at 
$500 per annum, was passed. 

Board adjourned till 2 o'clock, P. M. 

The resignation of 0. W. Moore, Esq., as Secretary of the Board, 
having been received, Edward R. Chase, of Ann Arbor, was appoint- 
ed Secretary, pro tern. 

A resolution paying the expenses of the Board of Regents, • amount- 
ing to $57 30, was passed.

REPORT of the Regents of the University of Michigan, adopted Oc- 
tober 19th, 1864. 

To THK Hon. Fiuxrois W. Shbabuan, 

JShipervntendetU of PMic InHruetion: 

The financial condition of the University will appeacr, by reference to 
the Report of the Committee on Finance, hereunto annexed, marked 
acheduld No. 1, and made a part of this Report We also refer to the 
Report of t&e President of tiie Umverdty, showing the number, of 
etodents; the coiases of stndy, text books used, <&c., as making a part 
of tins Bep<!art 

It is'witb gveiat >8stiBfecti<»i that we are able to report^ t<^e&er with 
an im]^io?0menfc in its financial condition, a raniked advlmee in- the 
eharaotor, tlie numben^ and in the eficiency of the Univ^ty. 

The.whcde legislation of the State on this sabjeet has shown a con- 
stant intention to make this Institation one of a very high (diaiacter. 
From the fitat Knrganiiationy the vnibrnt has been manifest that it should 
becGone in fect^ as well as in name, a Univeiaity. 

In aooordanee with the. provisions of the GonaUdtation of the State, 
^wr first diM^ was to elect a President The BoiMfd were fully impress- 
ed with the Importance of performing this duty with much care and 
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circumspection, as upon this selection the prosperity and efficiency of 
the Institution would, in a great degree, depend. It was not until after 
the most diligent inquiry and mature consideration, nor until after re- 
ceiving the explicit advice, and the strongest recommendations from 
many eminent men, both in attainment and position in our coimtry, 
that we elected the present incumbent The grounds of recommenda- 
tion were not only eminent scholarship, but great experience and ability 
as well as entire devotion to the interests of sound learning, and to a 
high standard of education. Our expectations and the promises of the 
eminent men, whose opinions we had received, have thus fkr been am- 
ply fulfilled. 

The advancement of the University during his presidency has been 
as rapid as could have been expected by its friends. At the time of 
his election the number of students attending in the Literary Depart- 
ment was very small, while it will be perceived by a reference to the 
Report of the President, that it now amounts to one hundred and fifty- 
£ve. 

We speak with entire confidence when we say that we have furnished 
to the University, in its various professorships, a very able, energetic and 
efficient body of professors. Thus far they have co-operated with zeal 
and energy in their duties and endeavors %> advance the progress of the 
young gentlemen under their charge, and to promote the interests of 
the University. 

It is not our intention to stop here. There is mudiio be learned in 
a University that cannot be crowded into four years* oourses of study. 
It is our design to offer unlimited advantages in this institutioB* Many 
of the professors are prepared to give instruction by leotures and o&er- 
wise, beyond what is required for primary degiees of the University. 
So soonas there is a demand for it, lectures wfli be given on the various 
Natural Sciences, Mental and Moral Science, and the Languages^ aneient 
and modeni, on a more extended plan than thai now given to under- 
graduate students; and it is hoped that, according to the design of its 
original founders and of its present Faculty and highest Mend%ihe in- 
stitution will speedily ripen into a genuine and thorough Univemitj. 

Not long afker entering upon his duties, Dr. Tappan, feeling the im- 
portance that a University should have a good ABtionomical Obearva- 
tory well furnished, and learning that the funds of the institution would 
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not joBtify the expenfle of saeh an establifilnnent, propoadd to the fri<iB<iB 
of Seienoe ki the citj of Detroit^ that they should oontribute ten tho^-, 
saikd doOara for tibia putpose. A noble reeponae was given, showing hi 
these citizens, an elevation above the petty local jealousy which pre- 
vents some from rendering aid to any enterprise not confined to tibeir 
own neighborhood, and showing, also, a confidence in the University, 
and in its Eegents and its Faculty, gratifying to us and creditable to the 
State. Dr. Tappan was even requested by some of the liberal dohois, 
to exceed if necessary the limited amount of ten thousand doUais, and 
secure a first dass Observatory. 

Land having been purchased by us near the University grounds, as 
a suitable site for the Observatory, a proper building has been erected, 
1^ an expense of about six thousand dollars. The whole expense of 
the Observatory wiH not probably exceed sixteen thousand five hun- 
dred dollan^ of which twelve thousand and sixty-four dollars have 
aheady been donated by citizens of Detroit, and it is confidently 
expected that these donations will be increased to at least fifteen thou- 
sand. 

This enterprise will prove of groat advantage not only to the cause 
of Science but to the University, and the thanks not only of those im- 
mediately connected with the institution, but of the State, aro doe to 
the intell%ent and liberal donors. 

For the success of this enterprise, as well as fbr the addition of 
twelve himdrod volumes to the library, contributed by some of the dt- 
izens of Ann Arbor, we aro entirely indebted to the personal exertiona 
of the President of the University. 

Important additions to the Philosophical and Mathematical Apparatus 
of the Univ^ty, have been, and aro continuing to be made. 

In comparing the facilities and provisions of our Universily, with 
the most esteemed colleges of the older portions of our country, we aro 
^ad to find our own, equal to the best In the character and abSity of 
its Professors, and in the variety of instruction offered, it is inferior to 
none. It has not yet a library equal to that of some long established 
institations; but what books it has, have been selected with care and good 
judgment^ and by ttie additions which we trust will be made annuaDy, 
it will gradually become extensive and valuable. It has not the prea- 
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tige to be acquired only by a long hiatoiy, aud time bonored asfio- 
eialioQB^ but by its increasing body of alumni, and ita growing pnoe- 
.periJ^Yandby its freedom from all sectionaliam, and ita immedjato 
connection with the State, making it the property, and a oollegd of 
the people, it must rapidly become an object of general interest and 
pride. 

The number of studente is not yet large, but very respectable, 
when considered relatively to other institutions of a similar age mod 
character. The number of regular College stud^ats now in the Liter- 
aiy Department of the Uniyersity of Michigan, is superior to that of 
any other CoU^e in the Western or Southern l^tates, surpassed by only 
«me in the State of New York, and by only some of the leadii^ Col- 
leges in New England; and if it increase during the next two yean 
as it has during the past two^ it will then not be excelled by any in the 
whole country. 

It will, of course, be remembered that the higher the grade of an 
institution, the leas will be the number of its students^ unless by its 
great reputation it attracts them from a wider range of territory. 

The Department of Medicine in the Uniyersity, i^resents its usual 
state ci prosperity. The gentlemen added to the Faculty, are Phjai- 
«iaaB well known for their erudition and skilL 

In the Department of Science, Literature and the Arls, the number 
of students is so rapidly increasing, that abeady, the haU used &>r a 
€hapel is inoonyenietly crowded. The time is not diatant when it 
will be utterly impossible for the students to be accommodated in this 
room— one of the largest now in the University. It is very importuit 
that steps be taken, at an early day, for the erection of a building, to 
l>e used as a Chapel, or a Chapel and Library. 

For the proper development of the University, many other particu- 
lars might be suggest^ but for these, we would refer to the BopoKt of 
ihe President^ above mentioned.

GxNTLSMSN — Since my last Report^ rendered Nov. 16th, 1863, I 
have the pleasure to record the continued and increasing prosperity of 
the University. This will appear from the following .exhibit of its 
condition : 

FROFESSORSHIPa AND PROTESaORS. 

In the Department of Medicine the whole number of Professors is 
eight) one of whom is emeritus; the others are actually on duty. 
Puriog the past year two Professors, Dr. Ford and Dr. Andrews, have 
been appointed, and the services of one have been discontinued. D^. 
Palmer has just entered upon the duties of his Professorship. 

In the Department of Science, Literature and the Arts, the whole 
number of Professors actually on duty is ten. Two of these also be- 
long to the Medical Faculty — Professors Sager and Douglass. One^ 
the Rev. Charles Fox, Professor of Theoretical and Practical Agricul- 
ture, would also have been on duty had not his sudden removal by the 
pestilence last summer deprived the University of one of its most able 
Professors, and science of one of its most zealous devotees. The Pro- 
fessor of Fine Aits is not on duty. Four new Professors were appoin- 
ted during the year, of which Professor Fox was one, and Professom 
Winchell, Brunnow and Frieze the others. Professor Haven has been

transferred to the Professorship of History and English Literature, and 
Professoc Frieze is appointed to that of the Latin Language and lit- 
erature.

enter. 

No person shall become a candidate for admission to any of the 
above, coupes until he has completed his fourteenth year, nor without 
presenting satisfactory evidwice of unexceptionable moral character.

The above course of study in the Department of Arts and ' Sciences 
embraces the following subjects : 

1. LATIW LAKGITAGB ANU LITBRATURE. 

One recitation, daily, in Latiti, during c^be-half of the regular course 
is attended by the students m the Classical Department This, added 
to the acquaintance with the language required on admission, will en- 
able the student to read critically some of the best classics, and i6 
prosecute the study thereafter as far as he may wish, without the need 
of more instruction. His attention will be constantly directed not on- 
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\j to the peculiarities of this lu^guage in particular, but to the prinoi- 
ples of general grammar, the relation of our own and other modem 
languages to the Latin, excellencies and blemishes of stjrki and the 
mjthologtca], historical and other information, neceesarj for a complete 
understanding of the books read. 

The following text-books are used: 

First year: first term, Arnold's Latin Prose Composition; second 
term, Livy, (Lincoln's;) third term, Cicero de Senectute and de 
Amicitia. 

Second year: first term, Horace, (Anthon's or Lincoln's;) second 
term, Selections from Tacitus ; third term, Seneca's Hercules Furens 
and Plautus' CapteivL 

Third year: first term, Juvenal and Persius. 

The following books, with others, are used in this department for ref- 
'Orence: Grammar, Andrews' and Stoddard's and Zumpt's; Andrews' 
Latin-English Lexicon, Riddle and Arnold's English-Latin Lexicon ; 
-Schmitz's, Arnold's and Niehbur's History of Rome, [Anthon's Classi- 
oal Dictionary, Butler's Atlas and Smith's Dictionary of Greek and Bo- 
'man Antiquities. 

2. ORBSK LANGUAGS AND LITERATURE. 

The instruction in this department is continued through the first year, 
through two terms of the second year, and through one term of the 
•third year, in five lessons each week. 

|P?he studies of the first year are Xenophon's Anabasis, and selections 
from Thucydides. A considerable proportion of the time is also de- 
voted to lessons in the Gramnuir, and to exercises in Greek Prose Com- 
position. 

In the second year, further selections from Thucydides are read, and 
also the Antigone of Sophocles, (Woolsay's edition.) The exercises in 
Greek Composition are continued, and English Essays are required of 
•the class on topics relating in general to the ajge of Pericles, or mors 
particularly to the authors which are read. 

The oration of Demosthenes on the Crown is studied in the third 
year. Essays are required of the class, and lectures are delivered by 
the instructor on subjecU connected with the age of the Athenian or- 
^rs. 
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The limited amount of time allowed to the study of the Qreek kui- 
gaage and literature in the ooUegiate oourae, renders it impoasible to do 
any thing more than^ midte a beginning. That this beginning should 
be a good one — should lay a foundation on which it may be possible to 
build hereafter — is the principal object a^med at Particular attenttion 
is paid therefore in the first year to the forms and structure g£ the lan- 
guage itself: afterwards, while the principles of interpretation continue 
to be carefully studied, as much attention as possible is given also to the 
history of the Greeks, and of their literature. 

Jhe couise is not always limited to the before-mentioned authors, but 
may be varied in the different years. 

The following works are particularly recommended as books of refer- 
•ence: Euhner^s Greek Grammar; Liddell and Scott^s Greek-English 
Lexicon; Smith's Dictionary of Antiquities; Sn^ith's Dictionary of Bi- 
ography and Mythology; Findla/sor Butler's Ancient AXlas; Kiepert'B 
Atlas von Hellas ; Becker's Charicles ; and Grote s and Thirlwali's His- 
tones of Greece. 

n. MODERN LANGUAGSS. 

The course of instruction in this department occupies one daily reci- 
tation during six terms, or two years. One half of the time is devoted 
to the French language, and the other half to the German. 

TIIS FRENCH LANGUAGE. 

The instruction in the Classical Course begins with the last term of 
the second year, and closes with the second term of the third year. In 
the Scientific, it begins with the last term of the first year and ends with 
the second term of the second year.

The students of the Scientific Department receive instruction by lec*- 
tares, upon the History and Analysis of the Bnglish Language, and 
give especial attention to the study of Rhetoric.

The Allowing subjects are attended to as fiuthfolly as they can be 
in the very short time assigned to th^m in the undei^raduate course 
of four years.

6. Zoology ano Botakt. — The instruction in this department will 
be communicated in a course of lectures during the thA-d term of the 
fourth year, upon the general and comparative organization of plants, 
which forms the basis of their systematic arrangement or classification ;

of plants, and their various modes of development and dissemination ; 
also, an outline of their geographical distribution and economical histo-

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7. CBKUIBTRT. . 

The ioBtruciion in fchis depaitment will be embraced in, 
UFirst A oourae of lecturee, delivered during the first and second 
terms of the fourth ye^lr, upon Theoretical and Experimental ChemiB- 
try. In these lectures, the useful application of the science to the arts 
manufactures, and agriculture, will be fully dwelt upon; ihe impurities 
of the various drugs used in medicine and for manufacturing purposes, 
will be pointed out, and a complete system of qualitative analysis given. 
The consideration of the subjects of Electricity, Galvanjsm, Magnetism, 
and Bleotro-Magnetism, will be embraced in this course. Each leetuie 
will be reviewed by an examination of the class on the di^ sucoeeding 
the delivery of the lecture. 

Second, A course of instruction will be given during the third term 
in Practical and Analytical Chemistry, in which students will be intro- 
duced to the Laboratory and instructed in the art of domical manipu- 
lation. This course will be adapted to advanced students and those 
who have attended one or more courses cf lectures. 

Facilities will also be afforded students to become veaed in the 
practical details of toxicolc^cal, soil, and other analyaes, in whidi the 
Professor of Chemistry is very frequently engaged.

9. CIVIL BNGIKXSRINO. 

A Professor in this branch has lately been elected, and students in 
the Scientific Department will attend to it in regular course. Classes 
will be formed at any time when there is a demand for it The in- 
struction will be extensive, and practical, as well as theoretical, and 
embrace all requisites to make an accomplished engineer. 

10. HISTORY AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

History in the Classical Department^ particularly that of the Greeks 
and Romans, is connected with the study of the ancient languages. 

It will be seen that in the Scientific Department a hirge place is 
assigned to this study. This branch, at present, is under the care 
of the Professor of Latin. Besides a careful examination < of a good 
text book on general history, some lectures will be given, and the 
attention of the student directed to various books of reference and 
other collateral helps. 

Political Eocmomy is, at present, assigned to the Professor of Intel- 
lectual and Moral Philosophy. Instruction is here given, as in Intel- 
lectual and Moral Philosophy, by the use of t^t books^ aooompanied 
with leetmes, and by references to the standard works on Political 
Economy, The students are here also required to read original essays 
on subjeotB connected with the course. 

11. ASTRONOMY. 

The Observatory is nearly completed. There will be two courses of 
instruction : one, elementary for the under-graduate students, and anotilier, 
for students of a higher grade, who aim to become scientific and prac- 
tical Astronomers. 

12. INTELLECTUAL AND MORAL PHILOSOPHY. 

This study is conducted by the use of text books, accompanied with 
lectures. Essays on subjects connected with the course are read by 
the students and criticised by the Professor. One is read at each reci- 
tation. Reference is made to the standard works of ancient and mod- 
em writers on Philosophy. 

A complete development of this branch of knowledge must neces- 
sarily be reserved for the University course. 
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ni. OF DBOSSBB. 

Tba degree of Bachelor of Arts, in aooordance with general usage, 
will be conferred on students who complete the Classical Cooise^ and 
pass the examination in the same. 

The degree of Bachelor of Sciences will be conferred on students who 
complete the Scientific Course, and pass the examinations in the same. 
This title, borrowed from the French Colleges, has already been intro- 
duced into the Lawrence Scientific School, Harvard, and into the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, to mark the graduation of a similar class of stu- 
dents. 

The degree of Master of Arts will not be conferred in course upon 
graduates of three years standing, but only upon such graduates as have 
pursued professional or general scientific studies during that period* 
The candidate for the degree must pass an examination before one of 
the Faculties. He must also read a Thesis before the Faculties of the 
University at the time of taking the degree. 

SECTION m. 

DEPARTMENT OF MEDICINE. 1. TERMS OF ADMISSION. 

Each candidate for admis8i(Hi must be provided with satisfectory evi- 
dence of good moral character, and, if a candidate for graduation, al86 
of such literary attainments as have been recommended by the Nation- 
/ al Medical Association, viz : "A good English education, the know- 
ledge of Natural Philosophy, the elementary Mathematical Sciences, 
and such an acquaintance with the Latin and Giseek languages, aa will 
enable the student to appreciate the technical language of medicines, and 
read and write prescriptions." 

Students are expected to be in attendance upon the first day of the 
term, as the regular course of instruction will commence upon and con- 
tinue from that day, andf hy the ride adopted, certificates are issued only 
for the period of actual attendance, 

^ II. COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 

The Annual Session commences upon the first day of October, and 
continues until the last Thursday of March. 

Five lectures, preceded by critical examinations upon the subjects of 
the preceding lectures, are conducted daily, except Saturdays, which 
are devoted to the hearing and criticism of Theses. 
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, The total number of lectures in Uie term, exclusive of clinical leo- 
tdr^ will be ihua between 600 and 700. 

By t^e additional force in this department, the course of instruction 
has been extended in the range of subjects embraced ; and the increas- 
ed number of lectures, affords opportunity for a fuller consideration of 
each ; thus rendering the whole course more complete than formerly. 

The means of illustration have also of late been materially increased. 
. Dr. Oarr, of Canandaigua^ N. Y^ has generously deposited, for the 
XLse of the University, a choice collection of Pathological Anatomy, em- 
bracing fifty or sixty wet preparations in an admirable state of preser- 
vation, and also several choice specimens for illustrating the course of 
Anatomy. 

The Professor of Anatomy has also deposited, for the use of the de- 
partment^ a large and very superior collection of Anatomical prepara- 
tions, embracing a number of choice specimens imported fix>m France, 
besides many no less valuable, the result of his own labors. These, to- 
gpether with the many valuable pref)arations and models added to the 
Museum during the year by the labors of the Professor of Compara- 
tive and Demonstrator of Human Anatomy, as well as a deposit from 
another source of a considerable number of fine Anatomical Plates, in 
addition to the collection previously on hand, render the means of il- 
lustrating this essential branch of Medical Science as complete and per- 
fect as can be foimd, at least in the west, if not in the country. 

Several fine Microscopes are also in liie use of the department, and 
the means of illustrating Materia Medica and other branches have bean 
•enhrged.

To be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine, the student 
fauat exhibit evidence of having pursued the study of Medicine and 
iBarfgery for the term of three years, with some respectable Practitioner 
4tf Medieine, (including lecture terms;) must have attended two full 
<!0ur8e6 of lectures, the last of which must have been in the College of 
Medioine and Surgery of the University of Michigan, and the previous 
OM in this or some other rtt;)ectable Medical Institution; must have 
fbeen engaged in the study of Practical Anatomy; must be tweaty-cne 
yiiMB ef age; must have submitted to the Faculty a Thesis, oompossd 
and wfitton by himself, <»i some medical topic^ and have passed -an es- 
amination at the dose of the term, satisfactory to the Faculty. 
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To enooorage a higiier grade of preliminary acquirement) an allow- 
ance of ono year from the terbi of study is made in favor of graduataB 
of the College of Science and Arts, and of other rcBpectaUe Literary 
Collegee. 

Four years of repuiahU practice is received in lieu of one course of 
Lectures. 

Each candidate for graduation must so announce himself at the com- 
mencement of his second course, and must be examined in Anatomy, 
Physiology, Materia Medica, and Chemistry. 

He is also required to write and defend a Thesis once i<l two weeks. 
This, or the final Thesis, may be written either in' English, Glermaa, 
French or Latin. 

The Theses of successful candidates are to be preserved among the 
archives of the College. The Theses of rejected applicants are returned. 

The Faculty select one or more >Theses to be read at the AnnmJ 
CoDomencement, and also, in accordance with a resolution of the Board 
of Regents, a Thesis for publication by the Superintendent of PuUic 
Instruction. 

IV. OSNERAL OB8BRVATIONS. 

The University of Michigan has aimed to elevate the standard of 
medical attainments, as will appear upon consulting the requirements 
for a medical degree. Should the student enter upon the course with 
an inadequate preparation, still he cannot be admitted as acandidata for 
the degree of M. D., nor hope to pass the reqtdred examinations without 
subjectmg himself to severe study and supplying many early defidfln* 
Aies. The Medical Faculty, in common with all the enlightened mem- 
bers of the profession, desire, eamesUj, that a rule might prevail in our 
oonntrj like that which prevails in the Univenities of Prussia, by which 
a Hberal education should be. made the necessary introduction to pio- 
£Msi6nal study. Tl^e Sciolist easily runs into the Empiric: but he who 
has obtained a thorough scientific discipline knows how to diacriiBinate 
between visionary conjectures and established truths. 

Li pnnmance of this prime object, seyeral modifications of tihe pn- 
vaiiing system of medical teaching have been suggested; anoioiigwhieh 
may be specified: The extension of the lecture term, with a lesaeBed 
number of daily lectures; thorough daily examinations upon tke tapicB

3. The establishment of a Department of Xiaw. Thi» haa been pre- 
scibed by statute, and ought not to be delayed any longw. Appltoa- 
ttena are frequent on the part of law students. Unquestionably a very 
considerable number would resort here ipimediately. 

4. Such an increase of our apparatus and of the number of Pro/ess^ 
on as wouU enable us to open the University course in the Depart- 
ment of Science and the Arts. 

The Department of Medicine and the Department of Law are both 
parts of the University grade of study. So also would be the Depart- 
ment of Theology, were it practicable in a State Institution to estabhah 
it. These form the professional Departments. The students of Medi« 
dne, Law and Theology, are presumed to be graduates of the first de- 
gree. That thoy are not actually so in all cases is a defect in the edu< 
cational system of our country, which we hope in time to see remedied. 
But it cannot be denied that they occupy a grade of study which be- 
longs to such graduates. 
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To complete the UnireTBity echeine, it is neceaBAiy to <Ieve1q> the 
same grade in tbe Department of Literature, Science and the Arta. 
The undergraduate course embraces the elemen<B of knowledge. To 
enable graduates of tbe first degree to become scholars and men of ad- 
enoe, a Universiiy courae is necessary, when by attendance upon lectures 
and free and independent aludy, they may advance themselves in any 
branch or branches which they may select Thus, for example, young 
men wishing to become astronomers, can hereafter, in our Unixersityi 
after having parsed through the elementary instruction in astronomy 
afforded in the undergradaate courBe, avail themselves of all the advah- 
tifpes of a irst class observatory, and receive that higher instruction for 
which they will then be prepared. The observatory, therefore, to^^ether 
with the lectures of the eminent astronomer who has charge of it, prop- 
erly belongs to the University grade. Similar advances can be made in 
the courses of instruction in other sciences, by a proper division of labors 
and a corresponding multiplication of the number of able prc^essora. 

To enable us to accompliali this^ the aid of the State must be^^oked* 
What the University has tlius far become, what it tim^i fu^/has accom- 
plished) is to be attributed to the bounty of the Oenerni Government 
and of indiviilunls. It ia to be expected that the State of Michigan 
will not r(»pudiate the claims of an institution which Wats its name, and 
which, accoiding to its nieanft, fs eo faithfully, honorably and succcasfolly 
fulfilling the trust rcpoaed in it.

The committee have not inclu led among the liabilities of the Uni- 
Tersity the orijiiiml loan of $» 00,000, as it is, perhaps, generally known 
that the Slate has re<erv<'d $100,000 of the University fund, derived* 
from the Mie of University lands, to pay the interei>t and principals of 
the University bonds. 
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By fsieimice to the report of the Treasurer of the Universily, marked 
** Cy'' it will be seea that this officer, by direction of the committee, 
has paid $5,000 00 on the consolidated warrant, with interest to July 
lat, 1864. The finance committee would have urged the immediate 
payment of the remaining $5,000 00, or as soon as the holders would 
accept it, being optional with them to receive or reject the principal 
until due, had it not beeti for an apprehension that any delay on the 
part of purchasers of University lanJs to pay in the interest moneys, 
would temporarily embarrass the University treasury with so light a bal- 
ance as would have remained after paying the whole of the consolida- 
ted warrant. The sum of $7,000 00 to be credited to the University 
interest fund by the State, under act No. — of last sesUon, will, with- 
out encroaching upon the regular income of the University, more than 
pay the balanee of principal and interest of the consolidated warrant, 
and leave the University entirely free from debt on the Ist of January 
next, or as soon as the money will be accepted by the holdeiB of ^aid 
Warrant 

The annexed communication from the Deputy Commissioner of the 
State Land Office, marked ** D^^ conveys the important information that 
before the close of the next fiscal year the whole of the Universitv lands 
will probably be sold, when the Institution will receive the full benefit 
of the grant as far as the lands have been located, amounting to about 
$30,000 per annum. But, as much of the income will, for a time, de- 
pend upon the promptness with which purchasers of University lands 
make their payments, due caution must be observed to confine the an- 
nual appropriations within a considerably less amount than the an* 
ticipated receipts as a temporary failure of the debtors of tlie Universi- 
ty fund to meet their engagements would seriously em harass the Insti- 
tution. With this view, the total estimates of expenditures for the suc- 
ceeding year, herewith siJpmitted, may be regarded as below the certain 
income of the fund during the following year. Th^ committee ask the 
attention of (he Board to the statement of the Deputy Commissioner of 
the Land Office, that a part of the originul grant of seventy-two sections 
of land from the United States to the State of Michigan, for University 
purposes, has not been located, and respectfully suggest the adoption of 
proper measures to secure the balance of the appropriation.

The students of the University have entered into a system of contri- 
bution for the purpose of planting trees upon the grounds. Tbe citi- 
' >iens of the place also propose to do the sa r e in order to assist ih' ma- 
ling the University grounds an ornament to the city. To meet this 
liberality there is an immediate necessity for apian of the Campus, in or- 
der that the trees may be set in such manner as to produce the most 
agreeable effect. 

There being no professional landscape gardener tn this place, I have 
consulted the works published on that subject, toad drawr up the plan 
' herewith submitted: 

The entire plan contemplates about 1640 trees, viz: about 1000 
^within the enclosure of the Oampuli, and 640 to -border both sides of 
the street that surrounds the Campus. I would recommend the follow- 
ing arrangement which I thiuk will be entered into with much pl< 
ure by all parties:

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1. That the citizens set a row of trees entirely around the Campus

the students and Professon eaiuae a low to he set on the side of the 
street next to the Campus extending entirely around it, one tree every 
rod. This would require 320 trees. 3. That the Regents appn>[Mia(& 
fifty doUaiB a year for five years, to complete the p!an within the e9- 
doiure. The phn here submitted contemplates 1,000 trees witiiia the 
Campus^ of which about 500 are already on the grounds. The le- 
imdning five hundred, together with the removal of such as may die,, 
will cost about 1*260. A standing appropriation of $50 a year would 
complete it in five years. The accompanying plan shows the actual po- 
sition of all the trees now growing, together with the proper places for 
the additional ones. I recommend that the trees bordering the walka 
be mostly Maples — ^that the groves be a mixture of Chesnu(| Hbfse- 
Chesnut, Balm of Oilead, Whitewood, Locust, Wild Cherry, Mountam-- 
Ash, and Oak. Elms will not probably flourish on so dry a soil. The 
smaller dusters shoidd be of Mountain- Ash, Evergreens, Maples, and 
Weeping- Willows. Among the whole a small number of Lombardy 
Poplars, should be interapersed, in order by their tall slender fofms to 
break t!; e uniformity of the upper ouUine. 

' I beg leave to add, that not being a professional landscape gardener, 
1 cannot reeomtnend this plan ai^ Ibeing the best that can be made. The 
freedom of the arrangement is also embarrassed by the bad position of 
some of thetrees already set

To Hon. Frahois W. Shxabman, 

Superintendent of Jhiblic Instruction of the State of Michigan: 

Sir — ^The Board of Visitors to flie State University, appointed by 
you in aooordance with section 3 1 of an ^t to provide for the goyen^7 
ment of the State University," whose duty is defined thereby, to be 
*%o make a personal examination into the state and condition of the 
^niveiBity in all its departments and branches, once] at least, in each 
'^ear, and report the result to the Superintendent, suggesting such im* 
"provements as they may deem necessary, (fee," would respectfully sub- 
mit the following report and suggestions: , 

On the 22d day of June, A. D. 1854, the Chairman of your Bo^ 
was present at the examination of the Freshman class, in ^ De Senech 
tate," by Prof. Haven, and also at that of the Junior class, in Astrono- 
my, by Pro£ Williams. He remained during the week, and heard, ex- 
amined the Juniors, in Mechanics, by Prof. Winchell, and the Sopho^ 
mores in Greek, by Prof. Boies. 

You are aware, sir, that a public examination of classes does not af** 
lord a just test of a teacher's fidelity, or of a student's applicatipn to 
the studies pursued. And yet somewhat of both may be inferred fiomv 
the manner in which such examinations are conducted and passed. 

The students acquitted themselves well, and reflected much credit on. 
themselves and their Instructors. With but few exceptions, they evinced 
a thorough acquaintance with the branches pursued, and seei^ed to 
have appreciated fur more than the generality of College students, the 
privileges they possess. In a word, their recitations were satiflfaotory. , 
You, sir, are already acquainted with the University Course of lun 
itaraetion, as published in the Catalogue for the year 1853. 
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The Board of Regents, ainoe the last report, have elected as PiofeB- 
flor of Astronomy, Dr. Brunnow. 

Prof. £. 0. Haven has been transferred from the chair of Latin 
Language and Literature to that of English literature and History, 
and Mr. Henry S. Frieze, A. M., elected to fill this vacancy. 

During the past year, the Bev. Charles Foac, A. M., Lecturer on The- 
oretical and Practical Agriculture, has deceased. Li his death, the Uni- 
fveirsity of Michigan has met a great loes, as well as the State at ]»rgb. 

As yet, there have been no Tutors a^^inted, a class of Instmcton, 
in the opinion of your^ Board, required in every Institution of this kin(^ 
and especially in this, if for no other reason than that Western Listitu- 
tions demand Western Teachers. 

As a matter of economy, also, it would seem advisable, since young 
men of ability, could thus be employed at less salaries than Professors 
of repute. 

Moreover, students, as affected by thdr employment, need more r^ 
straint than can be exercised over them by Professors who do not room 
in the College buildings. 

Tour Board cf Visitors, would therefore, (deeming utility preferable 
to fame,) repeat the suggestion of former Boards, that Tutors be ap- 
pointed to relieve the Professors of the drudgery of rudimental instruc- 
tion, and also to have oversight pf the students, during hours not em- 
ployed in ^citation. 

Decorum, order and correct habits are parts of any man's education. 
Indeed, he is not properly educated who does not possess them. A 
four year's course in college is of little profit, if it has been pursued 
without proper instruction in these branches. 

' Many of the students are permitted to board in private families, and 
some at the hotels. Parents are the better judges in such matters, and 
therefore, your Board have nothing to ofier upon this point, but may ex- 
press their satisfaction that no "commons" have been provided ; and al- 
so their hope, that some measures may be adopted, that all the students 
may have pleasant and comfortable homes. 

The ** Dormitory" system came under our notice. Booms, in which 
two at least, and at times three, of the students may study, are suffi- 
ciently numerous to accommodate the number present at the date of 
this visitation. 
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We are oonfident that at present, it would be unwise to do away with 
this system. The demand for board, rooms and lodg^ing, would exceed 
the supply, and thus many be deprived of privileges of far more value 
to those for whom they are provided, than any improvement in the li- 
brary room, or in the tearing down of walls to provide for a more com- 
ibrtable Chapel, would afford them. 

The sons of Michigan, matured amid privations, are undoubtedly wil- 
ling to submit to a few more, that they may reap advantages thus prof- 
fered by the State, which their fathers have not enjoyed. And if there 
be trials, amid their many blessings, as University students, they will be 
better prepared by them to face greater ones, in the arduous duties of 
life, to perform which, as practically educated men, they are now fit- 
tmg themselves. 

Should the number of students so increase as to demand an extension 
of the ^ dormitory system,*^ doubtless the demand wDl be supplied. In 
case of such emergency, expediency will govern the minds of those who 
have the power to tear down and build greater, as well as to abolish al- 
together. 

In this and all other supposed necessary improvements, your Board 
deem that actual and ptrman&rU need will be met, as soon as may be,, 
by the Begents. 

A Chapel would not only be an ornament to the grounds, but also a 
source of convenience to the students; and yet, by Sec 16 of the Act of 
April 8th, 1851, ** no such building shall be erected, until provision 
shall be made for the payment of the existing indebtedness of the Uni- 
versity ; nor until one branch of the University shall be established in 
each judicial circuit of the State." 

By referring to the history of the University, we find that during, 
the existence of its branches, its growth was quite healthy, in that its 
students were numerous, and well prepared to enter on a higher course 
of studies. 

Their nbolbhraent, whatever may have been the causes, has proved a 
serious detriment to the University proper, and your Board would most, 
earnestly suggest their reestablishmeijt as soon as possible. ' ^ 

If the Honorable, the Legislature, deem it advisable to appropriate V 
any fanda for the Univdrsity at its coming session, allow ua to suggest 
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that it be for the branches of the Uniyenity, in their ^pboildiiig and 
perpetuation. 

Thej are needed to complete the idea of the wise men by whose ef- 
foitB and under whose guidance the University of Michigan was estab- 
lished. That idea is embodied in our Constitution and statutoiy pro- 
visions, which require their existence. 

By this mode the Michigan system of education^ borrowed from n<Mie, 
and unlike all others, would have been perfected. It would have em- 
braced the State, and conveiged its interests to a cpmmon centre. 

In absence of branches, sectarian institutions of various grades have 
been introduced to supply their place. And from this cause, there has 
arisen a demand for professors in the University, of various beUe&, mem- 
bers of different schools of theology. 

The University of Michigan is a State Institution, for the people, as 
such, and not for any one, two or more sects. And, in the opinion of 
your Board, the question should never be asked, ^* of what denomina- 
tion is he !" in reference to any candidate for a Professorship. Ability 
to instruct, connected with a known moral character, are qualifications 
which should recommend their possessor to the attention of the Re- 
gents. 

These qualifications may be possessed by those who are, by prdeas- 
ion, deigymen. At the same time, we suppose that ip accepting such 
a situation, a clergyman lays aside his robes, pro tempqre^ at least. Ex- 
pediency, order, decency — ^a common respect for the citizens of a State^ 
of all beliefs, would seem to require this, in those who oocupy promi- 
nent positions in a State University, although it would be different in a 
sectarian Institution. 

Again, the University was established to ^ provide the inhabitants of 
the State with the means of acquiring a thorough knowledge of the va- 
rious branches of Literature, Science and Arts." To carry out this ob- 
ject, the attention and time of each member of the Faculty is required 
and paid for. 

Any honor arising from position in the University is the result of a 
fiiithful discharge of duty in such position. But^ when such position is 
used as a stepping stone to political honors, or ecclesiastical prefer- 
ment, your Board deem that there has been a neglect of duty, and 
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an abuse of poeition; such a ne^Ieci aa^ lach aa abuse ai to injnie, 
the leputation of the TTnivendtj, and serio'usTj to affect its condition. 
We would therefore most earnestly protest against such conduct on (lie 
part of any member of the Faculty of the University, deeming it 
worChy of censure, and if persisted in, of inimediate lemovaL 

As a State Institution, it should be, in the opinion of your Bbaid, 
affied with no distinctive party, and yet it wQl be, if its Professors ai6 
active politicians. 

Prudence would seem to dictate, that one occupying a Professor's 
<diair would forego, as he should, the popular assemblagia, as listeners to 
his opinions. In his situation he may be a partizan and a citissen, and 
enjoy his rights as such. But the nature of his position is such^ thai 
be is not called upon, while occupying it, to discharge those duties, which 

* ill 

he might well discharge, did he not hold it Ambition for office, for 
political or clerical distinction, can never be consistently realized by a 
Professor of the University of Michigan, as such. 

The condition and state of the University, require that the'member^ 
of its Faculty should not be candidates for office, nor public partisan^ 
and also when they become such, their inmiediate resignation or ranjio- 
vaL We are quite sure that the interests of the University have been 
iijjured by neglect of duty on the part of ^m^ of the members of th^ 
Faculty, in endeavoring to aggrandize self; and if there be no other 
way to remedy this evil, we would suggest the passage of an additional 
section to the act of April 8, 1851, checking it at once, by legislation. 

The ^general government of the University is vested in the Board 
of Regents." The immediate government, of the several departments 
is entrusted to the President and the respective Faculties. 

In the list of officers published in the Catalogue, we find a tide, that 
of Chancellor, applied to the President of the University. There is no 
doubt that neither the Constitution nor the Statute provide for the elec- 
tion of any such officer in the University of Michigan. No duties are 
assigned him by either, and at most, it is but an empty name. 

Had the Begents elected such an officer, they would have taken a 
bold 6tep of trespass. In the past^ when this title meant more than it 
does now, the Begents manifested a commendable degree of good senses 
in not electing any one to bear it The present Board of Begtals 
have elected no such offieer, nor have thoy, as a body, conferred aay 
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sach title apon any man oonnected with the Uniyeraitj* As tliey^ 
have already reported to yoo, they Iiave elected a President of the Uni- 
yersity, the present incumbent 

The announcement of his election, as President, was communicated 
to him by authority. But, as we are credibly bformed, the member of 
the Board, Mr. Pakner, who addressed him, added, without authority, 
to P]>BBident, 'ted GhanceUor." He accepted the appointment as made 
known to him. We are also credibly informed that the same member 
of the Board, inaugurated him as President, by authority — and upon 
his own responsibility, as Chaneelhr. 

Under such circumstanoefl, tbere woulvl seem to be a plausible excuse 
for the after-use of the title^ by any one thus addressed and inaugura- 
ted, who was not acquainted with the fact that the Uniyeisity has no 
such officer, and also^ that the Board of Begents have no authority to 
oonfer the title. 

This title assumed, has caused many unpleasant feelings in the minds 
of practical men, and instigated many curious remarks, upon the part of 
the public press. Prejudices have thus been awakened, which did not 
exist before, and the reputation of the University thereby injured. 

There is more of honor than of shame in acknowledging a wrong to 
have been committed ; and but little progress can be made, in the way 
of rectitude, without such acknowledgments, by those who err. 

Your Board of Visitors would, therefore, respectfully suggest tbat the 
Honorable, the Legislature, either grant the Regents power to confer 
this title— or, that it be dropped altogether, as a useless and vain ap- 
pendage, without any detriment to the ability, position, or self-respect 
of the President of the University — ^and with much advantage to the 
University itself. 

The highest officer connected with the University, is the State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction. In the system of education in our 
State — in accordance with &princij)le, long since adopted by Prussia, 
this officer is designed by the Constitution to have a "general supervi- 
sion, not only of Primary Schools, but of* the University, of Colleges, 
Academies, Hi^h Schools, and all other Schools, established, or to be 
established, throughout the State." 
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The loai officere may, indeed, have the immeduite control tfaaraofi 
but to hinii as to the sentinel, placed on guard by the States do the 
people look. For the protection and enhancement of theee intefefit% 
committed to him by law, do they hold him responsible. 

A du3 appreciation of hia position, duties and responsibilitieiB^ we fear 
ia not cherished by those in authority in the University. 

The system of public instruction in the State of Michigao, has but 
Htile afiBoity with that of Prussia. Its nearest rasemblance consists in 
having a State Superintendent, and while this officer is acknowledged 
as the head, there is but little prospect of a nearer assimilation to the 
Prussian system by the State University. 

A neglect of that which iiy to perfect that of which we dreoMf im- 
pain energy, and injures by disuse, that which m%;ht be employed for 
good. 

Tour Board of Visitors would most earnestly recommend that the 
idea of the Constitution, and of the statute law, relating to the Uni- 
versity, be carried out Its present needs dionid be supplied. These, 
well supplied, would strengthen it fixr future growth. The citiaens of 
tha State are content to wait, and witness a slow, easy, and thersfom 
healthy prepress of their University. Such prepress only is provided 
for, and for such alone will they interest themselves. 

To return again to the University proper, thb Board would report the 
Mimralogieal Cabinet^ of which the State may be proud, to be in a flao 
condition, and also the Cabinet of Natural History. 

The Library is well kept ; the room in which it is contained, is how- 
ever, entirely too small for the convenience of the students. 

To remedy this, some measures should be immediately taken. It 
may be proper, in this place to call your attention to the d^isal of 
some plan by which several works, now in the Departments at Lansing, 
may be transferred to the Library of the University, and among these, 
the remaining volumes of " Wilkins' Exploring Expedition," a part of 
which the University possesses. 

The Medicnl Department has been in successful operation. Sinoe the 
last Re[>6rt, the chair made vacant by the removal of Dr. Alleoi hat 
been filled b)r the appointment of Dr. Palmer. 

The numbec of students at thiS'Seasion, is reported at 130. 
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Many taluftble addttioiiB have reoanlly been made to the kuMain of 
tbJs department, both by purchase, mannfactiiTe and donation ; a lists 
of whieh has been Airnished this Board by Prof. Andrews. 

The removal of Prof. J. Adams Allen, M. D., from the ehair of 
^^Thetii^>eaUc8, Materia Medica, and Pathology/' which he had hitherto 
filled with credit to himself, and with honor to the University, has caus- 
ed some injurious reports to be circulated, which an explanation of the 
trae oauiie of removal may perhaps refute. 

Ai» fiur as this Board can determine, personal feeling and prejudice 
contributed to this action of the Regents, and not a want of capacity 
to discharge his duties, on the part of Dr. Allen. 

The Astronomical Apparatus is nearly completed, And it is 
supposed that observations may be commenced by the first of Janu- 
ary, 1855. 

The public ezenaaes of commencement were worthy of our com- 
mendation, and reflect credit upon the graduating dass. No CdHege 
h(HM»^ ezoept diplomas, were awarded on this occasion, al^ongh sev- 
ecal different Boards have recommended the practice to the BegeiitB. 
The present Board would re^eotfuUy adopt the language of former 
Boards upon this point 

The various classes, also, should have prizes to stimulate them to that 
diligence, which a hope of reward, connected with a fear of failing, will 
urge. In the absence of such prizes, allow this Board to make honor- 
able public msntion to you, sir, of the names of the fcSlowmg youi^ 
gentlemen, who^ in their opinion, excelled in their examination: 

In Astronomy — ^Edward P. Clark, Matthew A. Gatea, Alexander 
Mfurtin, and Edwin Willits. 

In Geometry — Samuel Chapel, James H. Wheeler, John Ridiards 
L. H. Irwin, John Barnard, and Wm. H. Hill. 

In Mechanics — John E. Clark, Mr. Packard, Alvin S. Higgms^ and 
Lyster O'Brien.

SuperirUendent of Public Instruction: 

DxAR Sir — The past year has been one of pecaliar trial to the pat- 
iohb and friends of the Albion Female Collegiate Institute and Wesley- 
an Seminaiy. On the 4th of January last^ we lost by fire, one of our 
principal buildings — a valuable and substantia] edifice, forty-^ix feet by 
one hundred, and four stories high, upon which we had an insurance of 
ten thousand dollars, one-half of which was lost by the failure of the 
Franklin Insurance Company. 

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees, held at an early day after 
the fire, arrangements were made for the erection of two large and com- 
modious winiss^ forty-six by eighty feet on the ground, and three stories 
high. One of these wings is already in an advanced state of progress, 
and will be completed and in readiness for occupancy before the end of 
the present Academic year. 

Notwithstanding this gruat embarrassment, the past year has been 
one of great prosperity in both of our Institutions. There have been 
five hundred and fourteen students in attendance during the year. Of 
theee, two hundred and seventy-eight are ladies, and two hundred and 
thirty-six, gentlemen. Ten young ladies graduated at the last Oom- 
menoement) which occurred in July lalt This is a greater number 
than have ever heretofore graduated in any one year since the organic 
zation of the Female CoDegiate Institute. There are twelve young la> 
dies in the Senior class, eighteen in the Middle class, nineteen in the 
Junior class, and two hundred and twenty-nine in the Seminary koA 
Preparatory course. About sixty young ladies have taken lessons' m 
draining and painting, and a large number have received instrtkctbn in'' 
music 
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Ten of our young gentlemen have gone to College in thii and oCher 
Stateiii the majority of them having oonnected themselvei with the 
Univenitj of MichigiQ. 

About fiftj of our young gentlemen, and pretty nearly the same 
number of iadiee» have, during the year, engaged in teaching achooL 

' Aceompaaying thia^ pleaiie find a copy of the revised rules and regu- 
lations for the government of our Institutions. The rules, although 
many of them are unusually striot, are generally observed with great 
uniformity and cheerfulness on the part of students, especially when 
we take into the account the fact that many of them are required to 
give up pernicious habits previously formed. Still, our policy ia, to 
give to students the largest liberty compatible with the maintenance of 
good government where a laige number of students of both sexea aie 
in attendance^ and meet each other in the recitation room, and in the 
general exercises of the school, as they do in our Institution. 

The Faculty consists of five male Professors, with two AssistantSi and 
three female Teachers. 

The real estate owned by the Corporation is worth about twenty-five 
thousand dollars, and the endowment by scholarships, stands at about 
forty thousand dollars^ which yields an annual interest of ton per cent 

As our Reports for former years have been full, and as you will re-, 
oeive a Report from the Stato Committee for the current year, we [ffe- 
fer to have you rely for further information upon competent and disin- 
terested judges.

fitWAMP LAKBB. 

We have receiyed lists of these lands^ amounting to 5,879,811.21 
aeiee. There have been sold during the year 142,938.09 acres. 

In my last Annual Report it was stated that ^ lists and diagiams 
of these lands for the Detroit and Kalamazoo Land Districts, amount- 
ing to 414,484 24-100 acres had been received at this ofSce, ttid that, 
believing it a favorable time to dispose of them, I had given notice of 
sale of them, a part of which were to be oSfored at Port Huron, and 
tibe balance at this office. 

The act of the Legislature of 1851,No. 167, provides that ihe ''Com- 
missioner of the State Land Office shall have the contn^ and snper- 
visbn of the Swamp Lands, and the sale thereof; and shail, as soon aa 
file title vests in the State, cause the same to be sold at public auetion, 
at such times and in mfi^ quantities as he muf tfadnk proper." 

I deemed that 4;he proper construction of this act required action} 
Chat the Commissioner had not the right to refuse to pioceed to sell 
die lands, but that it was his duty to offiMr them at public auction, aa 
soon as the title vested in the State, giving him the power to name the 
time, and to determine the quantity that elioidd be offered for sale upon 
any particular occasion. 

The question was suggested, whednr on receiving the lists and dia- 
grams, the title had become vested in the State. The first section of 
tilie act of Congress, of the twenty-eighth of September, 1850, 
(vol. 9, XJ. S, Statutes at laige, 518,) declared • that ** the whole of those 
Swamp and Overflowed lands, made unfit thereby for cultivation, which 

shall remain unsold at the passage of tins act, shall be, and the same 
are hereby granted to said State." 
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The second section required the Secretary of the Interior to make 
out an accurate list and plats of the lands^ and to transmit them to the 
Governor, and at the request of the Governor, to cause a patent to be 
ifisaed, and on that patent the tiUe should vest in the State, subject to 
the dii^KKal of the Legislature thereof. 

Upon this subject and Other incidental questions' the opinion of the 
Attorney General 'was desired, and upon repeated occasions an fnter- 
▼iew with hhn was sought, at much personal inccHivenience, but vAUh 
out sttcoess. 

Faitii^ to obtain an interview with him, and to get his advice, 6w- 
kig ph>ba!dy to his absence from tibe State, I consulted the Governor 
and the other State oficers, and able attorneys in the State, and particu- 
laaly the Ex- Attorney €feneral, and I received from them, without dz« 
ception, the unanimous opinion, that, by the terms of the first sectioa 
of the Aet of Congress, the title had become completely vested in 1]iq 
•States tend that upon obtaining the lists and plats, so a^ to know the 
pntieiilar descriplkai of the lands whieh the Department at Washings* 
ion had seleeted under Que Act^ k was the duty d the Oommittiokier 
to pfoeeed, and to name a time and determiiie the qtiAn1% that shboli 
be offered for said, and to hold the sale at the earliest reasonable tad 
oenvenient opportumty. 

Thia was undentbod to be the constrnetion put upon it 1^ the Dih 
partment alt Washington, and (his view was corroborated by tlie^(soft» 
fitmefikm put npcm Ihe aefc by the Stote of MisoiaBippi, as well as other 
of the Southern Land States, whidi were made, with this State, ihH)^ 
4ipi/MB of the act. 

I flierefore proceeded to ofier the lands for sale in those two Land 
Districts, in the month of December of last year. 

The Ibts and diagrams of the swamp lands in the Genesee and lev 
nia Land Districts, and the lists of those in the Chippewa Land Dii* 
fiict, with the patents of the major part of the lands in &e Lower 
Peninsula, having been received during the spring and summer by the 
Governor, notice was ^ven as soon as the necessary preparations could 
be made, for the sale of the lands in the counties of Allegan, Bany, 
Eaton, Lapeer, Genesee, Shiawassee, Clinton, Kent, Ionia, Saginaw, Ot- 
tawa, Oceana, Newaygo, Mecosta, Isabella, Midland, Huron and Tui^ 
cola. 
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The General Goyernmenti previous to my giving of the notice for 
the sale of these lands^ at the solicitation of those seeking land grants 
for Railroad purposes, had withdrawn fiom vmkA all the Goveis- 
ment lands in the counties of Genesee, Shiawassee, Clinton, Ionia, Eent^ 
Ottawa, Saginaw, Oceana, Newajgo, MeooaUi, Isabella, Gxadot and Mid- 
land, with the exoeption of a few towns in Oceana. This withdrawal, 
owing to the extensive excitement which previ^led at the time for tlie 
purchase of landa^ gave reason to hope that these lands, or the greater 
portion, would be sold, and at very acceptable prices, and fcff more than 
could be obtained for them upon oirdin^ oecmons.

I was restrained from proceeding to sell the lands by an I^^wiption 
issued.upqn the order of the Hon, S. T..Dou£^as9, Judge of the Circuit 
Court for the county of Wayne, upon an Infonn^on filed on the d|y 
previous (the 17th of July) by the Hon. Wm. Hale, as Attorney Gen- 
eral, and the sales were postponed to the 12th day of September. 

The principal ground assumed in the Information by the Attoirney 
General was, that Patents for these lands, which were to be of^red for 
sale, had not been issued at the time of giving the notice^ and that Pat- 
ents for all of them had not been issued pursuant to the Act of Con- 
gress, at the time of filing the Information, and that, until the Pat^its 
issued, no title vested in the State. This question was deemed of suf- 
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fident ixnpoitance to the people of the State, to justify the expense of 
obtaining the deliboute judicial opinion of the 'distinguished Judge- 
who granted the order for an Injunction. 

A motion was, therefore, made upon the answer of the defendant to 
dissolve the Injunction. It was not considered necessaiy to make a 
critical examini^on of the Patents to ascertain by reference to the 
particular descriptions, whether the Patents receired by the Qovemor 
actually embraced every parcel of the land offered for sale or not;, and 
it was supposed that it would suffice to raise the question, to make the- 
general statement in answer to the allegation contained in the Informa- 
tion, that the Gommissoner, so far as he was able to say, from informa- 
tion and beliel^ believed that Patents for most) if not all of the lands,, 
were duly received, prior to the day fixed for the sale. Upon full ar- 
gument and deliberate consideration, the Court sustained the construc- 
tion put upon the act of Congress by the Attorney General, and held 
that the Commissioner had no authority to sell any of the lands, ex- 
cept those for which the Patents had been issued previous to the giving 
the notice for the sale of them ; and that those lands, if any, for which; 
Patents had been received, subsequent to the giving of the notice of 
sale, could not be sold without proceeding to advertise anew. 

This decision was not rendered until the middle of September. 

The General Government had given notice that the lands withdrawn 
from market would be subject for sale and entry on the 7th day of 
August ^ 

Congress had, upon the first of August| passed what is known as the 
Graduation Law, by which the price of the Government lands in the 
said Counties was reduced to fifty cents an acre, and a considerable 
quantity to one shilling an acre. 

Under these circumstances, it was thought that it would be useless to 
proceed with the sales. 

It will be seen, if the opinion of Judge Douglass shall be sustained, 
that those lands sold in December^ 1858, and previous to the receiving:

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of any of the Pateii^ were sold \rIthoiit anthonty. As those who 
purchased, did so in good faith, it is recommended that the Legislature 
shall, by a special law, ratify the sales.

Sfiir— I luiiRe the honor to aubmit Jto your ExoeUency, in oompliaiios 
wkih the proTkiooa of the law, tho Aiuiual Beports from this Depart- 
ment^ for the years 1863 and 1854» oontaining the abstract from the 
retaums of ihe Commanding Offioeis of Divisions, Brigades, and Divis- 
ionary Ooips of the Active Malitia, together with abstracts from the 
returns of the Clerks of the a^veral cities and townships of the State^ 
(aa far as reeeived,) exhibiting the numercial strength of the enrolled 
MiHtia; also, tabular statements of the amount of ordnance, ordnance 
stores, anbs and aoooatremeiitB, Ac, the property of the State^ depos- 
ited in the United Stotes Anenal, at Dearborn^ and in the State Ar- 
mory in this City, under my care as Quarter-Master GeneroL 

I am gratiied^t being able to state, that the condition of the Active 
HiMtia of the 6tate has been nmch improved within the past two yeauB^ 
and thatthere is a fair prospect (frovidei the Homcrabk^ the LigUUh 
tuft$ toiU hU ffrant th$»ooft required remhnqftie mMUng MilUia 
£aw8j and extend Ub fostering ctsrs oner t&is hraneh of tke jpmUk 
service^ Aat a fbwyeam more will indllidigaa protected by a mili- 
iatj organiaation equal to much dder and larger populaiad Slaiaa,

Even under Uie existing lawia^ if they ooulct be rigidTy enfbrced, In 
Moordanoe with the trae spirit, the present system would be less objec- 
tkMiable; but while aportion of the State does its duty, I regret to add, 
{hat in many localities there is anegleQti)f the law. 

In most localities, AsBessors, Supervisors and Township Clerks, have 
isuled to do what the law requires of them. ^ 

This neglect of ofScial duty on the part of the civil officers, arises 
partly fixMn ^gopr^ice, partj^ftofi kidijifereic^aadpp»tl^fiS>mawil^ 
determination to defeat the laws for the government of the Militia 
system. 

I deem it of the highest importance to the interests of the Militia 
Qfstem, that a revision of Hie existing hw of 1846, with such altera- 
tions and amendments as may be deemed advisable, should take places 
and to effect so desirable an object, that a number of competent com- 
missioned officers, of the diflSdrent grades, be appointed to lay before 
the Honorable tlvB Legislature, such a revised code, for its approval, en- 
actment and protection, as their p^tical experience as military men 
Would recommend. 

And I especially recommend that, the duties of the persons ohaTged 
with the enrollment be plainly and distincdy defined, and that for these 
s^r^ces an adequate compensation be alk>wed, and Aat severe fines and 
penatCies for neglect of such duties, be imposed. 

tf the Militia system is to be recognised as one cf theinstitutkHisof 
(he State, those who volunteer to be soldiers under it, have a r^;lit to 
Semand of the legislative authority such laws as wiH insure a full, 
prompt and faithful execution of all the duties imposed iq)on civil as 
Veil as military officers. 

That it must be so recognized, is indispntableand indispensable. The 
rtd system, by Congress, was established at a time wiisn the popttlatkm 
of the whole United States was no moie than that of theStato of New 
TcNfk is at present Independence from Great Briliaii had just been 
lahieved, the Indians among us were numeroos, warlike and hostile toovr 
]>eopie, and the miHtia system then prescribed by Ooi^;fess, was doubtless 
>the best fbr the ooun^, whid)^M>ttld.havebeendevi9edat tbfltda^^andit 
« believed that it was ftw many years Ikithfiiny ofae^ped 4ttd exeeplsd 
'by^aM tiie States^ besaase they am that Ikeir^sAtyi and saeari^flpEaatly 
depended «poQ it* 
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It recjuiiod ever^ able-bpdied man, between ^i$ Bf^ of IB and 48^ 
io be. always armecf and eguipjpedat hU pwn expense. But the yeij 
ifhpvl and great increase of our populatioo, wealth and strength wjthin 
the thirty and forty years which followed the adoption of the syBteooL 
WfiA^ itappai)9fit thi^ the onerous tax on every man bet^c^n the agee 
of 18 and 45, of arming ai^d equi|^ing himself at his own exx>ena& 
and devoting at least one day to useless parade, was a burden for w^<^ 
there was no compensation fai return ; the system w^fs first neffleqt^ 
then laughed at, and finally its uf^fulness ifas uUerly destroyed. Thirt 
our people should have a military organization, aooompanied by dril], is 
idmitted by all, for upon this is our la«^t reliance for the pr^rvation ct 
order in opposition to combinatioi^ of bad people, who noiur infringie 
upon the rights of persons or property, or in any way use violence in 
opposition to the proper execution of oiM* laws. 

And in the event of a war with finy foreign natioo, it is of the hjig^jecif 
importance that w^e shou^ have ajt our conunand military capacity,ai^ 
cultivation sufficient to guide and coQtroI the masae^ of vdunteers, who 
will always be found ready and eager to flock ^ the stfmdard of ouf 
country. 

If the above views be correct^ how much more is a well orgam|sed 
Militia force needed in this our frowtier State, lying, as it does,, a^Or- 
cent to an important dependency of a great power? 

> 

These considerations induced the Legislature of our State, during 
the year 1846, to abandon a system which had become worse than use- 
' lessy and adopt, (at a cost to the peq>le of infinitely Jess time and mo- 
ney,) one which would enaure all the benefits contemplated by the <^ 

oxganizatign. 

It is, of course, obvious to every person who has given the subject a 
thought, thai the only object contemplated by any Militia oi^ganizatioii| 
is to cultivate and difiuse amoug the people, that knowledge of naili- 
tary matters which, unfortunately. States often need; and I feel confi- 
dent, had the law of this State^ as iq[^ved the 18th of May, 1846^ 
lieen folly tested, it would have appeared that the efvly repeal of the 
Sections, from 1 to 8, of Chapter 14, of said Act, by the act approved 
Manih 6th, 1848, entitled an Act for the repeal of the levying and c(^ 
lining of the Anni}al Tax, for the support of the Volunteer Militia of 
tUa Stat% toot prma(uT$i for inatead of compelling every man between 
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the ages of 18 and 45 to do miliUiy dutj, at a*^y6r7 oonsiderable an- 
aual e^nae, all were relieved from the bardeo, on the payment of the 
smaU sum of twenty-five cents per annum, for th^ support of the Yol* 
nnfteer Militia of this State. 

It is well known that many persons have no taste or IDdng for miK- 
i taiy drills, parades, (be; oa the other handalso, that many have. The 

Act of 1846 required no man to do military duty, except as a matter 
of choice, and this fiict makes it certain, that those who volunteer to 
constitute a poition of uniformed Militia, will enter into the matter 
with spirit^ and so far as the acquirement of military knowledge is con- 
cerned, will secure to the State bf more valuable resources than could 
ever have been attained under the old law. 

But many of those who volunteered to be members of our uniform- 
ed Militia, could not well afford to be at the expense required for the 
fbll observance of the Militia Laws; and, therefore, it was wisely and 
justly enacted, that all persons, who by law of the United States, are 
subject to militaty duty, but who, by our laws, are excused if they pre- 
fer it, shall contribute the small sum of twenfy-five cents yearly, which 
was intended to apply towards a reasonable compensation to those who 
will provide themselves with uniforms, and who actually do duty driO, 
and are disciplined. 

There certainly was nothing unreasonable in that provision, yet there 
were many, and some who knew better, who denounced the 25 cents 
commutation as a burden on those who were required to pay it, and so 
clamorous were they, that within a year after its enactment, and without 
due experiment of the working ot the Act, the repeal of die libove 
quoted Sections took place, and thereby not only destroyed the Volunteer 
or Uniformed Militia, but nearly dissolved the entire Militia organization. 

In connection with this subject I beg leave to refer your Excellency 
to abstract A, }iereunto annexed, to the proceedings of a Military Con- 
vention bf the several volunteer corps in commission, convoked and held 
in this city on the 10th day of October last, in which Convention reso- 
lutions were adopted with reference to the above alluded to repealed 
sections of chapter 14, and also by soliciting the Honorable, the Legis- 
lature, for the entire revision of tlie existing Militia Code, and the le- 
enacting of the repealed commutation tax, or for the adoption ot any 
other, that, by the Honorable Body, may be deemed expedient^ aa the 
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only means of the possibility to sustain the volunteer system — ^as oth- 
erwise we shall have neither an active or volunteer, nor an enrolled 
Hilitia, and the acts of Congress relative to the Militia, as well as those 
of this State on that subject, will thereby be left unfulfilled, if not vio- 
lated. 

. On account of the total neglect by the civil officers of sections 9 and 
10 of chapter 14, of the existing Militia Laws, during this year, I was 
/X)mpelled to take the census for the year 1853, as my guide, and am 
indebted to the Secretary of State for the annexed abstract B^ in the 
appendix; by which it will appear that the male inhabitants in the 
aevesal counties of this State, as reported to the State Department under 
the Census Act of 1853, over the age of 21 and under 45 years, were 
92,160 — ^if therefore these delinquent civil officers, would duly make 
their returns to this office of all the white male inhabitants liable to do 
military duty, from the ages of 19 to 45 inclusive, how much largCT 
would our numerical strength appear? and how many more arms and 
accoutrements would the State be entitled to draw from the General 
Oovemment under the act of Congress of 1808, providing for aiming 
and equipping the whole body of the Militia — where the aggregate of 
the numerical strength, is the criterion for the amount or quota allowed 
^ach State and Territory ? 

I have, during the current year, diligent^ endeavored to collect from 

the disbanded and other companies, all the flint lock muskets I could 

obtain, and with some companies in commission, effected exchanges for 

muskets with percussion locks — ^but as not only the collection and 

iiransportatioo from the interior of the State to this place, but also the 

shipment to any of the United States Arsenals, to which the said flint 

lock muskets may be sent for alteration with percussion locks, are ^ub- 

ject to cash disbursements, no shipment as yet could be made — ^and I 

therefore again re^ectfuUy reiterate the request and the absolute nec^- 

sity ^/or an appropriation,^ and thus to be enabled to send these at 

present useless and unfit for service flint lock muskets, the property of 

the State, to be altered by the General Government by charging the 

State for so doings against and in lieu of the annual quota of arms to 

wbiA the same is entitled. And it is with this view that but few anna 

4uid aocoutrements have been drawn from the General Government on 
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the quota due (as per abstract C,) in order to have an ample amount to 
our credit, to effect so desirable an object 

There is a continued desire in the interior of the State for the fornv^r 
tion of new Artillery Companies, in preference of all other arms; and 
in many instances, changes from Infantry to Artillery oiganizationsaro 

solicited. 

As the value of Artillery arms, of cannons, caissons, swords and 
spare parts, far exceed in value the equipment of any other arms, great ' 
care is required to issue the same but to responsible Companies, and 
that sufficient guarantee and bonds be given; and I therefore so- 
licit legislative enactment and directions, in what way such security is 
to be required, and in what manner it is to be enforced in case of delin- 
quency. 

The recent sale by the State, to the city of Detroit, of the building, 
in part occupied as the State Armory, will make it necessary that an- 
other locality for the occupation of this office, and store rooms^ gun- 
shades, <fec., be provided; authority for the renting of such suitable 
building, at a moderate rent, is solicited, as well as an appropriation 
for the expenses of transportation, and removal of the ordnance, arms 
and accoutrements, asked for. 

I respectfully submit the necessity of appointing a competent officer 
to compile extracts of some of the standard works on tactics and field 
exercises, and particularly Artillery Drill, for the use and instruction of 
the Militia of this State, and also to compile a manual of instruction 
for arras with percussion locks, according to the government system of 
the army — which compilation or work should be printed in a cheap 
form, and either be loaned or sold at a low price to the officers in com- 
mission for their instruction, now so much needed. 

By a resolve of the State of Massac! jusetts, approved April 16th, 
1852, the Adjutant General was authorized to furnish Scott's Infantry 
Tactics to certain officers of the volunteer Militia. The work has been 
furnished agreeable to the resolve, and the wisdom of the act has 
already been proved by the advantages the troops have derived, and 
doubtless still more favorable results will follow. 

In conclusion I b^ leave to state, that it is hoped that the duties 
which have devc^ved upon this office, have been executed in a i&amier 
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ihBl may reoeive the appioTil of your ExceHeiicy, aaod promote Uie 
public inteieet V 

HaTiDg been leoommended for app<Hntmeiit to mj official pootioB 
by a lai^ge number of the officers of the Militia, that I might not dia- 
app(Mnt their reasonable expectations as to improvement in the eharao- 
tex and condition of an institution in which they take so greal an in- 
terest, I have ever felt it incumbent on me to devote my whde time 
and undivided attention to its duties. 

If my endeavors have been instrumental in promoting the public 
welfare^ as connected with a militaiy organizatioB, and introducing any 
useful refcnmsi which will ^vate tbe Militia, and if my efforts to per- 
form faithfuUy my official duties, shall meet the aj^roval of the officers 
of the volunteer Militia and the public, I shall possess Bsa abundant 
aource of continual gratification. ^

That the ritality of the 
Militia of the country is in theuniformedt organised, drSled and equip- 
|iad niiitaiy ompaDifls of citipen. soUbnx, soattered in ie¥«ry city, 
tmim aad riUagw throafhout ^ JandL To them- the ooontiy.. 
looks fyt the prompt resistance ci unexpected iavaim; ibr tha 
officers who^ by their acquired jfamiliarity with military duties, are fit- 
ted to oiganiae and diaciplioe l^e troops which may be summoned to 
uphold the banner of the country in time of y^ta; to suppress mobs 
and ziots^ and. pieserve inviolate the majesty of the law, and 
to keep alive a military spirit, which otherwise would be apt 
to die away, and become extinct during a protracted tiioe of peace. 
That such &steriog care» countenfinoe,aDd support, has been, by sever- 
al of our sister States, extended to the mihtary companies within their 
limits; and its good effect is manifest, not only in the numerous and 
well equipped corps which they contain, but in the prompt and effi- 
dent support which the laws of those States have received, when as- 
sailed by lawless vidence. 

But such, your Committee regret to state, is not the case with Michi- 
gan. Situated as we are on the frontier of the Republic, separated only 
by a nam>w boundary from a powerful nation, with a vast military es- 
tablishment — our population composed of heterogeneous material, and 
fiur from any garrison of the regular army — here^ if any where, it would 
seem that military companies 'should be encouraged and sustained by 
law. That formerly, in this State, a military law existed, under the 
pRyvisions of whidi, if such law had had a fiiir diance to go into opem- 
tion, the mflittuy companiesof the State would have been greatly en- 
eouragedand promoted; but bef<»6 such law had an opportonity to be 
tested, or fiiirly understood, it was repealed. 

That the Slate of Ifichigan contains within its Umits ' oigan« 
iied military cempaniea^ of which are friBy equipped, disciplin- 

ad| andveady fi^iaaaiiediate servioa. That the eaBpeim» of sneh or- 

f 
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ganixations are large and various. In addition to the value of the tima 
wliich every member must necessarQj devote to obtaining a proper 
knowledge of bis duties, and in addition to the expense of his unifemii 
and equipments, all which are and will be, cheerfuDy borne by Uia 
members of the corps here represented, we have each to pay consider- 
,«ble sums for the rent and keeping in order of the rooms necessaij 
for the preservation of our arms and equipments, and for the places of 
drill of the companies. That often it happens that proper accommo- 
dation cannot be obtained without payment of such sums as the com- 
panies cannot afllbrd to pay, in addition to their other necessary dis- 
bursements. That such expenses, we think, should, in justice, be boma 
by the citizens of the State, liable to perform military duty, to bs col- 
lected by means of a poll tax, upon such portion of the population. 
T!hat the legislation of the State, calculated to carry such a measure in- 
to effect, woifld be regarded by the miiitaiy oompanies of the. State, 
^as a proof that their eibrta and saerifl^es^ made and borne Ibr Am 
ganend weHkre, ar# not o f ert o oi t ed or unappreekted by Ate body of 
their Mow-citlt^is, and would be titen by them as an encouragement 
aod incentive togo (m and pMiBOt ^mselfes in tbeif tetyaad <»gaii- 
ittCion.

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NotwitfiBtonding, as stated in the Agent's Beport^ b j rejecting the 
lowest proposah tat fornishing ntions and purchasing provisions at the 
mai^et prioe^ about $1,200.00 has been saved to the State, yet they 
have cost about four cents per day more than in any other year preyi> 
008 to 185S, and the cost of other supplies has advanced in nearly tht 
aameratia 

In this connection the Inspectcms would further state, that on account 
of the increased number of convicts, and the peculiar anaogement of 
the work shopsi it has been foniid secessary to create two additi<Mial 
keeperships, at a salary of $400 per annum, and, as much of the labor 
perfonned by convicts on account of building and repairs, was done 
outnde of the yard, the services of an extra keeper have been required 
to prevent their escape. Hence the expenditure for this purpose has 
exceeded by several hundred dollkrs, that of former yean. 

The contracts now exiBting for convict labor, will expire in the spring 
of 1857, and should the present high prices for Prison supplies con- 
tmue, no material Teduction in the excess of expenditure over income, 
can reasonably be expected until that time, when it is hoped better pri- 
ces may be obtained for labor. 

Advertisements, inviting propQBals for furnishing rations the coming 
year, were published in October last, but as no bid could be obtained 
ibr lees than fifteen and-a-half cents per day, all proposab were again 
rejected, and the Agent directed to purchase supplies in the market A 
good stock of potatoes has already been obtained, and several contracts 
have been entered into for ^mishing the most important artides, on 
terms which give good ground^ to hope that the Prison will be relieved 
ftom any greater expenditure on this account, than was incurred dniiog 
Hie year just dosed. 

On the Both day of November, 1850, the number of convicts in 
tUi Prison was 181. Thwe aive now 346. Thus it will be seen that 
tfiey hav« neariy doubled in four yean; and it is expected that the 
nunber wHl be materially incraased at the dose ef the farioua oont 
terms new in aearion. 

There are only 246 ceHa in tits Prison, and should the number of 

-eoBvicta iMraase as is anticipated, it will become necessaiyto lo^ 

ttiany pf them in the hail oooq>led by the Guards in (he night Mm^ 
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woudd greatly endanger the safety of pereons employed in tihat 
service, inereine chanoes for eecapea^ and cause much ineonvemenoe in 
oti|^«r lespecti. Henoey the immediate neeearity of constrading addi- 
tioiud ceUs must be apparent To complete the Uodt already eon^ 
mmced, aooordii^ to the plan originally adopted^ will require the oon- 
stniction of eighty-two. This number it is confidently believed will 
soon be needed, and, as doubts haye arisen in the minds of the Inspeo- 
tom as weU as the Auditor General, in regard to the authority of law, 
fi>r drawing money on theirceitificates for the purpose of building, the 
Bocurd would respeetfiilly leoommend that a special appropriation be 
made for this purpose. 

The cells constructed during the year just closed, hare cost about 
fifly dollars eaeh, exclusive of conyiot labor employed thereeiiy and it is 
thought that- the entire block may be oom|4eted at about the same 
rate. 

When the block of cells in the West wing of the Prison is fimshed, 
BO more can be built until the East wing is erected. In view of ike 
increaang population of our State, and the probability that crime will 
keep pace therewith, the necessity of early preparation for this work 
must be apparent. 

Believing that our present statutory provisions for the punishment of 
persons convicted of murder, has become the settled policy of the State 
and seeing no good reasons why this policy should be abandoned or 
materially changed, the Inspectors have felt great anxiety to perfect 
such arrangements as would secure the full and complete execution of 
the law in this regard. 

As stated in our last Annual Report, an act was passed by the Leg- 
iaUtme of 1852 i^)propriating $5,000.00 for building a separate Piia- 
on, in which to confine this dass oi offenders, and authorising the la- 
specton to adopt a plan, and proceed to build thereon* 

Sudi a Prison should be constructed with the most substntial pate- 
riak, and in a nuomwcakulated to resist all attempts to escape. The 
sum appropriated was deemed entirely insufficient to aceompiiih il» 
puspose intended, unless a mneh greater niunber of convicts were em- 
ployed on the work than could be obtained at any time during the last 
two years without doing great injustice to contractors, and an entire 
abandonment of improvements of a pressing nature. Nothing waa

The kw ebohabiog capitfd punidmienl in this Stata^ took efiSscton 

the 2d day of Maroh^ 1847, since which time, a period'of nenrly e%ht 

yean, fifteen persons have been convicted of murder, and sentenced for 

•life to solitary confinement Jit hard labor in the State Ptiaon. The ai- 

ffangements of the Prison are in no way calailatad for enforciDg the 

sentence of the law in tiiis rogiud, without greatly endangering the 

/health and lives of the convicts. In all cases theiefore, where it has , 

. been deemed safe, the Inspectors, prompted by feelings of hmnaiHt^, 

and acting under a reaokition adopted April 2d, 1849, by the L^isla- 

tore, have from time to time directed that these convicts be taken from 

their cells and employed a$ others. Eleven of the fiifteen have been 

' so employed. While in the shops during the day time, they are se- 

i cated by heavy iron shackles, and placed under the direct surveilance 

of competent keepers, and at night are securely locked in their cells. 

The Board are aware that many good and valid objections are raised 
'to this pmctice, and when suitable arrangements are made'fjr confining 
ihis class of convicts in their cells, without st^jectmg them to the to^ 
tuies of a lingering death, th^y liope to see it aboKshed. 

The I^sician reports that there have been two hundred and twelve

A choir, composed wholly of conyicte, meet ev^ry SabbaUi mofning 
in the Chapel, for the purpose of leMrning sacred music, and have made 
great improveibent This choir perlbrms the singing dormg pahlic 
worship. During the exercises of the Sabbath, mnch interest has been 
manifested by the conyicts, and their conduct on such occasions has 
been unifonnly good. 

The cells ha^e been supplied with Bibles, and books from the libmy 
haye been regularly distributed twice a week. 

The one hundred dollars appropriated for the pundiase of books has 
been expended every yeyr for thatpurpose^ This sam is noi aoffieient 
to supply the necessary books for the use of the conyicts. It is beliey- 
ed that the sum of two hundred dd]ar% jndicioasly expended annually 
for this purpose, would besufiieieot to supfdy aH the oonyiete with the 
nepessaiy reading malter and meaiyi of tnstraoticm.

> We deem it proper, before dosing this report^ to make some brief allu- 
sion to the death, during the past season, of the lamented Q<en. Crary, 
of MarshaH, who at the time of his decease, was an efficient member oi 
atoB Board. Cut down suddenly in the prime of manhood, the matu- 
rity of his mtellecf^ and in the midst of eminent usefulness, his loss was 
most deeply felt in the community in which he resided, and oyer the 
entire Stste^ which was indebted to him for futhful and distinguialied 
seryioes, both in her own Legislature and in the Congress of the nation. 
But nowhere was his loss more keenly felt and deplored, than in this 
Ini^Btiition. He brought all his talents and ripe experience to bear 
upon the diBchargeof his duties as Inspector of the Prison, and horn 
his ini connection with i<^ down to his last sickness, he kbored faith- 
fully and unmterruptedly, in harmonious co-operation with the other 
officers of the Institution, to promote the health and comfort, the phys- 
ical and moral well-being and improyement of the conyiotei as well as 
aH the iateiestB of the Prison. 
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As an honest and upright man — ^as a £uthful and devoted public aer- 
'vant — as a lover and promoter of the interests of the whole country, 
we» in c(»nixion vrith the entire communityt lament his premature te- 
jbotbI. But it was in the quiet walks of private Ufe^ far removed ttam 
the din of politics and the contentions oi faction, that Gen. Cnuy was 
best known, and where his excellent^ qualities more manifestly appeared. 
There his virtues shone in their richest lustre, and attracted to him 
many friends, whose hearts became knit to his, in indissoluble ineodBhip. 
To those who knew him thus, who were accustomed to meet him fi^ 
quently and informally, amid the peaceful scenes ef his beloved home^^ 
where all disguise and restraint were banished ; where the true man and 
the warm hearted friend stood disclosed to view; to such, his death 
will seem to be i^ot only a public calamity, but the disruption of the 
tenderest and most sacred ties. And in dosing tibis short reference to 
the death of our friend and associate, being fully persuaded of his strict 
integrity, his sterling moral worth, and of the eminent services he nor 
tiered bis adopted State, in every capacity in which she saw fit to em- 
ploy bis talents, as well wishers of the State we can but ezpiess the 
hope that she may be blessed and honored by other pidiUe mm, m) 
able, enlightened, honest and diamterested, who shaU labor as truly for 
the promotion of her interests, and with as little referaaee to pesKmal 
elevation and aggrandizement, as he did, over whose untimely fall we

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Upon the receipt oi your certificate to the Auditor Geoeral, thab 
$1000 of the appropriation for building a solitary prison, made by the 
Legislature at their last session, was required, that officer drew his war- 
rant on the State Treasurer for the amount, payable to my order. The 
money has been received, and is included in the total amount drawn 
from the State Treasniy, as before stated. Of that sum |581 25 has 
been paid out for materialsi which are now on hand, and is included in 
the amount expended for building and repairs. The balanoe, being 
$418 75, is now in my hands. 

The remaining portion of the sum disbursed on account of buildmg 
and repairs, has been expended in the following manner: 

For labor and materials used in finishing up the new block of oelk 
juflt completed, the sum of $1,068 38. For the purchase of a foroe 
pump and fixtures, of largest dass, together with lead pipe for conduct- 
ing wattt to reeerFoir, $250 00. And for general npaiM abcHit tiie 
shops and other buildings in the yard, also for repajring and [wunting 
State buildings outside of the yard, $1,608 21. 

Since the estabhahment of this Prison, up to the oommenoemeDt of 
liie present year, the provisions for feeding the contictB, have been ftir- 
nished by contract^ at prices varying from six and-a-half to nine and 
a-fourth cents per ration ; the latter being the amount paid dtning ib» 
previous year. Adverttsements were published lor proposals to furmsh 
them the preset year, but no bids could be obtained at less than eleven 
and-a-half cents per ratioif. This was believed to be a higher rate than 
should be paid ; consequently, under a resolution adopted by your Board, 
declining all proposals, I proceeded to purchase supplies as they were 
, needed from time to time, and in this manner provisions have been ob- 
tained during the year. The result of the experiment is as follows :

79,974 rations have been dealt out during the year. Thus it 
be seen that notwithstanding the very high prices at which all kii 
of proTisions have ranged, by declining to contract at the lowest bid 
offered, there has been saved to the Stato the sum of, $1,199 61 

Upon assuming the duties of Agent, I learned that for several yean 
previous, the Prison slops had been disposed of by contract at from 
fifty to sixty dollars per annum. At that time the contract was held 
by one of the officers of the Prison. Believing this to be objectionable, 
that the consideration paid was entirely too low, and that an arrange- 
ment might be made in this regard which would subserve the intenst of 
the State, I early in the fall of 1858 canceled the contract and pur- 
chased the stock of swine on hand for the sum of $119,00. There 
has since been paid for swine and feed $64,11, making the whole ex- 
pense incurred since that time, on this account, $168,11. During the 
same period there has been sold from the swine pen and used for sup- 
plying the Prison, pork of the value of $286,42, and the e^ock now od 
l\aiid cannot be valued less than $170,00 ; showing by the operatiott a 
clear profit to the Stoto o( $288,31. 

I also found in coming here that it had long been the practice for 
various officer^ to conduct visitors about the Prison, and receive the 
fees, without being held directly responsible therefor, but were allowed 
to choose their own time and manner to account for the same. It was nt 
once apparent that however honest and trust-worthy, persons employed 
in this service might be, such a loose manner of transacting business 
would very likely lead to daily mistakes and errors for which no one 
could be held accountable; and if disposed to be dishonest, a laige 
amount of petty pilfering might be practiced without the possibility of 
detection. That anything of the lattor kind has occurred here, I should 
be extremely loth to believe. I immediately set about devising some 

5 
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plan to ooiract this state of things, and finally adopted a system ci 
checks by the use of tickets. Since then the income from this souroe 
has greatly increased, so that during the year just closed it haa reached 
the sum of 9719,87, being about three times the amount realized from 
1Mb aooroe in any one year previous to 1853. 

No epidemic or sickness of a general character has prevailed in the 
Prison, and the general health of the convicts has been good throughout 
the year. For details in relation to the Hospital Department^ I refer 
you to the report of the Physician. 

toT information concerning the moral and religious condition of 
the convicts I also refer you to the Chaplain^s report 

The foregoing, gentlemen, is believed to embrace all the material facte 
^ich the law makes it my duty to report to your Board; I cannotf 
however, close this report without bearing testimony to the general good 
copduct and efficiency of the subordinate officers of the Prison. The 
duties of each are arduous and responsible, and yet, in most cases, they 
hfl^ve been discharged with promptness and fidelity. I take pleasure 
aJso^ in again tendering to you my sincere thanks for the kind and cour- 
tebus treatment ever received at your hands, and for your constant aid 
and assistance in the discharge of my duties.

QxnTijBMXN — ^It 1)6001X168 my duty to make the aiia\Lal report of the 
Mflitaiy condition of the Priaon, for the year juat ended. 

The tranaactiona of the hoapital department will he found embodied 
in the annexed table^ which contains all the facte required to be set 
forth. 

The year just ended, although we have paseed the ordeal of the ehoJr 
era, diarrhoea and dysentery in an epidemic form, which hare scattered 
death over many parts of our State, has been one of unexampled free- 
dom from serious disease and 4^ftth. Sporadic cases of diarrhcea and 
dysentery will always be more or less frequent in an institution like 
this, owing to the depraved constitutions which are found here, and to 
the eoane diet adopted. In the months of July and August, they a»- 
snmed an epidemic form, during which time more than two-thirds of 
tbe convicts were attacked with one or the other form of this disease, 
but from the attention given to the first development of the symptoms, 
they were promptly arrested, and no deaths have resulted ftom these 
diseaaes; for which happy result, I have to record the active . co-opexa- 
tion of all the officers of the Prison. During the prevalence of the 
isxeessive hot wither of the past Ewn^mer, and the attendaot drouth, 
jouch suffeiing was caused from th^ want of proper ,'ifentilation in the 
xqbUs, aiMi it is to^ be hoped^hat jball future.additiont^ to the n^oxf^ber ^f 
cells, or in the solitary confinem^ pris^xi, this matter will be properly 
car^d for.. 

There have been three deaths in the Institution the past year. The 
first occurred in May, of ^Phthisis Pulmonalis," in a young man of 
twenty — ^the disease was hereditary. The next in July, of ''continued 
fever;" age about fifty. This case had been for a long time in cbse 
confinement, in consequence of violent insanity. The third in August 
of ** Typhoid Fever," age about 80. 
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There have occurred during the past year, two caeee of mental de- 
rangement among the convicts, which have readily yielded to treatment; 
besides which, there are at present three caws of pennanent insaaitj 
for want of suitable arrangeipents for their , appropriate treatment, 
nothing has been done for their restoration, and they should be trans- 
ferred to a suitable Asylum, as soon as one is provided. 

Tho greater number of oonviota, wkh the consequent increase of hos- 
pital patients, calls for a like increase of hospital facilities. The sick, 
for the most part, have been kept in the cells or in the hall ; necessity 
will soon demand their separation, and for this purpose, a safe and' ap- 
propriate room is required. Another matter which will demand yotbr 
cbnsi^eration, is the proper disposition of the infirm convicts; made so 
by ^e or disease. There are thirteen such now in prison. • Seven were 
of this class at the beginning of the year, three have become so, four 
have been admitted during the year, and one has died. In tibie returns 
for work during the year, this number shows as an entire loss to the 
State, although some of them have been able to do light work 8<»iie 
portions of the time, such as the manufacture of buckets and quilts for 
the cells. They cannot be kept in close confinement in the cells, they 
do' not require hospital treatment, nor should they have the liberty of 
the haQ or yard. As the number increases, it becomes a queaticm of 
moment, what shall be done with them, that tjhey suffer no injury, and 
the State be benefited. The present contractors do not want them, mot 
are they able to be put on the contracts; but if some %ht work oovdd 
be furnished under proper restrictions, they would cease to be a tax on 
the resources of the Prison, and at the same time have an 0|^MMrtiiiiity 
to recover health and strength. 

I cannot dose this report without acknowledging my indebtodiMai 
to the Agent and his deputy, and the officers of the PfisQiij for ike 
kind manner in which they have aided nie iik the ptomotioii <dt tib 
health and bodily comfort of the oontictB.

BEPORT of the Trustees of the Michigan^ AByfauas. 

t 

To the Letjislaiure of the State of Michignn: 

The Trustees of the Michigan Asylums submit the following report: 
Their first duty was to ascertain what were the views of the Legisla- 
ture in the acts and appropriations relating to the proposed Asylums for 
the Insane, and f<»r the Deaf and Dumb, and the Blind ; what the con- 
dition of the fund applicable to the purposes in view, and what the ac- 
tion taken by the first Board of Trustees. 

It appeared that two money appropriations had been made by the 
Legislature, out of the general fund, viz: April 2, 1850, one of five 
thousand dollars, to be jised in the construction of the Asylums and for 
other necessary expenses, and February 15, 1853, one of twenty three 
thousand dollars ; of which latter appropriition, according to the terms 
of the act, twenty thousand dollars "may be used from time to timet, 
as shall become necessary in the construction of buildings for the Asy- 
lum for the Insane, and three thousand dollars for the Asylum for the 
Deaf and Dumb and the Bhnd, and for other necessary expenses attend- 
ing the same.' ' These sums were made payable on warrants to be dravm 
by the Clerk and approved by the President of the Board, and coun- 
teisigned by the Auditor General 

1 
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By aeotion 3 of the last named act, it was made the duty jof tike 
Board to adopt plans for the building of said Asylums, and to advertise 
for proposals for the building of such parts thereof and fumiahing the 
same, as can conveniently be built and finished under the appropriations 
made, and within the sums donated, and to make contracts vrith such 
bidders as in the opinion of the Board shall make proposals best oondii- 
dve to the interests of the State. These contracts they are required to 
deposit with the Auditor^ General, and to ^le with him accounts and 
vouchers for the money drawn ftom the Asylum ftind. 

It also appeared that donations had been made by the chizGna of 
Kalamazoo, in addition to ten acres of land, amounting to the sum cf 
one thousand three hundred and eighty dollars; and by the ciusena of 
Flinty in addition to the ten acres of land donated by T. B, W. Stock- 
ton, Esq^ and ten acres donated by the Farmers' and Mechanics' Bank 
of Michigan, of three thousand one hundred and twenty-nine doDan^ 
most of which sums were payable in labor and materials iof building. 

The Board fully concurred in the judicious course pursued by the 
first Board of Trustees, in the purchase of one hundred and sixty acres 
of land near Kalamazoo, to be used as the site and for the purposes of 
the Hospital for the Insane, in lieu of the the ten acres originally d(»ia^ 
ted, and in accordance with the provisions of -the act, the latter trad 
was ofiered for sale, and a sale effected for the sum of one thousand 
two hundred and eighty dollars, being a full equivalent for the sum paid 
for the one hundred and sixty acres, the title to which was secured and 
recorded. 

The late Board also presented to the Legislature plans of two of the 
most approved Institutions for the Insane in the United States, but with- 
out any specific recommendation. The several plans of Institutiona 
for this purpose, and also for Deaf Mutes, and for the Blind, differ so 
widely, and are in general so deficient in many improvements, deemed 
by the enlightened experience of the present age important to be in- 
troduced into new institutions, that the Board experienced great difficn^ 
ty in arriving at such conclusions in regard to the plans to be adopted 
as the best interests of the State and of humanity seemed to require at 
their hands. It became necessary th^t one or more of their memben 
should visit some of the Eastern Asylums, with a view of obtaining the 
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beet information and coDecting the necessary data which should govern 
the Board in proceeding to construct Asylums in this State. Accor" 
dingly, Mr. Kellogg, who had heen appointed by the Board to superintend 
the erections for the Insane at Kalamazoo, was deputed to visit some 
of the best Eastern Institutions, with such aid from Mr. Hubbard as 
he should deem important; and Mr. Walker was deputed to visit th^ 
InBtituti<»is at New York and Connecticut, for the Deaf, Dumb and 
the Blind. No pains have been spared which in the opinion of the 
Board could assist them in obtaining the very best data on these d^- 
eult subjects, the results of which will now be laid bef(»e you. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE ASYLUM FOR THE DEAF 
AND DUMB AND THE BLIND. 

The ezp^ment of brii^ng together in the same Institution, the 
deaf mutes and the blind, has been faifly tried in Europe^ at weQ aa.in 
aeyeral instances m this country. It is believed to be the almost unan- 
imous testiroony of those who have had the opp<Htunity of testing the 
question, that no advantage results, except what may . accrue from the 
economy of having one Superintendent and one building, where the 
number is small. On the other hand, it is the nearly universal testinio- 
ny that these unfortunate classes derive little, if any benefit, from the 
aasociation, that they are averse to each others society, and that )t is a 
bar to their improvement We believe it to be the moot enlightened 
policy to entirely separate them, indistinct Institutions^ governed by sep- 
arate heads. Snch, we have no doubt, will be the eventual policy of this 
State. This separation may not be required for some years, and your 
Tnifitees had no choice on this subject, the law of the State requiring 
the two classes to be conj<Hned. 

It became necessary, therefore, to obtain the services c^a Superinten- 
dent, who had experience in the instmction of both dasses, and such 
we are happy to state, has been found, in the person of B. M. 
Fay, A. M., a gentleman who was for several years teacher in the In* 
Btitution for the deaf and dumb of New York, under Dr. Peet, and moie 
recently in the State Institution for the blind in Indiana. 

In making an appointment thus early, of a Principal of the Instita- 
ttttion for the deaf and dumb, and the blind, of this State, the Trustees 
were governed by the consideration, that the best interest of the State 
as well as the spirit of the law, under which the Institution la created. 
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demanded as prompt JEU^tioa aa could be taken, to afford the means of 
instruction to that unfortunate portion of our population^ — already to be 
counted by hundreds— who are shut out bj the act of Provide loe from 
the enjoyment of the ordinary means of education, which our State 
affords to all her hearing and seeing children. It appears by tlie late 
census of the State, that, in the Counties reported, there are two hun- 
dred and six deaf and dumb^ and one hundred and seventy six blind 
pBFBons. From eight Counties no reports are received, and there is 
reason to suppose, from experience heretofore, and elsewhere, that the 
actual number of these unfortunates is not fully ascertained. The pro- 
portion of deaf mutes to the population in the United States, has 
been ascertained to be about one to every two thousand. Assuming this 
to be the ptopoition here, the tinmber of deaf mutes in Micfaigaii (with 
a population of more than a hidf a million,) would not be £v 8h4Mi of 
two hundred and sixty. The number imported by 4he eeinus of 18<iO, 
was one hundred and ninety-four, and of blind, one bimdred and twen- 
ty-five. It will therefore be safe to presiuoe that we have of the former 
class, at least two hundred and fifty, and of the latter one hundred and 
tnnety. 

The Institution contemplated by the orgamc law, is not^ like that of 
th^ Insane, a curative establishment, but a school for instrttciion, in 
such branches of mental culture, and such kinds of trades fmd busineaB 
as may fit the recipients to maintain themselves^ where they shall have 
passed from the care of the State. The object sought does not i^niie 
a large preliminary expenditure in building, and it was deemed impor- 
tant not to delay the care which the State had determioed to bestow, 
until a large and costly edifice could be* erected. 

In view of these facts, and aware also of thedday which attends the 
opening of an institution of the kind, and the i^uctance of many per. 
son' to the removal of their unfortunate children from the parmital 
roof, the Trustees deemed it^ advisable to open a school as soon as pos- 
sible, in a suitable building hired for the purpose. It was also anticipated 
that in this way a large number of pupils would be ready when the 
Asylum building should be completed. It has been found furthermore, 
by experience in other States, that much difficulty and delay occur in 
making known, in the proper quarters, the provision which the State 
has made for this portion of her population. 
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In accordance with these views, notices were published in the several 
county papers, and a circular was issued and forwarded to each postmas- 
ter and supervisor throughout the State, giving notice, that the Institu- 
tion for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind would be 
opened for the admission of pupils on the fir^t of February last A 
convenient private edifice was hired, in the village of Flint; Mr. Fay 
arrived in January, eighteen hundied and fifty four, and commenced hig 
services as Principal, Mrs. Fay acting as Matron. 

Mr. Fay*s Report, appended heretoi, will exhibit the success thus far 
met with, and contains some important suggestions which are worthy of 
consideration. Nineteen Deaf Mutes and four Blind, have received Ihe^ 
care of the State, and the numiber is likely to increase rapidly. In the ' 
appendix will aUo be found a Statement 6f the Expenses of the lastitu- ' 
lion, both for Edncational and Building purposes. The total amount 6f 
the former, including salaries of Principal and Matron to January, 1855 
Kent of Buildings, Furniture, Books an!d Slates, and everything necessa- 
ry for School and Boarding establishmenta, is two thousaDd four hun- 
dred and five dollars and eighity-one ceiits; from which is to be deduct- 
ed one hundred and twenty dollars received for tuition. 

TxmfB OF ADiAtssroN^ 
A section of thd kct passed by the Legislature, Apffl B, 1849, {>ro- 
.yides that '^ the Trustees shall be the judges of the ability of the candi- 
date for adtnission to defray his or her expenses, and shall require the 
" piarent or guardian, in idl cases, to pay the necessary expenses, where 
they possess the ability; otherwise, the same to be def^yed out of the 
Asylum Funds." 

In accordance with the above Statute, the Trustees require those who 
expect to be supported out of the TNinds, to present a certificate of their 
inability from the supervisor of thd towiiship in which they respectively 
reside. Such applicants are required to furnish their own clothing, and 
defray their traveling expenses. 

Paying pupils are required to pay the sum of sixty dollars per an- 
num, semi-annually in advance, and give security for punctual payment 
Candidates are required to be under thirty years of age, of sound 
mind, and susceptible of intellectual culture, free from infectious disease, 
and of good moral character. 
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The amount thus requived to be paid by the paying pupils is some- 
what leas than the cost of board and tuition. This was thought advi- 
sable, since the price is equally low in other State institutions, and it 
was deemed to be the duty of the State not to suffer any of this ciass 
of her citizens to go elsewhere for the instruction which ^hey might re- 
oeive within our own borders. It is strongly recommended bj the 
principals of most of the State institutions, a recommendation which 
18 warmly concurred in by Mr. Fay, that admission be made 
feoe to all This is not left to the determination of the trustees. It 
wUi be seen that out of the twenty-three pupils in our State Institution, 
oidy four are paying pupils, and the amount required for those being 
▼ery small, (one hundred and twenty doUan being thus &r received,) it 
may be wise to consider how far a just State pride, in opening the door 
freely to all, without discrimination, will prove a fair set off against the 
little advantage to the funds which may be expected under the present 
regulation* 

ASYLUM BUUJ>IKCMS. 

In deciding upon the plan for the erections contemplated by the 
wAot 1853, much difficulty occurred owing to the proposed union of 
the deaf mutes and the blind in <m6 Institution. Each of theflie dtm- 
es of unfortunates requires entirely different provisions for their treat- 
meot and education. The plan adopted by the New York Instituticm 
fof the deaf and dumb, now in prqgreas of erection, seemed to offer tb^ 
bfMt ^tm for such an instiution as our Stiite requii^, and a plan sim- 
ilar to this in general structure, has been adopted, but modified and 
reduced in detail Its advantages are, that it may be adapted tempo- 
rarily at least, to both objects, and beiog in nearly detached portions, 
one portion may be completed and occupied while the remainder is in 
progress. This building when finished, is expected to accommodate 
£iom three hundred to three hundred and fifty pupils. Plans of this 
edifice are submitted with the report. It consists of partially de- 
tached structures, intended for the various purposes of school rooms 
exercise and work rooms, dining rooms, dormitories, and the rooms of 
the Principal, oflScers of the Institution, and kitchen and domestic 
offices. It covers a ground of two hundred feet in width, by two hun- 
dred and forty in depth, including several open areas, and is fifty-six feet 
height The entire cost is estimated at one hundred thousand dollare. 
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The rear or school wing of the edifice only, has been oommeiioedy 
, and this it is designed to appropriate, during the temporarj ueoeesitT^^ 
until the other parts of the whole structure are completed, by umng the 
basement for culinary and domestic purposes; the first floor for the res- 
idence* of the Principal and his family and assistants, for library, re- 
oeiring roomsj <fec. The second floor for school rooma, and the third 
fl<xxr for a lecture room, chapel and sleeping rooms for the pupils. But 
Iktie alteration of this building will be required to adapt it to the ulti- 
mate purpose designed, when the whole shall have been com^/eted. 

The erection of this building was commenced in June last, and lua 
progressed as far as the appropriation' would warrant The aven^ 
height of the walls as they now stand, is about twenty-four feet The 
height^ when completed, will be fifty-four feet, to tha evvs. The 
amount expended in buildings, and for materials on hand, so &r as the 
bub are dosed, is six thousand five hundred and forty doUais. The de- 
tails of this expenditure are exhibited in the appendix. The estimated 
amount required to complete thi« wing for present occupation, is about, 
eighteen thousand dollars. 

It is important that this building should be ready for occupation by 
November next, as the premises now occupied are rented until the 
twenty-third of that month only, and are inadequate to our purpose. 

FUROHAfiK OF SITB. 

For the site and use of the Asylum for the Deaf Mutes, and the Blind 
T. B. W. Stockton, Esq., of Flint, had donated ten acres, and the Far^ 
mers' and Mechanics' Bank of Detroit, ten acres more, making twenty 
acres of Umd, pleasantly situated, adjoining die vUlage. The tmct waft 
found, however, to be divided by the &ie of tlie Port Huron and Lsk^ 
Michigan or Korthern Rail Road, which, there is a roaaonablb proepect 
will soon be constructed. The present Board deemed it advisable that 
tlie land belonging to the Institution should not be divided by a Bail 
Boed. It was also found to be absolutely necessary^ to obtain the ad- 
vantage of an ample supply of pure water, and the tract owned by the 
State, thougt extending to the bank of a fine living stream, did not in- 
dude any part of it They accordingly entered into a negotiation with 
the Farmers' and Mechanics' B^nk, which resulted in the exchange or 
sale to the Bank of ninej and thirty-nine on$ hundredth acres, lying on 
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the north eide of the Rail Road line, for an equal number of acres lying 
on the Boath eide, and adjoining land already owned by the State as 
Asylum land, on the west; and in addition purchased of said bank thir- 
Uen vskAfofty-fivs hundredth acres, at the rate of fifly dollars per acre. 
Thd new land, thus acquired, includes a portion of Schwarz's Creek, 
where there is sntficient fall to constitute a water power, conveniently 
aitmited, and atnple for the puiposes of the Institution, and it affords a 
]ocation for die immediate site of the buildings, much better adapted 
ihftn any on the land previously donated. The present site is coverad 
wMi a fine grove of the original forest, enough of which should be suf- 
fer^ to remaitt to add shelter and beauty to the situation, and afiford de- 
sifable ¥nilk8 and drives, through grounds ornamented by nature, more 
highly, useAiUy ftocL cheaply, than oould be accomplished by art The 
ground now belonging to the Institution embraces thirty-three and for- 
ty^fiVe handredth acres, which is not more than is required; of which 
abont eleven aeres are in a deared condition, ready to be used for the 
farming and garden purposes of the Institution. 

ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE. 

Of evblhig Institiitiona for the Insane in the United States, that es* 
tablished at Trenton, New Jersey, a plan of which was submitted by 
t)te late Boards is probacy the best adapted, in its general features, to 
the wants of this State; but the present Board came to the con* 
cMsion that none of the existing Institudocis combine aU the improve- 
ments which are important to be adopted. It further seemed to them 
advisable to seoure the enrly appointment of the Medical Sup^nten- 
dent, in order that the building might be erected so far under his super- 
viBion as to seeore his approbation when completed. The frequent and 
expen^ve repairs of Institutions, erected without such supervision, led 
them to look upoivdus as a matter of the greatest economy. Many 
of the Asylums of the United States were erected according to plans 
ftimished by afvlnteets only, or by Trustees without practkud medical 
experience, and when supposed to be finished, have been found so ill 
arranged and defedive as to c^l for very large additional expenditures^ 
before &e building could be used. 

Acting upon thede suggestions, the Board, in January last, tendered 
the post of Medical Superintendent of the Michigan Hospital for tho 
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Insane, to'lir. John P. Gray, acting Superintendent of tbe Kew York 
State Asylum, at Utica. The appointment was accepted by Dr. Gray, 
conditionally ; the cx)ndition being that a satisfactory salary should be 
fixed, and commence from the time he should enter upon the duties 
proper, of Medical Superintendent and Principal — after completion of 
the necessary buildings for reception of patients. Dr. Gray agreed ^ 
meanwhile, to devote so much of his time and attention to the build- 
ings and fixtures as should be important, at a compensation not exceed* 
ing eight hundred dollars per annum, for his services and expenses. . 
All the plans have been submitted to Dr. Gray, Ivith whom an active 
correspondence has been had, and he has several times visited the State 
in furtherance of the interests in view. The plans which under his vaf • 
uable suggestions were adopted, have been put into the hands of A'. 
Jordon, Esq., Architect at Detroit, for the proper architectural details, 
and wiil be presented to the Legislature for inspectfon and approval, 
together with drawings of the elevation. It is confidently believed 
that no Institution of the kind, in any country,! better combines sdl the 
neceeaary accommodations and conveniences, with economy of constrac- 
tioQ, which the service and skill of modem times has suggested. 

PLAN OF THE RUILDINGS. 

Id order that the plans which we submit may be better approdat^, 
the Board deem it appropriate to refer to a series of propositions rela- 
tive to the construction and arrangement of Hospitals for the Insane^,, 
which w<UFe unanimously adopted by the ^ The Association of Medi- 
cal Si^poriotendiapts of Ameriean Institutions for the Insane,'' at a meei^ 
ing hdd in Philadelphia, May 1851, and which are appended to this 
repprt. 

The principles laid down in those "^ propositions" are fully carried out 
in th* planQ adopted, with the addition, it is believed^, of isome impor* 
taixtiQ^KavemcycLts, No pains have been spared, either bj t^e Bo^ 
or by Dr. Gray, in arriving at the most just conduBions; and although' 
this hfls occasioQed some delay and expense, it ia believed no conise 
could have been so judicious. 

The buili^i:^ consists of a centre and six winga. It has a front of. 
seven hundred feet, and with the two end wings, which are at right an^ 
g^ to,tt}e«qthen, has an entire length of about one thousand feet; the 
whole being designed to accomuKKlate two hundred and fifty patient

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whidbb number mBj be iticreased to two hundred and sizty-eighfL It is 
to be of brick, with basement of stone, aQd the whole maj be stuccoed 
in imitation of stone work. The centre building is of three atones, and 
is designed for the offices only. First floor contains reception parioFB, 
libraries^ apothecary^s room, offices, &c. Second floor (to which there 
'is a private entrance,) residence of Superintendent; third floor, apait- 
meola for officers. The basement contains store rooms and kitchen for 
officers. An air flue passes through the centre under the basement. 

The wings are of two stories, each fifl»en feet in height They are 
dengned to accommodate eight classes of each sex. The basemrato 
are used for air-ducts only ; all service rooms are in the cross wings, 
which aie three stories in height. Each of these wings, except the two 
-end oaes^ are parallel to the others, but set back a sufficient distance to 
command windows at each end, which serve to light the corridors, or 
halls; instead of a window at one end only, as is the case with Asylums 
generally. As, for the sake of greater economy, the corridors have 
reoms on each side, this additional large window helps greatly to re- 
move the objectionable feature of a long, gloomy halL In addition to 
thifl^ a new feature is added, by forming a large recess, or bay, midway 
in the hall, well lighted, and which will serve as a sitting room for the 
.patients. 

A building, to serve as a Chapel on the first floor, with kitchen offi- 
ces below, is arranged immediately in the rear of the centre building. — 
This feature (which is also new,) is considered an important improve- 
ment, since it dispenses with servants' rooms in the main edifice, and 
the Chapel, instead of being (as is usual,) in an upper story, is brought 
to the level of the first floor, being connected by a corridor with the 
main edifice. The patients are thus enabled to enter the Ohi^>ei with- 
out having to pass through other wards than their own. It also allows 
the Chapel room to be of any desired height Connected ' with the 
Chapel is a clock and bell tower, for properly regulating the work-hours 
of those connected with the establishment 

Two infirmaries are also contemplated, in detached buildings, but 
connected by covered corridors with the male and female wards. This 
feature eniibles the sick to be removed and properly cared for, without 
the wards, where the physicians can visit them fi^uenily, and in the 
nigfa^ if neoeaiary, without disturUng the house; where tiie intj 91 
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maj be visited^ and, if advisable, nursed bj friends ; where tlie dying 
<3aa be administered to, and the dead removed without unnecessary ob- 
aervation; and where isolation can be effected in contagious or infec- 
tiauB diseases. 

Another feature of great importance is the arrangement of the wing 
connections, by brick walls with iron doors, in such a manner as com- 
pletely to shut off communication between the wards in case of fire. 
The stories are divided by brick arches thrown from iron girders, laid 
with aleepen above, to receive the floor, and the ceilings plastered be- 
low in the usual manner, thus isolating each story, and rendering the 
building completely fire proof. 

The style adopted for the architectural details is Italir.n. It is plain 
but unique in character, and sufficiently relieved by agreeable detail to 
please the eye and excite cheerful sentiment*. The prison-like aspect 
«o often given to public buUdings of this nature, is particularly objec- 
iiouaUe in the case of the insane, whose imaginations are easily exci- 
ted by the objects surrounding them, and daily presented to thetr view. 

CHARACTXR of 8ITI. 

The aitoseleoted for the buildings is near the north end of the Asy- 
lum tracts and about one mile removed from the village. In order bet- 
ter to aooommodate the buildings to the nature of the ground, it was 
found advisable to poichase a small pieoe of land adjoining the tract . 
oooiittiwg of seven and seventy<eiz hundredth aores^ which was done at 
a oofltof five hundred and twenty-five dollars: making the whole num- 
ber of aorea now appropriated to the Aaylum purposes, one hundred 
atxl aixty-seven and seventy-six hundredths acres. Most of this land is^ 
finely timbered with the original growth of oak, hickory and other trees 
wluch fortunately had been allowed tostand ; thus permitting the very great 
advantage of preserving such as may be necessary for the most conveni- 
ent laying out and adornment of the grounds. It is designed to pre- 
serve about fifty acres in groves and woodland immediately about the 
buildings, to be tastefully laid out in walks and drives, and its natural 
beauties enhanced by art. The ground in rear of the buildings is of 
broken character, and falls, by a series of ravines, clothed with timber, 
about eighty feet to the valley below; through which flows a small but 
rapid atream of pure water. This stream is capable of supplying the

requisite large amount of water for the u^e of the Ajsyluio, while the 
elevation gives everj facility lor drainage. 

The situation is sufficiently elevated above the village of Kalamazoo^ 
to bring the buildings in view from that place, and also from the Mich- 
igan Central Rail Road which croaees a comer of the tract. The view 
obtained from the windows of the Asylum will be very pleasing, em- 
bracing a fine and well settled country, traversed by the Kalamazoo> 
river and its tributaries. Probably few situations in the United States, 
which have been selected for similar purposes, equal this in natural 
beauty and advantages. 

WARMING AND VENTILATION. 

Arrangements have been made with Joseph JSTason, Esq., of New 
York, to furnish and put up steam engine, boilers, pipes and other appara- 
tus, for a system ot forced ventilation. This subject has received the 
careful attention of the Board, and they have become satisfied that no 
other method is so capable of performing the necessary part of warm- 
ing and ventilating so large an establishment 

It is now generally conceded, that the old methods of heating by 
furnaces are exceedingly defective and incompetent, while they afford 
far too little means of keeping the rooms constantly supplied with pure 
.air. 

Warming and ventilating should go on together. MecSto should b*^ 
provided for expefling the foul air, to the same extent as the fresh air 
is admitted. ^ Without this, no system of warming is either ecoBomicai 
or perfect Examination and inquiry have oonfirmed ike fact^ that the 
ordinary system of making the ventilation depend upon the sponteoe- 
0U8 action of warm air currents, has failed ta give satisfiicitbry resiiks iik 
all sanitary institutions. In the plan proposed, this double object is e^ 
fected, by means of a fan or blower, worked by steam, by whieh fteek 
air is blown into the air ducts, passing in its way over iron pl«tes or 
pipes heated by steam, and thence distributed over the whole building, 
by ample fiues; while the contaminated air 'of the rooms is carried <^ 
by means of large ventilating fines, passing up into the attic, and ter- 
minating at a common point in the cupolas. This apparatus will be-

capable of discharging into the ducts leading to the building, sixty 
thousand cubic feet of air per minute. It will operate to force in either 
warm air or cold ; preserving at all seasons, from the coldest to the most

•vrarm and sUgnant weather, throughout the buildings, a supplj of per- 
fectly pure air, at the desired temperature, more than equal to the con* 
sumption of every individual 

In this arrangement, the boilers are placed in a building, separated 
by a distance of several hundred feet from the buildings occupied bj 
' tiie patients. Thus all danger from fire or explosion will be avoided^ 
'«nd fire will scarcely, if ever, be needed in any part of the Asyhim. 
The buildings have been planned with reference to the use of this ap- 
paratus, the cost of which will be about twenty-duree thousand doUaia. 
It is proposed ti light the Asylum with gas, manu&otared on Ihe 
premieRBs, in a small detached building. 

PROGRBSS OF THE BUILDING. 

The erection of the centre portion of the main building was com- 
menced as early as was practicable, last spring. A favorable contract 
was entered into with Mr. Tobias Jolinso% an experienced builder, for 
t he mason work, and he Jias proceeded dilligently and faithfully with &e 
work, until the means were exhausted. 

A statement of the amount of appropriation expended, and the objects 
to which it has been applied, will be found in the appendix. The 
amount thus expended is seventeen thousand four hundred and eighty- 
seven dollars, and forty-five cents. The small balance remaining will 
not be more than is required to meet outstanding contracts for materials. 
A considerable amount of these materials is on hand, and there are con- 
tRicts partially fulfilled, for bricks and other materials, to be delivered 
during the winter. About eight hundred dollar sis also due contractors, 
for per centage, retained according to the law. 

The walls of the basement, and of the first and second stories of the 
centre building, and about four feet of the third story had been laid 
up, when the work was brought to a stop, early in September. It 
was hoped that the entire walls of the centre building could be comple- 
ted and roofed in. This was found impossible, with the means at our 
disposal, but the work done, has been rendered secure against the 
winter in the best manner practicable. 

COST. 

The Board have not arrived at a very close estimate of the ultimate 
cost of the Asylum buildings and fixtures, which at this time is hardly 
possible; but they have reason to suppose the entire expense wil fall lit- 
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ik, if any,Bhort of two hundred ihouMnd dMan, And thii nm tkey 
are unanimoudy of opinion, is not lai|;er than ie required, to make snob 
provision for the care of her insane, as the true interest of the State 
demands. As our State is new to this ckss of expenditure, and there 
are probably few of her citizens who are familiar with Institutkma of the 
kind proposed, the Board feel called upon to state some of the reasons 
upon which they have based this estimate, and demand so conaideraUe 
an appropriation. 

It should be borne in mind that an Institution for the Insane, ia not 
one of custody merely, but of cure. Insanity is a disease as curable as 
any other acute disease of equal severity, if taken in its early atagsBs. 
Under the modem enlightened system of management, by far the ]ar> 
ger number of cases^ under such circumstances, are recoverable. The 
statistics of Asylums in the United States show, that of recent case^ 
from eighty to ninety per cent are discharged, cured, or greatly im- 
proved ; of chronic cases about thirty per cent Few of these cases 
probably would have been cured, had the patients been subjected to the 
old methods T>f confinement, or even the ordinary treatment of friendfl^ 
and of physicians, out*"of a curative Asylum. When, therefore, we 
consider the fearful nature of this disease, and its resulta, if suffered to 
pass without the treatment necessary for restoration, and the number of 
cases which are of recent origin in our population, it seems the part of 
a wise and humane State policy, and one of the noblest of all paUic 
charities, to make the most ample provision possible for all her unfortn- 
nate insane. No facility should be left unappUed, nor expense spaied^ 
which is known to be conducive to so important an end. 

Of the States which compose this Union, twenty-seven have estab- 
lished Asylums for the Insane. These differ much in size, cost and va- 
riety of a^ocHnmodations. Some of the States have found it necessaiy 
to erect several Massachusetts has six; New York, five; Pennsylvania, 
four; Ohio, three. We subjoin a statement of the cost of a few of the 
best of these Institutions :

It is now almost univerisally conceded that not lesa than two hnndred 
and fifty patients, nor more than three hundred, is the number which 

can be beet accommodated in one Institution. These are genemlly di- 

» 

▼ided into eight classes, of each sex, each of which should have ' sepa- 
Tat« balb azid suits of apartments, as they cannot, as a rule, be allowed 
to coBAort together. It is not thought advisable to have more than two 
atoriea occupied by patients. This arrangement makes necessary three 
or more wings on each side of the centre building, of two stories 
lieigbt each, besides the basement In addition, is required a Chapel,. 
indrruirieay kitchen offices, gas works, engines for supplying water, and 
boUers^ engine and apparatus for a thorough system of warming and 
Teotilation, besides a great number of siiialler but costly fixtures. 

From a too rigid economy, and from want of proper attention to the 
numerous details, or the erection under incompetent persons, expensive 
alterations have been found necessary, in many of the Asylums in the 
United States, which, in some cases, have equalled the original ooet of 
the buikling. A large part of the actual cost of tiie building might thuB 
liave been Baved, had the subject been duly considered in the outset 
Many of these Asylums were completed in several parts, at different 
times, and on different plans ; of course, at an enhanced cost, besides de> 
■troyiog unity of plan, and heated and ventillated afterwards, at a oortof 
from five thousand to fifty thousand dollars. 
I It appears by the returns of the late census, that there are four hun- 
dred and twenty-six insane or idiotic persons reported in this State. Aa 
c«eh returns are known to be generally bek>w the mark, it may ba safely 
awumed, that there is one insane person for every one thousand of pop- 
vlation. Some of the States have one to every six hundred ; others^ one 
to every fifteen hundred. This calculation would make the number of 
insane in this State to be not less than five hundred. The greater part 
of these are undoubtedly proper subjects of State care, and of cure, nei- 
ther age nor social position interposing any bar. ' ' 

It will thus be seen, that if the Asylum were now oompleted| it would 
itiU be inadequate to the wants of the State. How nuiny of these nn-

. foifiiiviteB wo^ld be brought to the State InBtatution, we have no means 
of knowing, but that every ward would soon be filled, we have good reft- 
aon to Buppoee. Many insane from this State are now in the care of In- 
fltitutions in other States, and many more would be under such care if i 
VQI6 possible to obtain it. But these Institutions are everywhere full, 
and in some of them no amount of compensation will procure admimoii 
for a patient out of the State in which they are situated. The demand, 
then^ is most uigent, to carry on and complete the Asylum without de- 
lay. 

We esteem it to be the duty, as well as interest of the 8tate» to 
make the most immediate and ample provision in its power, for all iti 
insane, who are not in a condition to reside in private families, without 
distinction of nativity or social position. No insane person should be 
left to the care of a county house for paupers, still less of a jail, as is the 
case with many at present No good results to such, from the treatment 
they are likely to meet with in such places, and the moral eflfect upon 
themselves, as well as those with whom they come in contact in such 
situations, is as bad as can well be imagined. 

It may be asked, whether a portion of the buildings may not be 
completed and occupied by patients, while the remainder is in progrea. 
We answer that there are important objections. What portion shall be 
first completed and occupied ? The centre building is intended for the 
office?, and residence of Superintendent and assistants, and' is not at 
all designed for the reception of crazy people. The proper care of the 
insane makes necessary a eertain classification, aceording to mental con- 
dition, and the several wards are constructed with reference to fliis 
classification. Every part of the house is designed for treatment of in- 
sanity in some of its stages or phases, and no part can be dispensed witll. 
Thus, the extreme winsjs are for the violent, who require to be as far 
as possible removed from the quiet patients, and so on. Moreover, the 
male and female patients must be in widely separate ward^ and "the 
building and grounds must accord with this principle of seclusion, the 
power of an Institution for the cure of insanity resides in a great degree 
in its facilities for this perfect classification, and with only a portion 
completed this cannot be efiected. The object^ therefore, of early open- 
ing the Institution cannot be realized, by completing and occupying a 
part only. Agam, supposing a portion of the building adapted to thfe 
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inunediate oocupatioD, subsequent changeB in construction, by departure 
^ firom the plans, besides the increased cost, may defeat tbe original 
thought contained in the plan. Furthermorei the erection of additions 
must always be attended with danger; accidents occur, and suicides; 
the attention of officers and attendants is diverted from the channel of 
' duty ; proper discipline cannot be maintained, and upon this the com- 
fort and success of the Institution most generally depend. In a word^ 
to open a part of the building, the dBcem must commence under the 
most adverse and unfortunate circumstances. The result is, they aie 
disheartened, the Institution is unsuccessftil in operation, and the pu)^ 
confidence is not gained. Even a good workman can do but little with 
poor tools. 

Again, to conduct an InatitutioD, a certnn amount of materid and 
personnel is required, whether there are few or many to care for; con- 
sequently the avercjge cost per patient would be less with a sufficiently 
large number, than witii a portion of the house in operation. An In- 
, stitution with a small number would be a heavy public duuge, while 
one with a large number would be self-supportiog; or at least, with the 
requisite number for good classification and cure, the best means could 
be afibrded, at less cost, than the mere custody where the number is 
small. 

A patient olten has to pass through ereiy class, before the enre is 
finally effected. By effecting cures-— which is the object soughlr— not 
only is suffering relieved, but the public is relieved from a great bur- 
then. Placed under favorable circumstances for recovery, a case often 
ceases, in a few months, to be a public chai^ that otherwise would be 
one for life. The want of this early and judicious treatment, fills our 
county houses with the incurable insane. The object ci Asylums is de- 
feated by the want of the proper facilities for treatment It is a mista- 
ken political economy which cheapens the ingredients of moral medi- 
cme^ wh^ success depends upon the quality. It may be laid down as 
a principle, that there is no such thing as a just and proper curative or 
ameliorating treatment of the Insane, in cheaply constructed and cheap- 
ly managed institutions. The simple erection of a building would be 
a small matter. The erection of an Institution, which, in every part of 
its structure, looks to the cure of this worst of human maladies, is of 
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▼eiy great unportanoe, sad can neither be rery cheapZj nor easily 

■ 

acoomplished. 

Tba troiteea fhrtber zequest the atteation of ih0 I^efiaiatoie to fhe 
law wliidi limita %h» oampeiisation of the Superintandent to eight hun- 
dred dollaio. ThiB aalarj ia fiv too anall to aecare the servicea of a 
Snpeiintendeiit who isreaUy qualified, by superior medical knowledge, 
and by ihoae high acquiroments and quaUtiea whioh ao important a po- 
gitioiidenands. He is not oidy the chief phyaioiaii, but tbechief man- 
ager of the Inatitiition. Few poaaeaa these varied qualitiefl^ /md these 
few caaalways ocHnmand the highest prioe for their servicea* It ia not 
too much to say, that the succeis of tbe*Institution,ina very great de- 
gree, depends upon the Medical Superintendent — as diat of a schod 
upon its teacher. Similar Institutions elsewhere pay the Superinten- 
tondent salaries of from fifteen hundred dollars to four thousand dol- 
lars per annuum. We can haidly hope to secure the best talent and 
aervioes short of at least, the medium price paid elsewhere, say two 
Jbonsand dollars per annum. The Board recommend, in regard to all 
our a^luma, and the empbyeea attached to them, the moat liberal pol- 
icy, as the best and the cheapest That pai8im<Hiy cannot be too 
strongly objected to, which diminishes the pay of those to whom such 
important trusts are committed, to the loss of the best services, and the 
dimiButionof the influ^ioe and success of the State Institutions. 

The State of Michigan, though a child in age, is not one In its resour- 
ces. Build, then. Asylums for its manho<:)d. So build them, that they 
may be handed down to posterity, not as pauper houses, but as Hospitals 
and Asylums, fitted with all that experience has devised, for the care 
and cure of all its unfortunate children. Let a just State pride uige us 
to make the very best provision for our Insane, and our Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind, that can be procured with the aid of modem science and experi- 
ence. Such institutions, the Board believe, the State wiD have^ if these 
suggestions are met in such a spirit of benevolent liberality as will ena- 
ble us to complete the structures designed, according to the plans. For 
this purpose, the trustees unanimously ask from the State an appropria- 
tion of one hundred and seventy-Qve thousand dollars, for continuing and 
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KMBpletiiig tbe Afljfaimfixr ike Inwie^ aad one bundled fliouiaiid dot 
Im» forbnilduigi and othar aocwoify egpenaee of the Latitatioii for dM 
Dm£, MxOw, and the Hind.

GsjrriAMEN — In conformity with a requeBt from jour honomUe 
k>ard, the following report is respectfully submitted: 

COMMENCSHXNT OF THE FIRST SBSSIOtf. 

Having received from you the appointment of Principal of the 
iich^^an Asylum for the Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb^ and of 
be Blind, I resigned my office in the Indiana Institute for the Blind, 
m, the 1st of January last, and came immediately to Michigan, to enter 
ijKxn the duties to which you had called me. 

A building capable as it was supposed, of acoonmiodating all who 
who would ask for admission the first year, had abeady been rented in 
ihe YiQage of Flint Your Secretary at once called a meeting of the 
Board, and, as you are aware, advertisements and drculan were issued, 
giving notice to parents, guardians and friends of Deaf Mutes, and of 
the Blind, that the Asylum would be open for the reception of puptb, 
on the fii8t oi the following February. 

In the meantime, we proceeded to fit up our rented building, with 
the furniture necessary for the occupancy of its expected inmates, and 
took measures for procuring books, slates, and other apparatus needed 
in the process of instruction. 

On the sixth of February, our first pupil was admitted. Others, gen- 
erally one at a time, and far between, followed, until the eighteenth of 

April, when we numbered twelve pupils — eleven Deaf and Dumb^ and 

one Blind. Their names, ages and places of residence, will be found 

appended to this report. 
It yrill be observed that more than two months elapsed, between the 

admission of the first and the twelfth pupiL This is, perhaps, a neces. 

sary evil, in commencing a new Institution, and it greatly retarded the 

progress of instruction. Had all been of the same mental capacity — 
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whkb was&r from being the ceao it would hare been in Tain, to in - 
itniot an in the same ebfls. Indeed, it was found befisre one montii 
had ehqwed, that our pQ}»]fl, though few in number, must Ibnn two 
chMee; and before the end of two months, owing to the difference in 
tiiaa'ftf adttioicnij and' dijfaMDc^ of mental capaciify there ^ail mif&A 
a third daw; buffer lack of teaAen^ we Ind but two dasses during 
the tenn. 

There are other evils incidental to the oommencement of all institu- 
tions, of this land. There are at first no buildings especialiy adapted 
to the purpose. The house we occupied is a noble mansion, and accom- 
modated us as well as any building possibly coulj, which had 1)een de- 
ngned only for a family residence. But m buildings erected expresaiy 
for'sucn an institution, we have school rooms to be Used for no ofisr 
purpose ; a cl^pel ioi reli^ous exeixiisee ; study rboxiis for tbe males toA 
feinales respectively, where they may aissemble in the evening and at 
otner times when not in school, io acquire their lessons; a dining room, 
wash room, store rooms, and other rooms for cidim^ purposes, geneiiiDy 
in uie basemenil so that the domestic department is separated from sQ 
the other departments; dormitories, to be occupied exclusively as such; 
rooms for the reception of visitors, for the Principal and his family, and 
for the use of the teachers. 

But when the school room is also a sitting room and a chapel ; when 
the dining room and kitchen must be common for the fhmily, the teach- 
ers, the pupils, and the domestics; when nearly all the other rooms in 
the house are Mled with as niany beds as .they will contain ; add to this 
that the deaf and dumb, and the blind are in the same institution, and 
none will doubt that to prevent confusion and disorder, to have all tb 
their appropriate places, and attending to their appropriate dtities, is s 
difficult undertaking, but one which all similar institutions are obliged 
to encounter at the outset 

. Another difficulty, which will be obviated in futme, is that in the be- 
ginning of such an enterprise, there are no pupils islready partially edu- 
cated, at the institution, to whom the newly entered may look for en- 
couragement and example ; from whom they may readily acquire the 
use of conversational signs; with whom they may hold pleasant social 
intercourse, and derive much practical information. 
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Some baving no definite idea of the object for wbieh they are broagbt 
to the instituiion, subjected to rules and reguhUions entirely new to 
them, having been accustomed to few restramts at home, and seeing no ' 
others of like infirmity who have aheady made progress in learning, it 
is not strange if they become somewhat discouraged, and incKned to 
doubt whether this kind of life will result greatly to their advantage. 

PROGRESS 01* THB PUPILS. 

But notwithstanding these obstacles anddifSculties, most of our pupik 
have been contented and happy, and have made rapid progress in the 
school xoom. Although none of the deaf and dumb, when they first 
came to the Asylum, knew the name of a single object, or the meaning 
of a single word, and most of them could not form the letters of the 
alphabet, yet when the term closed on the last Wednesday of July, the 
first class, having been under instruction less than six months, had gone 
over and reviewed one hundred and forty-five lessons of Dr. Peet's 
•Course of ^fnstruction, part first:" 

Had acquired a knowledge of several hundred words, and were able 
to construct sentences dictated to them ^y signs, embracing nouns, sin- 
gular and plural, adjectives in most frequent use, verbs in thQ present, 
past, and future tenses, pronouns, prepositions, the articles, the conjuno-,^ 
tion and, the present and past partciples, and a few adverbs : 

Had acquired a knowledge of numbers, in figures and words from 
one to one hundred : 

They had gone over and reviewed seven sections of Dr. Peet's 
"Scripture Lessons" : 

They wrote a neat and legible hand, with crayons on the slate^ and 
were somewhat accustomed to the use of the pen. 

The second class was composed of those who entered, vnth the ex- 
ception of one pupil, later than the others; some of them two weeks, 
some four, and one two months later. Not commencing together, they 
were of very unequal attainments, during the whole term ; those enter- 
ing latest having made but sm^ progress. Some of them were too 
young to accomplish much at first, and some were of inferior mental 

'capacity. 

Their average time of instruction was about four months, at the dose 

of the term some of them had gone over and reviewed seventy lessons 

of Dr. Peet's "Couree of Instruction, part firstj" and were able to con 
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struct Bentenooe, dictated to them by signs, embracing nouns, singular 
and plural, adjectiyes in most frequent use, verbs in the present tense, 
and a few adverbs: 

Had acquired aknowledge of numbers, in figures and words from 
one to twenty: 

Had gone over and reviewed the first section of Dr. Feet's Scripture 
Lessons. 

They wrote legibly with crayons on the slate, and some of them could 
write with a pen. 

The first class was taught by the Principal, the second by the Miatron. 

The blind pupil soon learned to distinguish the letters of the Alpha- 
bet, by the sense of touch, and proceeded to read words and sentences. 
At the close of the term, having been under instruction five months^ 
ahe had read through and reviewed, ^BUnd Man's First Book ;" ^Child's 
Manual;" The Life of Philip Melancihon;" "The Harvy Boys;" and 
the "Book of Psalms." These books are printed in raised letters for the 
use of the blind. 

She was also taught History, Geography, Arithmetic, and Spelling, 
and attended every day to Miscellaneous reading. She was instructed 
by the Matron, for the most part out of regular school hours. 

GSKBRAL BOUTIKE. 

Our daily routine is as follows: Rise at six; breakfast at seven; com 
mance school at nine; dine at half past twelve; in school again at half 
past one, and out at four; supper at six; at half past six commence 
evening studies; the younger pupils to their beds at half past eight, 
and all at half past nine. 

The time out of School in the morning and afternoon, the boys 
spend in playing ball, pitching quoits, and other similar games ; or in 
doing such chores as are appointed them about the ^tablishment On 
Saturday afternoon, there being no school, the older boys are permited 
to seek recreation and amusement, away from the grounds of the Asy- 
lum. 

The older girls devote the morning to such house work as the Ma- 
tron may assign them ; after school they are engaged in sewing, em- 
broidering, etc., and in walking; the little girls at their childish sports. 
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It iB exceedingly desirable that both the mutes and blind, should 
bAve constant employment All their waking hours should be filled 
up with study, work or play. The moment they have nothing to do, 
they are sure to be discontented or engaged in some mischief. Nor is this 
trait peculiar to these unfortunate classes, but applies more or less to 
all children and young persons, and to older ones also. But while we 
liave no mechanical trades established, it is quite difficult to keep our 
pupils employed. When our Asylum buildings shall be erected, it is 
lioped that we shall have work shops, in which the pupils may spend 
most of their time out of school, in acquiring some useful trade or 
handicraft, and thus, not only be preserved from the misery of idleness 
wWle at thef Institution, but be able in part and some of them entirely, 
to support themselves after they shafl have finished their education. 
In similar imstitutions in other States, the deaf and dumb are employ- 
ed in cabinet-making, shoe-making, tailoring, printing and book-bind- 
ing. 

The blind manufacture baskets, brooms, brushes, chair-bottoms, etc. 
We have no facilities at present for these manual occupations, nor 
would it be wise to establish them on our rented preniises. 

Our school for the mutes is opened each morning with religious ex- 
ercises, consisting of an exposition of a passage of scripture accompa- 
nied by prayer, in the language of signs. 

The blind pupils attend daily worship with the family of the Prin- 
«pal. 

Twice on the Sabbath, when in health, and the weather will admit of 
it> the blind pupils attend church in the village. 

For the deaf and dumb, religious services, conducted in the sign 
language, are held at the Asylum on Sabbath morning. In the after- 
noon they attend church in the village, and though no sound of prayer 
or praise, or sacred truth can reach them, yet they may be favorably 
impressed with the sacredness of the place, and the view of a worehip- 
ping assembly ; and the habit thus formed may be of service to them in 
after life, securing them from a vicious mode of spending the Sabbath, 
entitling them to the respect of the community and self respect. 

The Principal and Matron reside in the Institution. This is essen- 
tial^ "not only to teach, but to regulate and govern its whole internal 
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nmchineiy, and to see that attention is paid to the wants of all its m- 
matea. Without such persona constantly in the midst of the pupflv 
who are able to converse with them fredj by signs, to solve their diffi- 
enlties, to restrain their waywardness, to remove their discouragements^ 
to regulate their habits, to]maintain propriety of conduct among them 
at all times and in all places, ^ confusion run mad,'' would soon be 
the result Uneducated mutes, although they be nearly grown up, are 
generally in their thoughts and feelings much like children of a few 
years of age, and]need almost as much attention and as much restraint.'^ 

TIUB FBXSSHT SXfl8I0N. 

Our present session commenced on the first Wednesday of October. 
It is supposed that two of the pupils of the first term will n^t return. 
One, a young man twenty-six years of age, left the Asylum last spring, 
assigning as a reason, that his services were needed at home. Anoth- 
er, twenty-two years of age, who had always been accustomed to an 
active, out door life, thought the confinement of the school room, inju- 
rious to his health, and became somewhat discouraged. These two 
have not, and probably will not return. 

Eighteen new applications for admission the present term have been 
received. Of these, three were rejected because under eight years of 
age. Of the remaining fifteen, only nine have yet arrived at the Asy- 
lum. If the others come, our rented buildings will be crowded to their 
utmost extent. Hence the absolute necessity of having our new edi- 
fice completed and ready for occupancy at the opening of our new ses- 
sion, on the first Wednesday of October, next From the number who 
have already applied for admission, and others heard from, who intend 
to apply next year, we may rationally conclude that M^e shall then have 
a large accession of numbers. They cannot be contained in our pree- 
ert buildings, nor in any other that can be rented in this town. 

Benajah Nordyke, who, at your meeting in last July, was appointed 
assistant teacher, accepted the appointment^ and has entered upon his 
duties in the Asylum. He is himself a mute; has been under instruc- 
tions about seven years in the Indiana Institution for the deaf and dumb, 
and is well recommended by the Superintendent of that Institution. 
He is a young man of a very amiable disposition, of virtuous habits, and 
I trust will make a successful teacher. He resides in the Asylum. 
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Tbe class taught by the Principal dunng the first tent, he gliH con- 
tinues io teach. The new pupils have thus far been classed with those 
taught by the Matron during the first term, and are under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. Nordyke. The Matron now teaches the Blind pupils dur- 
ing i^gular school hours. 

AGE 07 ADMISSIOir* 

Your Board have adopted a regulation limiting the age of candidates 

• 

for admission, to eight years. This is perhaps a wise regulation as ap- 
plicable to the Blind; but it is respectfully suggested whether it would 
not be far better for the Deaf and Dumb to wait untO they are ten, or 
even twelve years of age, before they are admitted to the Asylum. 
You have not yet decided how long shall be their course of instruc- 
tioQ. lui other States they are allowed to remain six, and in some,.^ 
seven years. Could they, as do their more fortunate hearing and 
speaking brothers and sisters, attend schod sixteen or eighteen years, it 
would be w^l for them to commence even younger than the age of 
eig^. But as they can remain only six or seven years, it is highly im- 
piHtaot that these should be the best years of theiy life, for receiving an 
education. It is believed that most of those who have had experience 
in teaching Deaf Mutes, will concur in the opinion, that the period? 
fvpm twelve to eighteen or nineteen, as a general rule, is that in which 
they derive the greatest advantages of instruction. They certainly have 
not, at the age of eight, either physical or mental maturity to make 
the most of their advantages. Says Mr. Turner, of Hartford — " the 
Legislature of Massachusetts directed that all its beneficiaries should be 
at least twelve years of age. This regulation continued for some* 
years, until through the influence of some peculiar circumstances, it was 
changed to eight years — a change which time has shown to be preju- 
dicial both to the interests of the Institution, and to the pupils them- 
selves." It is hoped you will deem this subject worthy your attention, 
previous to the opening of another session. 

DBAF MUTES AND THE BUND, IK THE SAMS INSTITUTION. 

The policy of uniting Deaf Mutes and the Blind in the same Insti- 
tntkiD, is que^oned by some, and approved by others. There is but 
little similarity between the Mutes and the Blind, unless it be, that they 
«re equally unfortunate, and equally entitled to State patronage. The- 
modes of instruction for ieach class respectively, are totally unlike; they 
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xsaimot OQOupj the same aqhool room, aor attend the same religious ex- 
'eiciaefi; they cannot hold communication with each other, except to a 
very limited extent ; they ought not to play together, nor eat at the 
same table. They must, however, when united in the same Institution, 
oocupy the same buildings, and the grounds about the establishment be 
common to both. The inevitable result is, that they are always in one 
another's way. Virginia, North Carolina and Louisiana, have estab- 
lished Institutions on this plan. 

New England, New York, Pennsylvania, Georgia, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and Wisconsin, have separate 
institutions for each class ; and the Superintendents, Professors and 
Teachers, connected with these latter, are known, many of them, to have 
expressed strong disapprobation of the plan of union. Says one of 
them, ^uch a union is a most unnatural connection. There can be no 
communion between the two classes of persons, ^he deaf cannot hear 
what the blind say, nor the blind see the signs which the deaf and damb 
make. It would be much more reasonable to place either of these 
•classes in schools for speaking and seeing persons. This union of 
schools, which was commenced in Europe, both Principals and Teach- 
ers, now, after seeing the practical working of the plan, with one voice 
unite in condemning as injurious, unwise and impolitic.** 

But the Legislature of Michigan has directed that tlie two classes be 
^educated together, and to this we must conform, until they shall direct 
otherwise. 

FRBE ADMISSION. 

I desire to call the attention of your Board, to a resolution passed by 
^ the Third Convention of American Instructors of the Deaf and 
Dumb, held at Columbus, Ohio," a little more than a year ago. It is 
as follows: 

Resolved, That it is desirable that the education of all Deaf Mutes 
should be without charge, no distinction of pay and State pupils being 
made. 

To which was offered the following amendment : 

jResolvedj That the Trustees of Institutions for Uie Deaf and Dumb, 
in the United States, be respectfully requested to urge upon the several 
Legislatures, the adoption of legal provisions to secure this end. 

The resolution, as amended, was unanimously adopted. 
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When it is considered that this Convention was composed of forty 
instructors, representing institutions in widely remote parts of the coun- 
try ; that most of them have had long experience in the work ; tkat 
among them were Peet, of the New York institution, and Turner, of 
the American Asylum, who have been devoted to the cause for more • 
than a quarter of a century, it must be conceded that their opinions 
should have some weight. 

As the law now exists in this State, parents of pecuniary inability, 
are required to present a certificate of their poverty, before their child- 
ren can enjoy the benefits of the Asyium. This law in its practical 
operation will exclude many of the unfortunate mutes and the blind 
from the advantages of an education. Some parents who are really in 
indigent circumstances are too sensitive and have too much self-respect 
to swear that they are paupers ; and rather than do it, will consign their 
duldren to hopeless ignorance and degradation. Another, who if the 
truth were known, is able to bear the expense, feels no delicacy at all 
on the subject, and obtains the required certificate. His neighbor, not 
more wealthy, but more conscientious, seeing what has been done, is 
irritated, and will not bring his child to the Asylum, though able to 
furnish the means for an education. Others regard, it as being taxed 
twice over; taxed to support a State institution, and then required to 
pay for the benefit received from it. For these. and other reasons, the 
inooibe to the Asylum from this source, will always be small, while 
many unfortunate children will be abandoned to ignorance and wretch- 
edness. 

To aU seeing and speaking • children in the State are ofiered 
tlie blessings of an education at the expense of the public; the 
common school is alike free to all ; the rich as well as the poor. Why 
should not the mute and the blind enjoy the same privilege ? If an 
ezcq>tion be made against either, should it not be against the former 
rsther than the latter! The parents of these children are suffeiing a 
calamity, for which the State, after it has done all, can bring no ade- 
/ quate remedy — a calamity which none of us would yolnntarily take 
upon ourselves^ for all the wealth of Michigan — ^but let not the State 
lefiiae to bear a part of the heavy burden; let it proclaim to all thus 
afflicted, that their children shall have an education, and that it shall be 
as free as the au- they breathe. 
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The number of deaf mutee, and of the Uind in this State, it k im- 
powiMe accurately to determine, as the statistics of the last censua hare 
BiOt jet been published, or if published, have not been reoeiyed. Bj 
the reiurDB of tbe census of 1850, aoccNrding to the taUes prepared at 
Washington, there were one hundred and ninety-four deaf and duiiab, 
and one hundred and twenty-five blind. But it seems that these, re- 
tain^ in reference to the deaf and dumb especially, are not entirely re- 
liable. In the counties of Qeneasee, St Clair, Ottawa and Van Buren, 
no deaf mutes were returned. But it will be seen by the catalogue an- 
nexed to this report, that we now have in the Asylum, deaf mutes from 
each of these coimties, and t^e young man from Ottawa, has two deaf 
and dumb sisters at home ; all these are known to have been residing in 
their respective counties in 1860. How many more there are in these 
counties we know not In several other counties, the column for deaf 
mutes is left blank; but we are not to infer that there are no deaf 
mutes in those counties. It has been abundantly shown by Dr. Peet 
in his last annual report, and by others who have investigated the sub- 
ject, that little reliance is to be had in census returns for deaf mutes 
and the blind. He ascribes these errors, in part, to the haste and neg- 
ligence of the officers taking the census ; in part to deceptive infonna. 
tion; ^^parents refuse to believe that their children are deaf and dumb, 
till the conviction is forced upon them, which is often not till the latter 
:part of the first period of five years, and even then they are often un- 
willing to have them returned as such, till they approach the agOnWhen 
ihe impossibility of having them »taught in ordinary schools^ and the ' 
neoessity of sending them to the Institution, overcomes^ in some meas- 
vure, this repugnance.^' 

' The proportion of deaf mutes to the whole population, is found to 
be about the same throughoutthe United States; it has been asoertaoied 
'tiiBt, on an average, there is one deaf and dumb person, for CTeey^two 
thousand of the population. 

Hie population of Michigan in 1851, was about four hundred thoiir^ 
sand; so that notwithstanding the omissions in certain eouBibie^ about 
'the proportional number of deaf mutes were returned. 

tt knot known what the popuktion of the State is at preo^^ but 
from such data as we have, it may reasonably be aasume4i tiM Awo 
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iaHdt^ iiad fttty k about thd ntimber of d^i mates now in this 

About one-fourth of these probably are too okL to be reodved into 
the AjBjdnm; another fourth, too young to be received at present One 
fifth of the remainder, owing to various circumstanees, will not avail 
theniselves of the l^enefits of the Asylum. 

It is supposed that the number of blind^ at the present time, eannot 
3>e less than one hundred and fifty. As blindness, more often than 
deafness, commences in adult age, there are proportionally Daore adult 
Mind than adult deaf mutes. Probably one-third of the blind in the 
iState are too old to be benefitted by combg to the Asylum; and one. 
sixth too young to be admitted at present. One-third of the remsin- 
der, as parents are quite reluctant to send their blind children away 
from home, committed to the care of strangers, will not avail Hiemselves 
of the privil^es of an education. 

Of both deaf mutes and the blind, then, we have an aggregate of one 
hundred and fifty, of suitable age to be admitted to the Asylum; and 
win, no doubt, seek admittance, as soon as a knowledge of its existence 
becomes general throughout the State, and the proper buildings are 
ready to receive them. 

By what has already been done in this behalf, Michigan has, in effect 
declared that she intends to provide the means of an education for these 
one hundred and fifty, and for all others, who, in future je&rs, shall seek 
the same precious boon at her hands. A State which has provided a 
free education for one hundred and fifty ih(nMand children, blessed by 
lieaven with the gift of hearing, seeing and speaking, does not intend 
that her remaining one hwidred and fifty less fiivored ones, shall be ex- 
peOed from the light of knowledge. She is willing^ doubtless, to edu- 
cate one sightless or speechless child, as often as she does the same for 
\>ne thottetmd, unvisited by these dire calamitieB. 

These unfortunate children cannot receive instruction at the common 
school; they must be taught at institutions designed expressly for them, 
'or they are left to grope their way in ignorance, mere blanks ih sodety, 
a b«^en to themsdves, to their family, and to the community; some 
of ihem dependent on public charity for maintenance. Provide for 
Ihem the means of instruction, and of acquiring some useful trade, and 
4Jiey are qualified to transact business for themselves, to obtain a liveli- 



iiood, aad add sometbing to Uie common weal If the subject be looked 
at in the mere view of dollars and cents, is it not a wiser policy for the 
State to pay for their intellectual and moral training, rather than their 
ignorance, poverty and crime ? 

The uneducated deaf and dumb do not know even the namea of the 
most familiar objects, nor their own names. They can hdd but little 
oommunieatian even with their own family relatives. But after a full 
course of instruction, they have acquired a knowledge of written 
language— of Arithmetic, Geography, Grammar and History — the 
branches usually taught in our c(»nm(xi schools, "theij are able to 
hold all Tieeessary communications in writing, to keep short and 
simple accounts, to understand the details of business, to gather the 
news of the day with more or less ease and clearness from newfipapen^ 
and in general information they are equal to those with whom they wiH 
associate in after life." 

The blind, such of them as are of good mental capacity, attain a higher 
standard. They are instructed in natural and mental Philosophy, Chemis- 
tiy. Astronomy, and the higher brancher of Mathematics, which are 
usually taught at academies and higher seminaries of learning. Tbey 
are also taught the principles of Music, vocal and instrumental, in which 
many of them excel, and by which they obtain a competent subaistenoe 
in after life, in teaching singing schools, giving lessons on the pi^o^ be- 
oomiug organists in churches, &c. They learn to read for themselves, 
by the sense of touch, the bible and such other books as are printed for 
their especial benefit And though, they have no view of outward 
things, and ^intelligence fashes not from the eye, yet the same kftf 
aspirations bum in the soul, the same elevated feelings swell the hesr^ 
the same panting after knowledge is felt by them, that are common to 
alL" 

Could the citizens of the State see what the deaf mutes and ifae 
blind are, when first brought to the Asylum, the progness made frcm 
year to year, the beams of intelligence gradually lighting up and ahin- 
ifig from their happy countenances ; the gratitude they egress lor tlie 
blessings of ,an edacation; and then see them go forth to engage in 
the aetive duties of life, intelligent and self-relying, redeemed in a 
measure from the blight of their iufirmities — ^they nught esteem it a 
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privilege to have been the instrumentB of a bounty producing such be- 
neficent resuHs. 

^^It IS now an established principle in our nation, that these unfortunate 
classes are entitled to an education at the hands of the State. In six- 
teen States of the Union, there are now Institutions for the Deaf and 

« 

Dumb, *' all supported mainly by appropriations from the State Treai^ 
uries;" nine others have made provision for their education at Institu- 
tions in neighboring States. 

The same liberal appropriations for the instruction of the blind also, 
have been made in about the same number of States ; and none are 
found to call in question the utility of such appropriations. Thousands 
have already gone out from these institutions, so immensely improved 
in their social, intellectual and moral condition, that all who have beheld 
them are more than satisfied that the appropriations of the State in 
their behalf are justly merited. 

It is believed that Michigan will not long be behind other States in 
this benevolent work ; that she will make ample provision for the com- 
pletion of her Asylum buildings, and for the instruction of all the deaf 
and dumb, and of the blind, who shall wish to occupy them. 

HEALTH OF THE PUPILS. 

In conclusion, I desire gratefully to record that the health of our pu- 
pils has been aknost invariably good, from the commencement to the 
present time. They have had only such slight ailments as yielded 
readily to simple fiunily medicines; not requiring, in a single instance, 
the presence of a physician. For this, and for all the success which has 
thus &r attended our enterprise, to Him from whom cometh every 
blessing, be all the praise.

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PROPOSITIONS relative to the Construction and Armngementa <rf 

Hoipitafe for the IsBftne. 

At a meeting of "The Abbgciation of Medical Superhwend- 
ENTS OP American Ikbtitutious por the Insane," held in Phila- 
delphia, May 21, 1861, the following propositions relative to the con- 
struction and arrangemeilts of hospitals for the insane, after mature con- 
sideration, were unanimously adopted, and directed to be published in 
the Medical Journals of the continent, as the sentiments of the Associ- 
ation on the subjects referred to, viz. : 

I. Every hospital for the insane should be in the country, not within 
less than two miles of a large town, and easily accessible at all sea- 
sons. 

II. No hospital for the insane, however limited its capacity, should 
have less than fifly acres of land, devoted to gardens and pleasure 
grounds for its patients. At least one hundred acres should be possess- 
ed by every State hospital, or other institution for two hundred patients, 
to which number these propositions apply, unless otherwise men- 
tioned. 

III. Means should be provided to raise ten thousand gallons of wa- 
ter, daily, to reservoirs that will supply the highest parts of the build- 
ing. 

ly. No hospital for the ifisane should be built, without the plan hav- 
ing been first submitted to some physician or physicians, who have had 
charge of a similar establishment, or are practically acquainted with all 
the details of their arrangements, and received his or their full ap- 
probation. 
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y« The highest number that can with propriety be treated in one 
building is two hundred and fifty, while two hundred is a preferaUe

VI. All such buildings should be constructed of stone or brick, have 
slaAe or metalic roofs, and, as &r as possible, be made secure from acci- 
dents by fire. 

VII. Every hospital, having provision for two hundred or more pa- 
tients, should have in it at least eight distinct wards for each sex, oaak- 
ing sixteen classes m the entire establishment 

YIU. Each ward should have in it a parlor, a corridor, single lodging 
looma for patiento, an associated dormitory, communicating with a cham- 
ber for two attendants; a clothes-rooffl, a bath-room, a water-cloeei, a 
dining-room, a dumb waiter, and a speaking-tube leading to the kitch- 
en, or other centzal part of the building. 

IX. No apartments should ever be provided for the confinement of 
patients, or as their lodging-rooms, that are not entirely above ground. 

X« No class of rooms should ever be constructed without some kind 
of wiodow in each, communicating directly with the external atmos- 
phere. 

XI. No chamber for the use of a single patient should ever be less 
than eight by ten feet, nor should the ceiling of any story occupied by 
paiientB be lees than twelve feet in height. 

yn. The floon of patients' apartments shouU always be of wood. 

XIIL The stairways should always be of iron, stone, or other inde- 
stiactible mf4^""l^ aqaple in size and number, and easy of ascent, to af- 
ford convenient egress in case of accident from fire. 

XIV. A laige hoepijtal should consist of a main central building 
with wings. 

XV. The main central building should contain the offices, receivings 
looms fcMTOompany, and apartments entirely private, for the superintend- 
ing physician and his &mily, in case that officer resides in the hospital 
biulding. 

XVI. The wings should be so arranged that, if rooms are placed on 
both aides of a corridor, the corridors should be furnished at both ends 
with moveable glazed sashes, for the free admission of both light and 
air. 
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XVIL The lighting should be by gas, on account of its convenience, 
cleanlmeflB, safety and economy. 

XVin. The apartments for washing, clothing, dec, should be detached 
firom the hospital building. 

XIX. The drainage should be under ground, and all the inlets to the 
aewers should be properly secured to present offensiye emanations. 

XX. All hospitals should be warmed by passing an abundance 
of pure, fresh air, from the external atmosphere, over pipes or plates > 
ocHitaining steam under low pressure, or hot water, the temperature of 
which at the boiler does not exceed 212 ^ F., and placed in the base- 
ment or oeUai* of the building to be heated.- 

XXT. A oomplete system of forced ventilation, in connection with 
the heating, is Indispensable to give purity to the air of a hospital for 
the insane ; and no expense that is required to effect this object thor- 
oughly, can be deemed either misfdaoed or injudicious. 

XXII. The boilers for generating steam, for warming the building, 
should be in a detached structure, connected with ^^ch may be the en- 
gine for pumping water, driving the washing apparatus, and other ma- 
chinery. 

^^SJIL, All water-closets should, as fat a^ possiUe, be made of indes. 
tructtUe materials, be simple in their arrangement, and have a strong 
downward ventilation connected with them. 

XXIV. The floors of bath-rooms, water-closets, and basement stories 
diould, as far as possible, be made of materials that will not absorb 
moisUire. 

XXV. The wards for the most excited class should be constructed 
with rooms on but one side of a oonidor, not less than ten feet wide, 
dis external windows of which should be hirge, and have pleasant views 

'from tfaem. 

XXVI. Wherever practicable, the pleasure-grounds of a hospital for 
the insaae akookl be surrounded by a substantial wall, so placed as not 

io be unpleasantly visible from the building.

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INAUGURAL MESSAGE. 

[ OF GOVERNOR BINGHAM. ] 

^Um (Mzens of the Senate, and of Hvt House of BepreeerUaHvei.* 

In taking the oath prescribed Jbj the Constitution, and in aBsnttiing 
the Executive duties to which I have been called by the suffiages of 
the people of the State, I am impressed with a deep sense of the hon- 
or conferred, and of the high obligations and responsibilities impo>sed 
by the requirementB of that sacred instrument. I enter upon the du- 
ties of. this important station with an unaffected dijffidence of my abSi- 
ty to discharge them, but with a fixed determination to do all in my 
power to promote the welfare and prosperity of our belo^nwi State, ftnd 
ix> meet all the just expectations of our common constituents. I am 
happy to be able to congratulate you, at your meeting, upon the highly 
favorable and prosperous condition of the State. Durinor thd past 
ye« the flelde of ^culture have yielded an abuada.ce. and the Z 
bandnian is receiving a rich reward for his industry — the mechatiAc 
and the laborer have been well requited for their toil — every branch of 
trade and conunerce has met with signal success — ^the tide of emigra- 
iion has brought a large accession to our numbers, of an intelligdht aiid 
ent6rprisbg class of citizens — ^die unoccupied poiiioDs of oui* ' State 
have beir. rapidly filling up^—thd interests of education have received 
unusunl attenti6n->-K)ur schools and seminaries of learhiiiig ate in a 

1 
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flooriahing condition — and happisMB, piofiperity and peace pievail 
thioughont our State and country. 

Theae signal bleasingB demand from ub a grateful rea^nition of 
the hand of Divine Providence, under whoee guidance our lot has 
been ao propitioualy cast, and by whose favor we are enabled to look 
lorward with atrong hopes of continued success for the future. 

The Constitution having made it the duty of the retiring, as well as 
the incoming Executive, ^ give to the L^gidature information by mes- 
sage, of the condition of the State, and recommend such measures to 
them, as he shall deem expedient," I respectfully refer you to the mes- 
sage of my predecessor for a detailed statement of the condition of the 
fioancefi of the State, and also of the condition of the Univeisity and 
our whole system of education ; of the State prison, and of the prepress 
of the Asylums, both of the Insane and of the Dea^ Dumb and Blind. 
The funded debt of the State amounts to $2,387,581 69, of 
which 1100,000 fallB due in May ^956; $196,000 in July 1858; $20,- 
000 in January, 1869; $40,000 in Jan., 1860; and $519,391 in Jan. 
1863. There had been accumulated in the State Treasury, and was on 
hand on the 1st day of December last^ $552,000 08, which has been 
paid in as principal chiefly, upon the educational funds of the State. 

This large sum, which has been accumulating for the last five years, 
and upon whidi the State is required to pay interest at the rate of 1 
per cent, has been deposited by the State Treasurer with certain Banb 
in Detroit for which, during a portion of the time, but one per cent 
interest, and the remainder of the time but three per cent has been 
jeceived. These deposits have been made under authority granted bj 
an improvident^ not to say culpable, act of thehv&t Legislature^ and which 
only restricted him in making the Ban^u the depositories of the surpku 
fimdfly to require *^ payment of interest thereon at a rate oi not leas 
than one per cent per annum." This is characterized by the late Audi- 
tor General as bemg ^ all wrong — ^the Legislature should have provided 
for some disposition of the surplus fund, whereby the State should real- 
iaa the same amount of interest that she pays, until these funds could 
be used in liquidation of State indebtedness." I respectfully recomnoead 
ihe passage of an act authorizing the State Treasurer to j^propoate 
these monies, and all others^ as they accumulate in the Treasniy, not 
SADessfiry to meet the current expenses of the Stat^ to the purchase d

our bond% and the liquidation of our State indebtedaeaa. This 
will secure the State fiom haaard and leas by the aooamulalioii 
of such laige amounts of mfmey, and may sare the neoenity of dieect 
teoitionto meet our bonds as they M due. 

$1,505,190 dftof tiie State indebtedneBs eonsisto in what ate caHed 
the part paid bonds of the fiye million loan, and hare never been 
refiinded. JbteMst is aocruing^on these bonds at the rate of seven per 
oent, and that will constitttte part of the prindpal when they are anr- 
rendered to be rsAmded. 

I respecAfuUy subnut fbr your eonsideration, the pro{^ety of pasdng 

^ an act, requiiJi^ the holders to present them for adjustment within a 

reasonably limited period, or a suspension of the intersst if they aie not 

so presented. This will prevent an increase of our unfunded debt, and 

will enable the holder to receive semi-annual int^fest. 

The State is perfectly free&om Mnbamssment in her financial condi- 
tjoB, and it is believed that by the practice of a proper system of econ- 
omy, no resort to direct taxation will be required to meet the ordinary 
expenses of the Government 

By reference to the several reports. relating to the subject of eduea- 
ticm you will have the pleasing assurance that at no period in the histo- 
ry of our State has the attention to learning, been so universal and ear- 
nest as at the present time. The £Kulty of the University has been 
increased and strengthenedy and die catalogue exhibits a gratifying ad- 
dition to the number of those who seek a thorough and finii^ed edu- 
cation. 

It is our duty to encourage those having contnrf of that institntioni 
in every well diracted effort to make it what its founders deaigiie^ it 
should be, one of the first Univisraities in the land. 

Unfortunately, about one hundred thousand dollan of the moniea 
• arising firom the sde of knds granted by Coogresa for the Univenityy 
weve invested in buildings frcHn which no income can be derived. The 
last Legislature authorized the payment of t2ra intersst upon that aoMnnt 
out of the Treasury, for the last two yeank«««nd to enable them to mid[e 
such improvements as seem of imperative neosanty, I roq)ectful]y tre- 
commend the payment of the same amount by the State for the two* 
succeeding years.

acterifitic of a well managed Penitentiary. . . 

I leoommend an increase of ifae salariea of tba a&osfs and kmpu^ 
of tbe prison, in order that a higher grade of talent nofty be employed^ 
in tbe management of its affidrB. 

It is believed that great improvement can be made in the oonditiaa 
of the prison, financially and otherwise, and that if men of the hig^besi 
character for integrity and capacity mo' entrusted, with iti concemn^ iBOt 
only can tbe trewury of tbe Stete be reKeved frbni a grioToua' buaiaii^ 
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bat ihat by a moraperfeet tyBtom of cbci^e* sad greater attenticn to 
(heinotal cultoie and training of the oonncts, they will be lesB likely to 
agam violate tbe laws of society, wh^ the terms of th«r sentence have 
eipiied, and they are restored to ireedom. 

The presence of several boys and youth, among the more hardened 
criminalfi in the State prison, induces me to uige upon your attention 
the propriety of establishing a House <d Befuge or Correction, where a 
milder course of treatment more especially adapted to their reformation 
oan beemployed. The State has not dischaiged its duty to these un- 
foitunate victims of ignorance and temptation, until it has made pro- 
yjflkm by a proper system of diseipline, for their instructi(»i, in useful 
knowledge, nnmihs >^<^ P^^ — taught them some mecdianiotil trade or 
otbv proper employment, and pr^[>ared them upon their release from 
confinement, to beeome good citiEais and useful members of sodetj, as 
they vekiim to its duties atidpdv2lege&' 

So<Hi after the formation of onr State ^hyverament, prompted by the 
wildapirit of excitement and apecuhition which provafied at that peri- 
od, with a compfiiiiliively email populatm, and no rseouroes, she em- 
haihid m » gigaalio system of intomal improvement An immense 
MAwm created, upon which the interest was aectimnlating at a feaiiul 
rat% and the woiin Mpan which she was engaged, yielding little or no 
immediate return, the State was soon brought to the veige of bank- 
raptajr and ruin. Fortunately for our people, the Legislatttre was ena- 
bled to diqpoae of the two principal work% and although the State saf- 
feied connderable loss yet die was relieved from immediate embarnuB- 
meol) and with a judicious and economical management of her resour- 
ces, wSl mka be relieved from debt altogether* We w€to taught by 
this experience of the State, the falla^ of undertidring the oonstraction 
tad mtSDag&sa&at of public worira which can be so much better done 
by private capital and enterprise. 

Our new Gonstatntion has provided that ''the State shall not b>e a 
party to, or interested in any woi^ of internal improvement, nor en- 
gaged in carrying on any such work, except in the expenditure of grants 
to the State of land ot other property." The rapid settlement of the 
newer parts of the State, liie number of acres of n^w land annually 
brofi^t under cukivation, and the greatly in<»eased amount of surplus 
producte, <:ireate the necessity for tlm cotisthiction of new Itnes of Bail- 
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FOftdi. Some general law is neceeeaiy before capitalists can embark in 
floflli an enterprise. We have a general law for the oonsUtiction of Plank- 
roadsi which has been in operation for several yearB, and so htUM is known 
it has given universal satisfoction. In my judgement a General Railroad 
Law would be equally well received, and is demanded by a nearly unani- 
mous public sentiment throughout the State. I therefore respectfully 
recommend such an act to your favorable consideration. In the pas- 
sage of such a measure, let us, on the one hand, be careful to protect 
the rights and interests of our citiaens from every infraction, and on the 
other, invite by a liberal spirit, the capitalists of the country to construct 
new avenues through our beautiful Peninsula, furnishing flMsilities for 
communication and travel, and the transportation to market of our sur- 
plus products; remembering, that as we. cheapen the rate of transpor- 
tation, and bring the country nearer to market, we not only enhance 
the value of our surplus products, but of the soil itself which produces 
the products. , 

I am informed that application will be made for an amendmmt of 
the charter of the Port Huron and Lake Michigan Railroad Oompaay, 
to enable th^n to increase ^eir capital stock. My predecessor, two 
years ago, in his annual message, expressed the opinion that ''there was 
no doubt the Legislature could increase and enlarge the present pow- 
ers of these corporations, so as to enable them more effisotually to ac- 
complish the original object of the grant'' In this opimmi, upon ex- 
amination of the Constitution, I entirely concur. This^is an important 
link in a great chain of internal communioation, which traverMs a n^ 
idly settling and valuable section of our State, and in the construction 
of which many of our people are deeply interested. Any amendment 
which your wisdom shall dictate, that will enable them to focilitate the 
progress of that great work, and which shall not contravene the provis- 
ions of the Constitution, will receive my cordial approval 

I invite your attention to the act of the Legislature passed the 28th 
of January, 1851, "To provide for the sale and reclaiming of Swamp 
Lands, granted to the State, and for the disposition of the proceeds.'' 
This act conferred upon the Commissioner of the Land Office, the 
control and supervision of the Swamp Lands granted to the State, by 
the act of Congress of September 28, 1850; and authorised him to 
sell them under certain restrictions. It also provided that all monies 
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reoc^ved from tlie sale shall be and regain a Fund for the pur- 
pose qf ^reclaiming said lands in eonformitj to the proyisions of the 
grant" This gr^nt is understood to oover neady six millions of acr«s 
of ]#nd; a oonaiderable portion c^ which will become valuable at no 
distaoft day. By wise legislation and prudent nuuiagement) it is b^- 
lievad thkt their piooeeds, after having complied on our part, in good 
fiuth, wiU) the conditions of the grant, can be made to yield a hand- 
some revenue. I doubt whether this can be accomplished by a sale of 
tibe Jiaids with the implied condition that the State is to di:aaBL them for 
tlie. pwcfaasar. S«ch a course it seems to me will invdve the State in 
ine^dd^le diffioultiei^ and embanassments. Every purchaser would 
demmd large appropriations for his particular ttacif combinations would 
be tpitm»i of selfish and designing men, for tb^ purpose of appealing 
to the JjflgiBlatufe, and the time of that body, instead of being devoted 
to Ae puUic iBlteeats, would be ftittered away in eonsidefatio& of the 
many fruitful schemes to appropriate and apply the funds. 

Our ptibeipeTienee teaches us thai the same economy and fomsight 
whjqkdiMets piivate enterprise cannot be eaqMMted of the agents of 
^ this Atats ia theiB management of publie impvovemenis, and if die 
Stale «he«lil uodartalie to drain these lands after they ate sold, we 
have gveat leaacHi to fear that their entire proceeds, would be inevitably 
lost,, and perhaps the State would be involved in additional expense to 
meetthe demmids of the purchaser. 

I oeepeotfuUy suggest for your consideration, that such amendments 
to the law be made, as will require the lands to be sold sulgect to be 
drained by tlie purohaser — ^that they be sold in limited quantities to such 
as will actoaUy ocqapy aud improve them — and that the tiUe be with- 
held for a limited period of years, and until proof of actual occupancy 
and, improvement is produced. By such a course the hardy laborer 
and pioneer, will be able to obtain the lands at a moderate rate as they 
are wanted for cultivation, and instead of enriching the capitalist and 
speculator by an indiscriminate sale, the State will aid and encourage a 
meritorious class of citizens in speedily settling and improving this 
hitherto waste and unoccupied portion of our country. By reference 
to the report of the Commissioner of the Land Office, it will be seen 
that 142,933 acres of Swamp Land have been sold during the past 
yeitf, apd thftt Uie Commissioner was restrained from further sale by 
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an injttactioa gilMited by one of the judges of the Sijpreme Oouft, 
upon inform^tionfiled by the Attorney General, and the Court deeded 
" that, the Ck)mmissipner had no authority to ^ell any of the lands ex- 
cept, thoeefor whidi the patents had been issued previous to giving 
the aetioe for the sale of them." The Commissioner states that xione 
of tb^ patents had be^n received at the time they were sold, and very 
properly reioarks, '^that if th|9 opin^ of Judge Douglass shiiU be 
suatained, those lands were sold without authority." Am great ixyue- 
tice might be dot^ie tp some of the purchaaers by declaring their title* 
under the sale forfeit^ I recommend the passage of aii a^qt requiring the 
State Treasury to refund the, money upon the return of the certifiqate, 
or in qase.tbe purchaser prefers, that he shall have his title ocmfirxQed 
upcm. relinquishing, all claims upop the 6ta(e iot drainiog the lan^. 

I iQQommend that the surplus mopi^ reoeived from the isaleB 
of theoe lands b^ set .apart for a fund, the inoome of which ahid} he 
sacBedlywdevoled to the purposes of education* If you AaU ,deem i( 
proper t9 ae^ afar£ tt^ fund so creai^ for that object, the par%il^ 
direc^Av to which it cm be most appropriately appliqd wiB h^oosm 
an unppr^nt.^qj^ry.

A want is ako seriously felt for seminaries' of the highest grade for 
the eduealion of young ladks. Their education is an ob^ as inti- 
mately oomieoted with our social well being, and as important in every 
moral aDdte%ioua point of view, aa that of the i^iong^r sex; and rf 
you should deem it expedient to set apart a portion of the income of 
this fund to the endowment of high schools for fomakt, there can be 
little doubt the measure will prove highly acceptable to the fathets aiui> 
mothers of the Btate^ and be welcomed by all, as an mudliary for the - 
cultmjtioA and refinement of the danghten of the hod* 
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An act was paaaed by your immediate predecesBorB and af^proved on 
the lifh. of February 1853, " Prohibiting the manufacture of iotoxica- 
ting beverages and the traffic therein.** The 18th section of the aett 
provided for its submision to the electors of the State, for theirapprovai 
or disapproval at a special election provided for that purpose, on the 
thud Monday in June subsequent to the passage of the bill: If approv- 
ed by the electcnrs, the second section provided that the aet should take 
^effect on the first day of December thereafter. 

The result of the election showed, that the large majority of about 
twenty thousand of the voters of the State were in favor of the law. — 
^o strong and unanimous was the public expression of its approval, that 
the manufacturers and dealers in intoxicating drinks very generally 
made such disposition of their effects, and such arrangements in their 
business, as to submit like good citizens to the clearly exp^ssed wi9 of 
the majority, and allow the act to go quietly and peaceably into opera- 
tioii. A few, however, persisted in violation of the law in the sale of 
intoxicaling drinks, and their prosecution f(»- the recovery of the penal- 
ly imposed, brought the question of its constitutionality before the Su- 
preme Court for its decision. It is understood that the menDbers of 
that body were equally divided upon that question, four of diem sus- 
taining tile CQfnst^tionality of the law, while four of them b^ered tiiat 
some of its ckmses were unconstitutional. This unfortunate disi^fiee- 
mentt between the members of that high tribimal, has praetically nulb'- 
fied the hw, and no effort has since been made to enforce its provisioiis. 
The Bide of intoxicating drinks has therefore gone on, as unrestrained ai 
forraeriy, and the hopes of those who had relied on this measure as an 
efficient aid m mitigating the wide-spread social evik-MJie domestic 
misery — the wretched paupensm — the shocking crimes, and the 
increased ta»ition, which are eaused by intemperanoe, and whk^ are 
the sure results flowing from it^ have been totally, disappmnted. 
It is eonfidendy believed, that a laige minority of t^ most respecta- 
ble and intelligent portion of community are still in favor of the pass- 
age and enforcement of a ^Prohibitcny Jjaw," and that they regard 
sudi a mAASUte as the only shield which will protect society against 
the terrible calamities which the unfortunate vice of ktemperaace oc- 
casions. I therefore recommend such legishitive action on your part 
as will avoid the constitutional objections, and the adoption of such 
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otiier pitmiioiis a* your wvdom m^y dictate, to enabk tliis benefioeot 
measure to go into fall effect ' 

The hio^eaaed price ia the rato of foreign exchftuge^ aud the suddea 
withdrawal of the forei^ capital, which has heretoforo been invested 
in the puUic fiooks and Bailroads of this countiy, has (srested a stiin* 
g^M^ in the money market, which has been felt to a considerable de- 
gree by our dtisens. A sound currency constitutes one of the principal 
dements of prosperity in aBtate. The prerogative of ^coming money and 
regttiatiiig the value thereof is limited by the Constitutaon of the U. S. 
to Congress abne> but the States hare practically usurped that power, 
by attthoriaii^ the establishment of Banks to issue notes to cireulate as 
nooaey. These are necessary and uaefiil agents in &ciliti^ng the com- 
mercial transactions of a country, but the \yisdom of our Leg^tom 
has jbitJberto been at fault in imposing such restraints and safeguards m 
would confine them to their legitimate purposes, of discounting i^ 
busmess paper, representmg actual transfers of property, and conse- 
•quently, furnishing no more currency than the demands of trade re- 
quired; various legislative expedients have been resorted to, such as se- 
curi<7 upon real estate; the individual liability of stockholders; the con- 
tribution to a general fund, and more recently by pledges of public 
stocks* as a guarantee for the fulfillment of their promises and the con- 
vertibility of their notes at all times into coin, at'the will of thehold-> 
«er. Theee conditions have thus far utteriy failed of accomplishing the 
end designed, and Banks eluding all the safeguards which the kws 
in^>osed, have been established without actual capital — they have ex- 
panded the paper circulation far beyond the legitimate wants of trade- 
causing an increase of prices — ^aa exportation of specie, and exciting 
' speculation in the various kinds of properly; and these expansions have 
been followed by sudden and great contractions, a depreciation in the 
value of their notes, and finally by a refusal to redeem them ; thpowincr 
the loss upon the laborers and producers of the country, who had par- 
ted with the products of their industry, for what they believed to be 
money, because it had received a legislative sanction — ^thus suffering and' 
distress hav^^^een iofiicted upon thousands of innocent perscms. The 
loss which attends such revulsions is not felt alone by the holders of de- 
preciated or worthless notes, but a general pressure pervades the com- 
munity ;, every branch of industry ib pai^dyzed ; wages are reduced * the 
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lAOCHing poor ace- thrown out of emplojmeat ; produotioii is ciiQoked^ and 
money becoming suddenly scarce, is greatly increased in valne. 

So great were the losses produced by btttik Mures in the State up 
to the yew 1842| that the popular sentiment has opposed their iiiemase, 
and bat two banks have since that time been establkhed'-~one of these 
the Govenm^t Stock Bank of Ann Arbor, has recently failed. Two 
oiher banks, to wit: the Erie and Kalmnazoo Railroad Bunk, and the 
Bank of Washtenaw, which were oiganized under charteis granted in 
the year 1836, but whose charteie were repealed by the Legkk^ 
ture of 1842, have been transacting banking business t>be past yea^aad 
having obtained a cireulstion for a large alliount of their notes in ex- 
change for the pn^erty of oar people, have failed to i«deem them, asm- 
ing) as I am informed, great suffering and loss to the bill hoiden in 
the^ immediate vicinity. These are our only bank &ihires, and ihe 
pressure in this State has been much less than in those around us — spec- 
ulatkm has been less^-and the people feel less iineasiness than in ahnost 
any other State in the Union. 

Tli3 popular opinion which ran so high against banks a few years 
agO) has been greatly lulled by the prevalence of a he]M that Ststte 
stocks would constitute a safe banking basis, and that by their being 
deposited with the authorities, the note holders would be amply secured. 
In our sister States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin, a mania 
for banking has prevailed, nearly equal to that of fbrmer years, and 
great numbers of banks have been established under laws authorinng 
the issuing of bills upon a deposit of State stocks. Nearly fifty mil- 
lions of dollars of Government and Statfe stocks have thus been depos- 
ited, and the country has been flooded with the circulation thus ob- 
tained. In Indiana alone, eighty- two banks were established under 
their Free Banking Law, and nearly eight millions of dollars of their ' 
notes were put in circulation. Thife excessive issue, not required by the 
business wants of the country, like all fraudulent and illegitimate bank- 
ing, has been followed by a revulsion — and the curtailment of the circu- 
lation of the country is reported by the United States Secretary of 
the Treasury, to amount to between forty and fifty millioni^f dollars. 
The people of Michigan have been preserved to a great extent from tiie 
disaslerand ruin which have visited our sister States, and which have been 
inflktedupon them by a ruinous and fraudulent system of basking, because

* • y^hBd fewer rotten banks to break, and no banking law by wbi6h their 
mnosber couid be inereiteed. Yet in obedience to one of ihe laws of 
tiide wbidi is as fixed and inevitable as aretbe laws of nature, to-wit: 

: thflk a ^boap and depredated currency will fill all the channels of carcu- 

< htion, and drive out ail that is sounder and better, large quantities of 
the bank notes of Ohio, Indiana, Iltinois and Wisconsin, haVe found their 

V wayioto^our 8tete, and ha!<^ hmi received as money, to the exclusion of 
the notes of New York, New England, and our own State, as well as 
specie. Their enth^e suspension fixJm circulation has produced a tight- 
mess in the money market, but we already see a better currency taking 
their place. There can be but little doubt that so far as the tdthnate pay- 
ment of the notes issued by the banks is concerned, the system of s6cu- 

' ^ rity by State Stocks is better than any other which has as yet been de- 
vised — ^but this does not prevent the confiding bill holder from suffering 
great loss. The moment their redemption is refused, they have lost 
thedr character as money, and the holder is subject to all the losses inci- 
dent to the delay and expense of converting the Stocks which have 
been filed as security into money. But the system of depositing stocks 
is no security against illegitimate and fraudulent banking. It is no se- 
curity against filling all the channels of circulation with an inflated cur- 
rency, furnishing speculators the means of borrowing the industrial pro- 
ducts of the country on their false promises to pay, and thereby sup- 
jJlanting the specie or specie paying notes. It is no security against the 
establishment of banks remote from places of business, and by persons 
•who desire to borrow money instead of having It to lend — and it is no 
security against the dishonest banker refusing to redeem his own notes, 
"fliat he may turn broker for the purpose of buying them at a great 
• discount, thus employing the means which the State had ftimishedhim, 
to swindle an inoffensive community. Millions of dollars have titus 
'been wrongfully taken during the past year, from those who seek to 
6btain an honest livelihood by their industry. If banks were confined 
totheir legitimate business of becoming the medium through which the 
vast amounts of produce were transported Sfrom the interior to a market^ 
famishing bQls of exchange, drafis, and discounting notes upon property 
' a<iually in transit, and thus becoming the great lev^r of commerce, the 
disa8th>ufl fluctuations m the amount of circiilation with which the cotm- 
try is frequently visited would be avoided. It is the opinion of the 
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■ouiidiast writen upon currency thai thiB d6Bir*ble obj«et can toAj be 
attained, by infuBiiig a larger amount of Bpeeie into the cbanneila of 
daily ciiodation, and by aboliahmg the use of amaU notes. In Eng- 
land, the five pound note is the smallest permitted to circokte, and in 
France, the smallest equals forty doUats d Federal money. The mints 
of the United States have coined more than one hundred mittions of 
doUan within the last throe yean, and this would have been, actively 
spread over the hfie of. the country, had it not been repulsed and driv- 
en away by a debased and in many instances a worthless paper emu- 
lation. In that case all Ihe retail busmess of the shops — ^all the family 
marketing — ^all the payment <^ the daily or weekly wages of labcxers, 
would be performed by gold. Under such a system the poor would 
find a safeguard — ^the business nuin security and steadiness in the cur- 
rency — ^and banking would become honorable and p-ofitable. 

The Constitution authorizes the Legislature to pass general 
laws under which coiporalions may be formed. It also requires 
that ^provision be made by law for the registry of all bills 
or notes put in circulation as mcmey. That such bilk or notes 
shall be secm'ed by -United States Stock, bearing interest, to be deposi- 
ted with the State Treasurer — that the officers and stockholders of all 
banks issuing notes to circulate as money shall be individually liable 
for all the debts contracted during the time of their being such officers 
or stockholders — and that no such law shall go into effect until it shall 
have been submitted to a vote of the electors of the State, at a general 
^ election, and approved by a majority of the votes cast on such election.'' 
The revulsion produced by the withdrawal of paper from circulation ocr- 
casioned by bank failures, has created in the minds of many of our eiti 
aens, a desire for the passage of a Banking Law, and your attention wiU 
undoubtedly be directed to that subject There are many who behev e 
that a sound currency could be maintained if we had banks of our own, 
and that the depreciated foreign paper, would be driven from circu- 
lation, but experience has demonstrated this to be a Maey. The pres- 
^ce of a depreciated currency raises the price of coBomoditieB; specie 
naturally flows where prices are lowest — and banks are always obliged 
to pay out the cheapest curren<^ until the pul^ic sentiment drives it from 
the market. Whenever the public sentiment shall have attained that 
desirable point which requires the best currency for ^eir commpdities, 
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tliej will obtam real money for whateTer they have to seU, whether we 
liave banks of issue in the State or not 

The history of banking in this State should teach us a lersson of cau- 
tion. Of all the numerous banks which have been established) it is be- 
lieved thi^t not HKure than two, that have transacted business to any 
ooQgidemble eitent, have faithfully redeeined th^ obligstions to the 
public^ and no estimate can be formed of the amount out. of which our 
pe<^ have been swindled by their defalcations, or of the sofiering aind 
distress they have occasioned. %ould you believe that the intSMsts 
of the State require the passage of a Banking Law, it will be your du- 
ty to provide scone certain check against a recurrence of the evik with 
w<hii3h we have been heretofore afflicted. 

The sttl^ect of slavery in the U. S. is one, which for generaAi^ms 
past has attracted the anxious attention of our statesmen and phikn- 
tbropists; and the deep eoneem produced in the minds of thinking men 
by the existence of this anomalous element in our condition, hss not 
beoi con£ned to the period which has elapsed since our rev<^tttiaDary 
struggle. 

The introduction of slavery into the colonies was one, and by no 
means the least, of the evils which bore oppressively upon them, and 
finally drove them to arms. Following the cruel example of Spain, 
whose cupidity had brought the natives of Africa to replace the mxdti- 
tude of aborigines, whom, by harsh treatment and unrequited toil, she 
had exterminated in her West Indian poflseasiiHis — England also^ at an 
early period, opened her colonies to the inhuman traffic in negvo slaves. 

For m<»re than a century it was prosecuted vriih avidity. ThQ lust 
of gain was blind to an offence condemned alike by the laws of Gknl 
and naan— 4^ to the agonizing cries of dts victims — pitiless in the 
ogoiB it practiced — dead to all the consequences which the imquity 
threatened to entail upon the infant conmmnities to which it biought 
its human noerehandise. But it is a consoling refection that t^ nn- 
aatural commerce, met with the steady though uBftvaihng <^po«lkHi of 
<Mir fathers — ^their love of liberty and spirit of independence revolted at 
a practice whieh was to fill their households, and cover ikmx plamtalions 
with d}ject slaves. 

They saw widi » ruion as yet. undinsffioed by interest, the^enM^oin- 
'SQS of iUs pMctice, so destraetive to the industry of. tiie 
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tending so strongly to relax the sinews of enterprise, to retard imprdve- 
ment^ and to vitiate tlie social system. 

The conclnsive evidence of the ante-revolutionary sentiment on this 
sabject^ has been careftdly transmittod to ns by the great teadierof 
lepnblioaa . Mh— tlM author of the Dedaration of 'IndepMideiice. 
Among the oanses of oomplaint against ihe Kaig of Gi«M B^itam, em- 
bodied in the draft of that deaihless hutrument, we find «hdf<A<yvHng 
waightj deiMinciation. It seems the voice of chrisliaa citflkaftion {no- 
noiiacing judgment upon Ihe errors of a patt i^. 

" He baa (says Jeflei3M>n,) waged isrwA war upon humaii nature itself 
violitaig ihe meet saeved ngkts^of fife and Uberty, in die ^ei«oiis of a 
distant people who have never o^nded him; capdfaliBg and eanying 
them into slavery in anolher hemisphere, er to'ineura miseraUe' death 
in their tianpoiiatkm thither. Iii& piralieal warfare, the opprolwium 
of infidel powers, is the war&re of the christian King of G^eat Britedn. 
Dalermmed to keep open a maricet where men should be bet^t and 
soldy'hie has prostituted his negative for BuppressiBg evetylegiidatm at- 
tempt to restrain this execrable commerce !^ Whatever mayhap been 
"the fome of pecuniary intenst by which at that time slavery was linked 
to the body politic, we most beliere that an <a8sen^li^ of patriots, 
who, on the «ve of committing their 13)erties to the arbitrament of the 
swoid^ declared that ^all men are created equal, that they «re endowed 
by their Creator with certain inalienable rights^ among wbich aie life, 
liberty^ and the pursuit of happiness," conceived themselves uttoing no 
vain abatiaotion. Tlat they could have supposed that sudbt atrutliecmld 
habitually oo^xist witih. the idea of human slavwy, is coutradieted by 
<#ell«9tabliflhed historieal facts. 

fflevwi yearn after the Deelamtion of Independence, fnd -iMir^iarB 
aAerithe doeo of the war, we find the Congress of the Ooi^odsmtioa 
mimmlj announcing in the wdinanoe of 1787, the great priniei^ed of 
^vil polity, which were to lie at the foundation of tho new'Staftes to' be 
fbaMd out of what was then the only territory they pesaaned.

'In ^(wrsnance of ibe policy marked out in the ordinance to which t 
have referred, Congress has from time to tlMe, in the organisation <^ 
'^CeflMoHal'Ge^ittmefit by ^iMt legisMive enabtment, appHed th)6 re- 
-MMiotk id «h0 nelioaal *1%h4tories fyfng as well wMtout, as Witbih, ^iUs 
^budts'mlsiitioiied in the^oMifiance. Ooe instance <!Kf iQie Bnd is seeh 
t Itt' tte eelaMMnilent of the Indiana Territory in 1800 ; another ih Mt 
ia^m TlB^titory of Michigan ih 1805; another hi the case 6f BUnob 
in l^(M^; df Iowa in 18S6? of Wisconsm in 1836; of Oregon ia 
1»I8; of Minne6dta in 1840, and of Washington Territory in 1868. 
Indeed, so Bttte doubt was entertained of the complete power 6f 
Congl^ess over the subject, that m 180*2 President Jefferson dd nfit 
hesitate to approve the act enabling the people of Ohio to form a State 
Oovemmeni) although it contained a proviso that the Constitution of 
the State shoul4 not be rep\ignant to the ordmance of 1787. Ti^e 
same may be saiii in regard to a similar act in relation to tndiani^ ap- 
pn^ved by Mr. liadison m 1816, and of that relating to IIlinoi|i^ 
approved bylifr.^onroe in 1^18. It may be added as a oonsi^erar 
tion of great weighty that the power of Congress to apply this 
prohibition to the Territories, received more than twenty years i|go tl^ie 
deliberate sanctioh of tte Supreme Court of 'the United States in ,a 
case directly involving, the question. 

The acquisition from France in 1808 of the imnlense Territory ot 

'lK>uidana, where slavery was tolerated, natmraOy aroi^ aitention 

of the free States, and put them on inquiry as to the policy and justice 

of the further increase of shveholding States, and the indefinite exten- 
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-aion of the ConstitutioDal privilege which makeft slave property an ele- 
ment in fixing the ratio of repreeentation in CongreiB, While proper- 
.<y as such, has no weight whatever in determining the number of B-p- 
leaentatives from the free States, it seenoa certain that audi inoceaaeaod 
•eztanaion were not contemplatecl bj the frameia of the Oonatiftirtian; 
lot that, on the other hand, it was undoubtedlj the genand wiak of the 
*eoiintz7 and of its leading statesmen, to ciioumscohe siaveiy, and viA- 
matelj, by proper State enactment, to put an end to it throughout the 
BepuUic. This purpose, however, was so &r fiombeing realiaed,-that 
in 1820 five new slaveholding States had been admitted into the Unimi 
one of which (Louisiana) had been formed out of territ^ not ow»ed 
by the United Ststes at th/s adoption of the Gonatitqtion, though paid 
for out of the common treasury. 

The States of New York, Pennsylvania, €oQneeti6nt and New Jeney, 
bad in the meantime aboUahed sbveiy. Coqgiess by repeated enaoi- 
ments had condemned the foreigii traffic, apd finally in the same year 
had declared the deportation of slaves from A&ioa.by American citiaeas, 
piRK^, and punishable with death. The territoiy of Missouri, another 
portion of the Louisana puDchase, was^ importunately pressing her impli- 
cation to be admitted as a State, with a constitution tderatii^ slavery. 
The discussion which this application produced, both in and out of (km- 
gress, greatly agitated the country. Few events have oocured in our his- 
toiy, which put the strength and integrity of the Union to so severe a 
test The attempt to still further extend the odious condition of sLavecy 
under the protection of the Constitution, placed in fearful imtagonism 
the social ^tems peculiar to the t^o great divisions of the countiy* ' 

Fortunately moderate counsels prevailed, and the Missouri Compro- 
mise was adopted, which did much to allay the feeling excited. It fur- 
nished to the country a pledge — ever from that time and until with- 
in a few months considered inviolable — that for the future, slavery 
should not exist in all that part of Louisana lying in latitude 36 
degrees 30 minutes, which is the Southern limit of Missouri Thk 
compromise the present Congress, by an act for the oiganization of 
the territories of Kansas and Nebraska, have repealed, and thus opened 
to the ingress of slavery a region hitherto sealed against it^ and 
embracing a geographical area quite equal to the thirteen original 
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States, limited on the west by the tenitories of Utah, New Mexico, 
Oregon and Waahington, on the juyrth. by the line of the Britiah 
Foflsessiona, and on the east by the States of Missouri and Iowa and 
the territory of Minnesota-r-lying in the heart of the North American 
continent, possessing, as we have good ground to believe, a highly 
fertile soil and salubrious climate, capable of containing a vast popula- 
tion, and fitted in every respect to exert at no distant day a pow« 
eriul influence upon tbQ destinies of the nation. 

To say that the passage of this act has excited the suix^riae and 
drawn down the emphatic condemnation of the people, is to give but 
a mild utterance to the public sensilnlities. 

Perhaps no measure could have been passed more repugnant to the 
idelio^ of the NoHh-Westem States, whose political and social life has 
been shielded from the blighting touch of slaveiy by the same prohibi- 
tion which I^ias been r^>ealed, and in no part of the country have the 
evidences of popular dislike been more marked and decisive. 

The sentiments of the people of Michigan are known and unequiy- 
ecal; and at the commencement <^ this recent struggle to extend 
slavery, their views were expressed by the Legislatures of 1847, '48 
and '49. In the last named year a joint resolution was passed 
aflSnuing the power of Ccmgress to impose the anti-slaveiy restriction 
upon the territories,^ and instructiDg our Senators, and requesting oui 
Bepresentatives, to use all , honorable means to incorporate it into any 
territorial bill upon which they might be called to act 

Though an attentive observer of all the party agitations which grew 
out of the iacquisitions fix)m Mexico, at the close of the late war, I have 
not at any time seen occasion to depart from the principle expressed in 
that resolution — ^much less for the total destruction of the only barrier 
preventing the introduction of slavery into the territories of Kansas and 
Nebraska — ^and I deem it not unfitting the present occasion to say, that 
ihe influence unwillingly exerted by our own State, through certain of 
her public servants, who felt it their duty to promote that measure in 
defiance of those resolutions, and the known sentiments of the people 
ifi far from being a subject of congratulation.. No important act of 
Congiess was ever so destitute of plausible excuses. Those territories 
-contained at that time scarcely any civilized inhabitants, and ilo local 
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gOYemment waB neoefieary. The ineasure Iiad never been discussed 
either in or out of CongreiBs. Ko memorial liad heen presented to 
Congrees for the repeal of Hie Mifisouri Compromise from the 6ee 
setilerB in the territory, or from any citizen of the States north or soutL 
The present Congress was not elected in reference to any siicli measure^ 
and it was uttel)y unexpected to the countiy. The dominant pariy 
had emphatically denounced the agitation of the subject of slavery 
both in Congress and elsewhere. To say that it had its origin in the 
mad ambition of mere party leaders, regardless of the true interests of 
the country, would give utterance to but part of the truth, and to maike 
the explanation complete, we are "forced tb add, that it is but a part^ 
of a stupendous scheme into which certam northern statesmen have 
bieen drawn, for securing to the slaveholding intei^dsts, a permanent 
preponderance in the measures and action of the IFWeral Govern- 
inent — in other words, to nationalize slavery and its inddents, and to 
seetionalize freedom. We cannot too strenuously fmst this fktal tenden- 
cy of the times. 

If the Union is ever placed in jeopardy, it will be oWing to the timid 
counsetB and unmanly concessions of northern statesmen upon this point, 
and i^ instead of that harmony and mutual confidence between the two 
great sections of the countiy, which are so essential to the prosperous 
action of the Government and our glory as a nation, we are to have a 
strife between tbem for political supremacy, it would be at leaBt prudent 
fcMT those who represent the free States, to remember that the Fathers of 
the Republic, whether at the North or th^ South, never regarded the- 
slave interest as furnishing proper grounds for a struggle — ^fliat the 
t)nion was not formed with a view to promote. that interest, and that 
meir constituency may ever be relied upon to resist so monstrous a pre- 
tension. *i!he patriotism of our people may at all timeis be apfpealed to 
jsucceissfully, to save the tJmon, either from destruction or perversion. 
Surely the peopfe of this State will not view with indifference Che icled- 
section to slu^veiy of sp huge a portion of their common countiT, once, 
and it Was fondly hoped, forever, dedicated to freedom. While they 
oo^tinne to abs^un bom aD interference with slavery in the States, ex- 
cept in the iUbr exercise of , the f]:eedom pf speech anil of the firaBB,. 
(which tihey can never sunender, or suffer to be questioned, whatever 
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m^j be the hazard,) they will as free States demand the reatoratiMi of 
freedom to Kansas ^md Nebiaaisa — thej will demand that their boatfaacea 
seeking new homes in iheoe teiritoriesi shall not be forced into the de* 
grading coptact of slaves and slave labor, and the social conditipn which 
alavery engenders, so repugnant to their tastes and habits. 

It 18 sometimes uiged in vindication of the act in question, that it ia 
in reality but the recognition of the rights of the people of Kansas 
and Nebraska to govern themselves, and to form and regulate their 
own domestic institutions ; that this is a natural right, which ought not 
to be tramelled by Congress; and that in this respect the act is an im- 
provement u^n former Territorial acts. The hoQowness of this ex- 
cuse is seen at once, when we reflect that the act contains only the ua- 
ual delegation of legislative powers to the Territories; that oo Terdto- 
rial act has ever yet been passed which did not copfer on the local Leg" 
islature similar general powers, over the domestic and inteiinal affaini of 
the people, and that the only material respect in which this act difien 
from others, is, that it permits the holding of slaves. This is the sole dif* 
fereuoe, of the slightest importance. Should Uie absurd i«inciple bfl^ad? 
nutted that a Territory possesses the right of self-^vetmnent^ withput 
the authority of Congress, it remains for the apologists of the act to 
show that the holding of slaves is one of the natural rights of vian, or an 
incident to the right of selfrgovernment. The negative of this propoai- 
tion is too well established by the great teachers of morals and of public 
law, to be debated. No ; if slavery seizes either, of these magnifiqent 
'Territories, it will be because the restraint of 1820 has beeA rempyedt 
and a licence granted in 1854. This act stands alone in iks enonnoua 
wickedness. However debatable may be the power of Googress to ap- 
ply such a restriction to the States on their admiasion.into the UnioO| 
there can be no doubt of their power to apply it to the Territories, and 
whatever its legislation is exolusive. The history of the past sho^s that 
when so applied it has, in every instance, insured to the State a free Coa- 
stitutioD, ^d a free popi^on. We have yet to sea tha politiio^ 
paradox of a free Territory coming into the Union as a Slave Stota. 
' The Territorial condition ia the lorming period; and if then secured 
. agaijDfit the intrusion of Slavery, it is sure to continue tm* 
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That the question of Slavery in this country cannot be settled bj 
legialatiYe oompromises, recent events have fully demonstrated. The 
Compromise Measures of 1850 were expected to give peace to the 
country, and by many were believed to have done so, but there has 
been no real peace since their passage.. They were aoquiesed in 
by many, who hoped that the large concession made by them would 
satisfy the grasping demands of Slavery, and that the country, would 
find repose. Their hopes were signally disappointed. 

The Fugitive Slave act and the mode of its enforcement, awakened 
the deep sensibilities of the people of the free States. They have 
been aroused to a still higher pitch by the repeal of the Missouri pro- 
hibition. 

Originally, the American policy excluded Slavery from all the Na- 
tional Territory^ — next the Missouri Compromise tolerated the increase* 
of Slave States, carved out of Slave Territory, on the condition of ex- 
cluding the evil from all north of 36 deg. 30 min. by positive prohibition.. 
Then, by the Utah and New Mexico acts. Free Territory made such 
by foreign law, was converted into Slave Territory, and ru>Wj faith is 
broken and solemn pledges violated in order that soil from which the 
curse was excluded by a law which for thirty-four years, was well' 
understood and regarded as a compactj shall be converted into Slave soil. 
The people of the free States are now satisfied that the question is of 
an importance paramount to that of every cither, and that the effort of 
patriots can be devoted to no higher object, than a real and pormaneot 
settlement of it. 

That such a permanent settlement is practicable, t believe. That 
it can be effected without dishonor to either, and Jwith incalcu- 
lable advantage to both sections of the country, I am thoroughly con- 
vinced. The great principle of such a settlement, should be the divorce 
of the General Government from slaveiy. Neither Congiess or the Pie- 
sident should take any part in upholding or extending sucb an evil 
Without any interference whatever, with the internal concerns of States, 
not committed by the Constitution to the supervision of Congress or 
the Executive^ the power and influence of both departments, should It 
exerted for the benefit of freedom, rather than for the benefit of sla- 
very. There should be no slavery in the District of Columbia— none

in' nfttionai Teiiitbries — ^no slave cstebi&g under nalion&I law— no dare 
trade in American veseels, allowed or regulated by acta of CongreBs^^ 
no stai^ auction under procefls^ oat of tire Federal Courts. These 
things done, Hie example and influence of the National Government 
would be on the sidis of freedom, and the power of reason and tt^feioe 
of sympathy, might b^ saidly rdied upon, to bring about universal eman-' 

cipation.

thermit me to say, in taking leave of this subject, that the xq)idfltricfea 
which slavery has made of late — ^its bold eneroa^^daent i^n free aesl 
and the stin bolder schemes which it nourishes—has seemed to reqi^ 
this notice at my hands. Like other free States^ Michigan has tf deep 
and abiding interest in tJie question. L:i reference to it the heart of the 
peopk is. sound — ^their purposes are sjteadfast; and believing it to b^ 
ihm will, it is our duty as their representatives, to resort to all the Con- 
stitutional means in our power, to counteract this dan^rous pplicy— a 
policy hosta© to the inteifests of the State— disturbing the internal tran- 
quillity of the country— unfriendly to the Constitution and the 
Union. 

Fof sevw^ years past the subject of a "Homestead Law," has been

Hie State should therefore regard its increase in po^ulei(ft6B and'Wealth 
with fitvor, and cherish its growth and improvement With such fos- 
tering care as the Legislature can give, it will soon become a Capital 
worthy of a flourishing and populous State. 

Your session is practically limited in its duration to forty days. 
To properiy mature the measures upon which Legislative 
action seems to be necessary, will require not only close application 
<m the part of your committees, but harmonious action in your legislative 
bodies. I shall spare no effort on my part to promote a cordial and 
friendly feeling between the Legislative and Executive branches of the 
Ooyemment, and I shall heartily co-operate with you in all measures 
designed to advance the interests of the State — ^an honest difference pf 
opinion can well be tolerated, when it is constantly borne in mind that 
the wel&re of our c(»nmoli constituents should be alike dear to us all; 
and that the efifocts of good or bad legislation will reach far into the fii- 
tnre, and exert an influence on the destinies of the State long after its 
present actors shall have passed away. 

A laige share of the time and attention ef the Legislature for a few 
' years past, has been directed to the consideration of matters, in which 
powerful and wealthy corporations were supposed to have antagonist in- 
terests. This has led to the behef that malign and corrupting influences 
have been brought to bear directly upon the members of the legislative 
body, and that some of them have proved too weak to resist such influ- 
ences.
